General Price Readjustment 

As soon as the country stopped talking war it 
began to talk prices, and it required no deep knowl- 
edge of the philosophy of business to understand that 
wartime prices could not prevail in times of peace. 
As soon as the cheering over the signing of the 
armistice died down, the one thought of the whole 
nation was to get back on a peacetime basis as 
quickly as possible. Conditions of peace, so far as 
trade was concerned, meant, first of all, normal 
prices, and the fact that prices did not return to a 
pre-war level as soon as the fighting ceased caused 
discontent among the unthinking. It was some time 
before any progress could be made at all. On the 
other hand, the prices of many commodities continued 
to climb sieadily after the war was over. In some 
cases this post-bellum inflation was unavoidable; in 
other cases it was unjustified. The end of that has 
finally been seen, however. Prices are going down. 
The purchasing power of the dollar is steadily in- 
creasing. 

In some of the Reporter’s markets price reductions 
began some time ago. In others the decline began 
much more reluctantly, and, as it takes exceptions to 
prove the rule, there are some lines in which it has 
hot even yet been possible to start the inevitable price 
readjustment. In many lines a definite movement 
toward price readjustment has started recently and 
is under full headway just at this time. 

It is not possible to consider the manner in which 
this difficult task is being accomplished without a 
eeling of optimism and a growing of confidence in 
the sound business sense of the American people. A 
sudden general inflation of prices naturally brings 
quickly acquired wealth to some, and hardships to 
many. A decline in prices must naturally hit some 
pocketbooks. Nothing is more natural than for a 
man to be reluctant to sell at a lower price than that 
tog lan —, It is also very easy for him to 
4 spa ays Ww ven the value of stocks he had 
Sone ee by leaps and bounds.

taxes. Freight rates have been advanced instead of 
reduced. Rents and other overhead expenses are as 
high or higher than ever--vet prices are coming 
down. In most cases reductions are being made pos- 
sible by a lowering in the prices of raw materials, 
but it is not this alone. During the rush of wartime 
demand there was a great loss in efficiency and a 
great addition to all sorts of expenses because an in- 
crease in output was desired and cost was only a sec- 
ondary consideration. It is largely the reorganization 
of business along the lines of greater efficiency and 
greater economy that is making price lowering 
possible. 


In time more definite results will be obtained than 
can be expected today. No one expects wages to 
go back to pre-war levels, but wage readjustment 
will follow naturally after price readjustment, for 
the two must square. Business men are hopeful of a 
reshifting of the war taxes so that they will be less 
burdensome and place less onerous restrictions on 
business enterprise. The railroads are being espe- 
cially favored just now because they were returned 
to their owners in a rundown condition, but eventu- 
ally even freight rates will have to come down. It 
has not been foreign competition that has started 
prices moving towards the normal in this country, but 
rather an intelligent reorganization of business along 
peace lines following the end of the abnormal condi- 
tions forced by the war. 

It is always difficult to decide when to buy when 
a market is declining. The stock broker understands 
the rush to buy on an advancing market, and the 
reluctance to invest at bargain prices. What is true 
in the stock market is largely true in business. It is a 
wise man who understands the difference between 
values and prices. It is a wise man indeed who does 
not hesitate to buy what he must have when its price 
is cheap simply because of the chance that it may 
sell a little lower. 

Just now much depends upon the good sense of 
the buyer who is closest to the ultimate consumer. 
If the retailer allows his shelves to become empty, 
some day a sudden increase in demand will force an 
artificial and undesirable price advance that will not 
bene!it the man who is short of goods. Banks have 
urged against overstocking, and there has been no 
tendency in this direction for some time. There is no 
wisdom in underbuying, however. The readjust- 
ment period is now so far advanced that all danger 
of demoralizing price changes has definitely passed. 
Prices that are still too high will come down and in 
cases where the decline has gone too far there will 
be advances. The fact that for some months the 
consuming public has been conservative in its buy- 
ing is a strong feature of the situation and is a guar- 
antee for the future in all lines of business.

The Proprietary Business Refuses to 
Harbor Liquor Dealers 


Reforms may be divided into two classes—those 
which come from within and are genuine and lasting, 
and those which are forced from without and are 
lacking in both these qualities. It is a source of 
gratification to those engaged in the drug business to 
contemplate the fact that anti-narcotic and anti- 
alcohol movements, in so far as they apply to the 
drug business, have had their origin inside the trade. 
In the so-called “good old days”’ of our grandfathers 
a barrel of whiskey was a part of the stock in trade 
of practically every crossroads general store. In 
those days cocaine was not known and opium hab- 
itues were few and far between. Growing abuses, on 
the one hand, and on the other, a growing public 
feeling that the abuses should stop, resulted in an al- 
together changed condition. The drug trade, which 
in years long agone did not question any demand 
that came to it for alcohol and other habit-forming 
drugs, in more recent times began a movement to put 
a stop to the indiscriminate handling of narcotics, 
and took an active part in the drafting of anti-narcotic 
laws and in securing their passage by State Legis- 
latures and by Congress. 

As the reformatory legislation was of its own 
seeking—or, to express it differently, came from 
within—it has been effective as applied to the trade, 
such narcotic business as may be done in this country

over and above what is legitimate now being done 
through smugglers, bootleggers and that class of 
gentry. 

For long, too, the drug trade has frowned on the 
traffic in alcoholics, whether these alcoholics were in 
the shape of whiskies, brandies and gins, or were 
disguised as bitters, medicinal wines and the like. 
When the eighteenth amendment to the Constitution 
was adopted and the Volstead act was passed, the 
temptation to make money by the manufacture and 
sale of the latter class of preparations was more than 
many medicine manufacturers were able or willing 
to withstand. Opportunities to profit from this kind 
of traffic caused others, who had had their garb of 
liquor dealer stripped from them, to cloak them- 
selves in the more seemly habiliments of the manu- 
facturing druggist, and thus to continue in their old 
occupations. 

The change was not welcomed by the legitimate 
manufacturers. They saw that discredit was coming 
to their calling. They decided to go forth, meet it 
and turn it aside. At a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Proprietary Association, held just 
about a year ago, strong resolutions were adopted 
calling upon members of the association to refrain 
from putting more alcohol in any of their prepara- 
tions than was pharmaceutically necessary, and to 
be sure that the preparations were sufficiently medi- 
cated to prevent their use for beverage purposes. As 
a consequence, it may be said that whereas members 
of the association sold more than three-fourths of the 
proprietary medicines used in the country the year 
before the Volstead act was passed, they now esti- 
mate that they are selling less than one-fourth. These 
figures indicate either that ex-liquor men are selling 
more so-called medicines than are sold by established 
proprietary manufacturers, or that many established 
proprietary manufacturers have found the restrictions 
imposed by their association too irksome and have 
left its ranks, or probably both. 

But even with such a radical change credited to 
their action, the legitimate proprietary men are not 
satisfied to stop at mere resolutions. At an executive 
meeting of their association held some days ago they 
decided to become more militant in their efforts to 
purge their ranks of disguised liquor dealers. A re- 
port of their plan of campaign may be seen in our 
news columns this week. In brief it is this: They 
have instructed their president and the chairman of 
their Legislative Committee to utilize the large re- 
sources, financial and otherwise, of the association 
in collecting and presenting to the proper legal au- 
thorities evidence of any specific violations by medi- 
cine manufacturers of the prohibition law, and to 
aid the officials in the speedy prosecution of the evil- 
doers. ' 

Evidently, the Proprietary Association does not 
intend to allow the wolves of liquor law violators 
to masquerade in the sheepskins of legitimate medi- 
cine manufacturers. The proprietary men realize 
that they have to bear at least a large part of the 
stigma and odium of a liquor traffic carried on under 
the guise of the medicine business, and have decided 
to reduce that trafhc to a minimum or stamp it out 
altogether. They want their skirts to be and remain 
clear. They want the public and the prohibition 
officer to know just where they stand. They are re- 
forming their calling from within; their efforts are 
genuine; the reform will doubtless be permanent. 
The trade is to be congratulated upon having an 
organization to carry its banner so high, and the 
public, too, may be thankful that the men who make 
its proprietary medicines are so jealous of their own 
reputation. 





Goyernment Control of Fertilizer Mate- 


rials 

The fact that the United States Government is 
more reluctant to surrender its supervision over the 
price of fertilizer and fertilizer materials than to 
divorce itself from control over other commodities 
may be because of the great interest shown by other 
governments in materials of this sort. 

The government of Chile has for a number of 
years been interested in a combination the avowed 
purpose of which is to hold up the price of nitrate of 
soda. Just at the present time there is an apparent 
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overproduction of nitrate of soda. There are large 
stocks of it in Europe and very large stocks in the

to clean up stocks by cutting prices, but instead of 
this the Chilian Government is planning to assume 
even more complete control of the industry, and 
hopes by this means to be able to maintain the

The depression in trade is being used 
as an argument for the utilization of 
German capital and securities now held 
py the government It is said that 
many American businesses depend 
largely upon the export trade and that 
the availability of $400,000,000 for 
credit purposes in this connection 
would help materially to restore the 
situation. It is argued that the gov- 
ernment control over former German 
funds can be exercised to make them 
legally available for investment in an 
export trade financing corporation 
created under the Edge law. If it is 
deemed inadvisable for this govern- 
ment to go so far, it is claimed that 
German consent of such use of German 
seized property can readily be obtained 
because naturally Germany is inter- 
ested in having trade with this coun- 
try restored so far that she can buy 
needed goods in the American market. 


Estimates have been made that the 
$400,000,000 of seized German property 
could be used so as to afford $2,000,- 
000,000 of credit which’ German firms 
could use in this country in buying raw 
materials and manufactured products 
which their country needs, and the 
hope is entertained by American bank- 
ers that such orders would speedily 
lead to the establishment of American 
exporters on a firm foundation in Cen- 
tral Europe.

Department of Agriculture Praises His 


Work with Insecticides 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 24, 

The United States Department of Agri- 
culture in the tenth of a series of state- 
ments about “Uncle Sam’s hired men who 
serve you,” tells about Dr. John K. Hay- 
wood. chairman of the Insecticide and 
Fungicide Board, and his work with those 
substances, as follows :— 

“Twenty-five years ago the United 
States Department of Agriculture brought 
from the experiment station at Cornell 
University a young chemist, John K. Hay- 
wood by name, and put him to work in 
the Bureau of Chemistry doing a num- 
ber of things in relation to stock feeds, 
mineral waters and other subjects equal- 
ly widely separated. Before he left Cor- 
nell he had tried to make an analysis of 
Paris green and found that no definite 
means had been discovered for analyzing 
insecticides. When he came to Wash- 
ington he confirmed his previous Opinion. 

‘“‘Haywood started out to develop an in- 
secticidal and fungicidal branch of chem- 
istry. How well he has succeeded is 
shown by this fact:—When he began his 
work, any man undertaking to write a 
book on chemistry could not have filled 
a single page with any degree of ac 
curacy on insecticidal chemistry. Today 
no man could write a book on agricultural 
chemistry without devoting at least a full 
chapter to insecticides and fungicides.

PRODUCTION AND CHEMICAL WARFARE 





General Fries States That Chloride of Lime, Sulphur Chloride and 
Other Chemicals Were Sold After Armistice Was 
Signed—Other Reports 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24, 1920. 
Annual reports of various War Depart- 


ment bureaus and branches of the army 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1920, 
tell of activities with reference to chem- 
ical warfare, nitrate production, the 


handling of explosives, and other matters 
of interest to Reporter industries. 

The report of General Amos A. Fries, 
chief of the Chemical Warfare Service, 
Says that at the beginning of the year 
there remained in that service less than 
3 per cent. of the personnel that was in 
it when the armistice was signed. The 
report reviews the organization and work 





of the Chemical Warfare Service during 
the fiscal year. It says that there were 
sold during the year plants located at 
Stamford, Conn.; Bound Brook, N. J.; 
Niagara Falls, Buffalo, and Hastings on 
Hudson, in New York; Kingsport, Tenn., 
and Belle, West Virginia. There were 


also sold the following materials :—5,400,- 
000 pounds chloride of lime. 3,900,000 
pounds sulphur chloride, 3,000,000 pounds 
Sag paste, 917,000 pounds stannic chloride, 
800,000 pounds phosgene, 554,000 pounds 
nitric acid, 356,000 pounds sulphuric acid, 


100,000 pounds carbon bisulphide, 16,000 
gallons crude turpentine. 30,000 gallons 
grain alcohol, 6,775 obsolete type gas 
masks.

The report tells of the appointment of the 
Chemical Advisory Board to the service, the 


members of which it names, and says ‘‘by their 
brilliant work during the past war these men 
have shown themselves to possess all the qual- 
ifications which should be desired for such a 
board and should preve to be of invaluable 
assistance to the chief of this service in the 
formulation of policies for this service.’’ A 
plan for maintaining contact with the various 
industries engaged in manufacturing chemicals 


and other materials is being worked out. To 
date new sources for eight different materials 
essential to the service have been located 
The service has assisted discharged chemical 
experts from the army to obtain employment 
with chemical industries 


Fries pays a tribute to the civilian 
chemists of the country for their co-operation 
with the Chemical Warfare Service. He men- 
tions especially the American Chemical Society 
as having supported the service, and points 
out that one of the important tasks confront- 
ing the service is the maintenance of proper 
relations with the great body of scientific 
workers. 

During the year a chemical warfare service 
school for commissioned officers was organized

at Lakehurst Proving Ground, New Jersey, 
and a school for non-commissioned officers at 
Edgewood Arsenal, Maryland, from which in- 
stitutions chemical experts were supplied to 
different organizations of the army. Instruc 
tion in chemical warfare was extended to staff 
and infantry schools of the army, to West 
Point Military Academy, and even to the Phil- 
ippine Islands and the merican expeditionary 
forces in Germany General Fries expresses 
the hope that a very efficient training force 
under his command will be working in the field

United States has wisely decided to 
the Chemical Warfare Service with 
powers and with sufficient funds to 
develop its possibilities, not for aggression in 
any way whatsoever, but to insure that if 
American boys must ever again shoulder arms 
in defense of the liberties of their country they 
will do so on an equal footing with any other 
nation so far as chemical warfare is con¢erned. 

“The American is truly a sportsman, and in 
war as in sport he is perfectly willing to 
stand any punishment providing he has an 
opportunity to give as well as take. The really 
serious objections to chemical warfare in the 
World War arose from the fact that the Central 
Empires, as well as most other countries except 
the United States, had agreed not to use it. 
Under such circumstances a real sportsman 
who lives up to his agreement suffers a terrific 
handicap. No such handicap can occur in the 
future with the Chemical Warfare Service 
thoroughly alert to the possibilities of that arm, 
and, given funds and power to prosecute its 
researches, its developments and its training 
to the point where it knows that it is impos- 
sible for any other nation to have gone further. 
The knowledge among other countries that the 
United States is doing this will go a long way 
toward deterring them from forcing hostilities, 
knowing that the United States, with its incom- 
parable natural resources and highly developed 
manufacturing possibilities, will he able to 
manufacture and to deliver on the field of battle 
a greater quantity of chemicals than any other 
single nation, or, indeed, any other group of 
nations. 


Bomb for Chemical Warfare Service 


The report of the chief of ordnance tells of 
the development of a new type of incendiary 
bomb for holding a charge of thermit, orders 
for 5,000 of which were placed for the chemi- 
cal warfare service. Dr. F. C. Langenburg 
was appointed head of the metallurgical sec- 
tion at Watertown Arsenal and also chairman 
of the Testing Committee on Sulphur and 
Phosphorous Investigation, being made by the 
American Society for Testing Materials. 

The report says that at Old Hickory Powder 
Plant a total of 8,000,000 pounds of smokeless 
powder was received and about 23,000 pounds 
was shipped during the year. At the Pica- 
tinny Arsenal the development project in- 
cluded the establishment of shops for the 
study of raw materiais, high explosives and 
military pyrotechnic. Contracts were let and 
work started on about fifty different buildings. 





The work of the chemical laboratory at this

The commission in 
the introduction of its report on war 
minerals, sums up the situation as to 
each as follows :— ‘ 
imony, a metal entering many lines 
of industry in times of peace as an alloy 
with lead and tin, and of military impor- 
tance as a hardening constituent of shrap- 
nel bullets, is obiained mainly from 
Chinese ores. China has the great high- 
grade antimony deposits of the world. 
The ore is also available from Bolivia. 
Mexico, France, and Spain; the known 
ore resources of the United States are 


slender. ; 

Chromite, the ore from which are ob- 
tained the chromium required by the steel 
industry and the chromium salts. used in 
the chemical and paint industries, was 
imported from New Caledonia, Rhodesia, 
and Asia Minor prior to the war. The re- 
quirements of the United States—some 
50,000 tons—were obtained almost en- 
tirely from these countries. The domes- 
tic industry suddenly expanded during 
the war to a capacity sufficient for this 
oo a mineral of wide industrial 
utility, but principally important as ma- 
terial for the manufacture of crucibles 
used in the melting of various major 
metals, before the war was mainly sup- 
plied in special grades from Ceylon and 
Madagascar. et 

Potash, necessary as a fertilizing ele- 
ment in the agricultural industries, has 
for many years been obtained from Ger- 
many, which possesses the world’s rich- 
est deposits. The United States has de- 
veloped during the war at a very high 
cost a productive capacity sufficient for 
almost one-half the domestic needs. 

Pyrites and sulphur are mainly impor- 
tant as raw materials for the manufac- 
ture of sulphuric acid, essential in vari- 
ous industries and, in war time, in the 
manufacture of high explosives. Sulphur 
is also largely used in the paper-pulp in- 
dustry. Ample domestic resources exist, 
and the domestic competition between 
sulphur and pyrites for the sulphuric-acid 
market is-more important than the com- 
petition from abroad. But Spanish py- 
rites possesses extraordinary competitive 
strength. ; 

Quicksilver, of military and industrial 
importance as an essential constituent of 
all detonators for high explosives and in 
humerous technical and _ scientific uses, 
was obtained during the war from Amer- 
jean deposits which are notably low in 
grade—averaging less than five-tenths 
per cent. metal content. Spanish quick- 
silver, derived from ores carrying up- 
ward of 8 per cent. metal, is abundant, 
and European quicksilver can readily 
supply the American market at prices 
far below domestic costs 


Reviews the Situation 


The commission reviews the general 
features of the situation and calls atten- 
tion to the following special considera- 
tions :— 

(1) For the first time it is now appar- 
ent that the United States has certain min- 
eral resources which can be substituted 
for the major part of its former imports. 


teliance on these domestic resources, 
however, means (a) that the advantage 


of procuring for domestic industries a 
high grade of raw materials at a rela- 
tively low cost is to disregarded; (b) that 
the position of foreign competing indus- 
tries by which these foreign raw materials 
are used is to be strengthened; and (c) 
that the market enjoyed here by foreign 
Countries possessing such materials is to 
be lessened.

tain mineral industries are exceptional. 
The minerals involved are manganese, 
chromite, magnesite, graphite, tungsten, 
quicksilver, potash and pyrites. In vary- 
ing degrees the industries producing these 
minerals face actual or possible losses 
caused by sudden and great development 
to meet war needs during the period when 
foreign supplies were not accessible in 
sufficient quantity. It is urged by invest- 
ors in the case of some of them that the 
rate and degree of expansion to meet the 
unprecedented demand raises a hope that 
after a period of readjustment to altered 
conditions they may become permanently 
self-sustaining American industries. But 
these investors contend that the industries 
are not yet organized so as to cope suc- 
cessfully with long-established foreign 
competitors, and that development has 
been achieved at the excessive costs prev- 
alent during the war. On these grounds 
the investors seek at least some temporary 
restriction of imports, either by a consid- 
erable increase of duties or other means. 


(4) The situation in some of these in- 
dustries is rendered more difficult by the 
condition of foreign markets. In various 
parts of the world stocks have accumu- 
lated as a result of the shortage in ships 
and of the slack demand in some coun- 
tries that are normally heavy buyers. The 
offering of foreign minerals at low prices 
in the American market may have much 
the same effect on domestic industries as 
is usually attributed to “dumping.” Such 
abnormal competition is temporarily de- 
layed by high ocean freight rates. The 
delay gives some aid in the process of 
liquidation and readjustment of industries 
producing bulky low-priced minerals, such 
as magnesite, manganese, and chromite, 
but it affords little help to such high- 
eo materials as tungsten and quick- 
silver. 


(5) Another influence probably affecting 
the relative competitive position of Amer- 
ican and foreign producers is the present 
low rate of foreign exchange. Distinctly 
one-sided trade relations have existed dur- 
ing the last five years between the United 
Stats and foreign countries, and the vir- 
tual abandonment of the gold standard in 
various European countries has resulted 
in the depreciation of their currencies. 
The competitive strength of European 
commodities is subject to whatever uncer- 
tainties attend the present exchange 
rates on the krone, mark, frane, lire, and 
other units of currency. 


Promise of Future Permanence 


_Summarizing the tariff aspects of the 
Situation the commission says in its re- 
port that the minerals treated of “prom- 
ise varying degree of future permanance 
and effectiveness under high duties.” 
Continuing, the report says among other 
things:— 

“Generally it may be said that no one 
of these industries holds out the prospect 
that large additional development will 
permit the withdrawal of such duties, if 
enacted. In other words, the competitive 
Strength of the corresponding foreign 
mineral industries is believed in every in- 
stance to exceed that of the domestic in- 
dustries under review. 

“For convenient reference an effort is 
here made to classify the metals and 
minerals being considered from the re- 
Spective standpoints of quantity and qual- 
ity of the resources of the United States. 

“In estimating quantities, only those 
domestic resources are counted which are 
deemed. adequate to supply the normally 
increasing demands of domestic consump- 
tion for at least twenty-five years. Mag- 
nesite, graphite, barytes, pyrites, and sul- 
phur meet this test. It is impossible to 
predict whether the actual opening up of 
existing resources will bring tungsten and 
manganese within this group. 

“In dealing with quality, only those 
minerals and metals are here enumerated 
which yield results in actual use sub- 
stantially equal to those from competing 
foreign metals and minerals. The metals 
and minerals so qualifying are antimony, 
chromite, barytes, manganese, potash, 
pyrites and sulphur, and quicksilver. 
Domestic tungsten concentrates are more 
nearly free from harmful impurities than 
imported ores and command a slight pre- 
mium. During the war it was necessary 
to lower the standards for ferromanganese 
to 70 per cent. manganese because of the 


shortage of high-grade ores. Magnesit« 
and graphite, as hereinafter separately 
explained, differ in some respects from 


similar foreign competitive materials. 
One further classification may be of in- 


terest. Among the war minerals here 
considered those which at present have 
important military uses are:—Antimony, 


chromite, graphite, magnesite, manga- 
nese, pyrites and sulphur, quicksilver and 
tungsten.” 


Map Showing Deposits 
The several minerals covered in the re- 
port are taken up in alphabetical order, 
and a map of the world is included in the 
report, showing where there are principal 


deposits, deposits of secondary impor- 
tance, and minor deposits of each min- 
eral. 


As to antimony, which is used in mak- 
ing and handling sulphuric acid, the re- 
port says that “it is especially unlikely 
that American mines could furnish any 
large supply except at extravagant cost.” 
An important factor in the domestic sup- 
ply of this mineral, the report says, is 
the output of antimonial lead, a by-prod- 
uct of smelting and refining lead ores, 
but the combined capacity for producing 
antimony in this country is only about 
half of the normal domestic consumption. 

Owing to the nature of American de- 
posits of chromite, the commission ex- 
presses the expectation that the cost of 
domestic chromite production will mount 
in the future rather than decrease. There 
is a possibility of substantial expansion 
in domestic chromite reserves with the 


development of deep mining in the indus- 
try. In the summer of last year only one 
chromite correspondent of the Geological 
Survey was producing from domestic 
mines. 

Producers of graphite maintain, says 
the commission, that under a price high 
enough to justify production ample sup- 
plies for domestic use can be developed. 
Imports of graphite have been more than 
three times domestic production. although 
tests have shown that the Montana and 
Alabama products answer American 
crucible purposes as the Ceylon graphite 
does. 

The use of magnesite extends into in- 
dustries like chemical salts, and metallic 
magnesium production. American re- 
sources of magnesite have been estimat- 
ed at 8,000,000 tons, but with deposits of 


120,000,000 tons in Austria, the commis- 
sion thinks that foreign magnesite will 
figure largely in supplying the Eastern 


American market. although domestic pro 
ducers contend that with two or three 
years’ experience they would be able to 
improve the standard established by 
Austrian magnesite. 


German and Alsatian Potash 


Sharp competition between German and 
Alsatian potash is predicted by the Tariff 
Commission in its report. Last year's 


American production of potash is esti 
mated as 32,418 tons. The Nebraska 
saline lakes would be depleted in about 


ten years at the rate of potash produc- 
tion there in 1918, the commission re- 
ports. Searles Lake, California, is_ esti- 
mated to contain 20,000,000 tons of pot- 
ash. The possible potash production 
from cement mill dust is estimated at 
75,000 tons annually, if the method were 
used at all cement mills, and this offers 
a permanent source of potash production. 
The commission questions whether the 
American potash industry based on nat- 
ural brines, kelp and leucite can be kept 
up under foreign competitive conditions. 
It is pointed out that the chief consum- 
ing market in the Southern States is 
handicapped by high freight rates from 
distant domestic sources of supply. 
Freight rates from Western sources to 
the Eastern market also handicaps the 


American pyrites industry, it appears 
from the report. Besides, as a general 
rule the domestic ore has generally a 


lower sulphur content than the product of 
Spain, the principal foreign source. 

No satisfactory substitute for quick- 
silver has been discovered, it is stated. 
Quicksilver production in America was 
at a low ebb before the war. and with 
the return of normal conditions it is 
feared that foreign competition will cut 
into the domestic industry seriously. 





GERMANS PUSHING 
DYES IN ENGLAND 


Offering Four Shilling Wares at 
Bradford for Seven Pence 
a Pound 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26, 1920. 


Official advices received here are to 
the effect that representatives of German 
dye manufacturers are fast resuming 
their pre-war strength in Bradford, Eng- 
land, exhibiting a wonderful range of 
colors there. the variety and quality of 
which are the envy of British manufac- 
turers’ agents. The German colors are re- 
ported to be far superior and to indicate 
by comparison the little progress made by 
the British stateaided dye-making in- 
dustries. 

A Bradford dye merchant states that 
the Germans are offering a certain dye- 
ware at 7 pence to 1 shilling a pound 
and that home producers can only offer 
a similar dye of an inferior quality at 
about 4 shillings a pound. 


Germans Hold Their Own 


German industry is not in as bad shape 
as has been represented in certain quar- 
ters, according to a report received here 
from Berlin, which indicates that at least 
some industries in the Vaterland are 
holding their own against allied competi- 
tion. The report says that “there is no 
doubt that some industries in England 
have reason to be seriously concerned. 
One of these is the dye industry, which 
grew up during the war with the help of 
State aid and which was to make Eng- 
land independent of Germany.” 

The report then goes on to quote a 
London newspaper as saying that Ger- 
man dye making concerns are offering in 
England 500 colors “and even for those 
few colors which British manufacturers 
are making the Germans’ prices to the 
trade are not higher than the first cost 
of the British-made colors.” This is said 
to be but one of a number of complaints 
of German competition in glassware and 
other lines, upon which the charge of 
dumping largely rests. 

The report goes on to deny that Ger- 
man competition is due largely to dump- 


ing. It says that the German “Govern- 
ment long ago took measures’ which 
make dumping difficult, and it took 
these measures not only to protect Ger- 
many against being sucked dry of prod- 
ucts, but also to convince the country’s 


former enemies that Germany intended to 
carry on her commercial campaign by 
legitimate methods.” 

It is stated in the report that the ex- 
planation for whatever foreign trade Ger- 
many has been able to build up since 
the war is found in cheaper and quicker 
production and greater efficiency. The 
case is cited of a Saxon glove factory 
filling orders from this country in ad- 
vance of French factories where orders 
have previously been placed. Not only 
was the making of the gloves done quick- 
er in Germany, but shipments from fac- 
tory to Hamburg required only a few 
days. while shipment from Grenoble to 
Havre, in France, took three months. 

The Saxon factory sends its skins to a 
dyeing establishment about 100 miles 
away to be dyed, according to the report 
from Berlin. “The railroad and the dye- 
ing concern are both as punctual as 
clockwork.” The skins are two days on

dumping has also been prevented by the 
export regulations issued last February. 
These imposed an export tax upon nearly 
all articles whose exportation was per- 
mitted and further additions to the price 
were also required to be made as an off- 
set to the low value of the German cur- 
rency. These regulations had the double 
purpose of securing revenue for the State 
and of preventing the mass exportation 
of articles under conditions and for 
prices which might make it impossible for 


the German manufacturers to buy more 
raw materials when their stocks were 
used up. 

“On the whole, the regulations have 


not worked well. It seems to be an eco- 
nomic law that a government interferes 
arbitrarily with the freedom of commerce 
at its peril. It might happen, for in- 
stance, that the export tax one week ham- 
pered trade with France and the next 
week with England, frequently increasing 
the cost of the exportable goods to a 
figure above the world market price. 
Most of the restrictions are to be removed 
in the next few weeks, particularly on 
glass, steel, fishery products, etc. It is 
hoped that this will increase the quantity 
of exports, but there is still one big ob- 
stacle. That is the shortage of coal which 
is today the most serious menace to Ger- 
many’s whole industrial life.’”’ 


Chemical Industry Hampered 


Iron and steel production, transporta- 
tion and other activities are hampered by 
the coal shortage, the report from Berlin 
says. It adds that ‘‘the chemical industry 
was getting along with only 88 per cent 
of its normal suppl¥. of coal last May 
and that in August another 25 per cent. 
was cut off. The glass and porcelain in- 
dustry, which was receiving less than 
half its requirements last spring, must 
now submit to a further reduction of 50 
per cent. of its present contingent, and the 
potash industry loses 40 per cent. The 
municipal gas works of the chief cities 
are running on allowances of but 30 to 
60 per cent of their normal consumption.” 

So that conditions are not uniformly 
good and where German industry and 
German products are competing success- 
fully, it is in spite of great difficulties. 
Some factories are reported to be work- 
ing three days per week, although there 
is a big demand for their products. The 
unemployed are reported to be increasing 
in numbers. Nearly 600,000 men and 
women are reported to be without em- 
ployment, and several hundred thousand 
more are working not more than half 
time. 


TO CONFER UPON 
NARCOTIC LAW 


Meeting at Washington Will 
Also Discuss Prohibition En- 
forcement Act Dec. 8 to 10 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26, 1920. 


Strengthening of the narcotic law and 
the prohibition enforcement act, and 
other steps which they deem necessary 
for beneficial purposes will be discussed 
at a conference to be held here December 
8 to 10, the occasion being the twenty- 
sixth anniversary of the International 
Reform Bureau. 

At a meeting on the 8th the general 
subject set for consideration is that of 
reform legislation needed and how citi- 
zens can help to secure it. Among the 
phases of this subje on the program 
of the conference aré e following ques- 
tilons:— 

“Does the test of enforcement show 
that we need additional legislation to re- 
enforce the Volstead prohibition enforce- 
ment act?” 

“What amendments are needed to the 
Harrison drug act to prevent the ship- 
ment of morphia from and through the 
United States to China?’ 

There will be a hearing on the amend- 
ments suggested to the Harrison act, it 
js announced, at which Dr. Paul S58. 
Reinsch, ex-minister to China, and Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, former chief of the 
Chemistry Bureau, Agricultural Depart- 
ment, will speak. The announcement of 
the conference says:— 

“Since China suppressed the smoking of 
opium, British and Japanese manufactur- 
ers and dealers in morphia have smuggled 
tons of morphia into China, and recent 
seizures in China show that Philadelphia 
and New York are particlpating in this 
debauching of China; made possible by 
loopholes in our drug act. Therefore, 
Senator Wesley L. Jonesshas promised to 
introduce a bill to prohibit all export ship- 
ments and all foreign transshipments of 
morphia, and all imports save what U. S. 
Board of Health certifies is needed for 
legitimate medicinal uses in this coun- 
try.”

arrangements for the conference 
also contemplate a discussion as to what 
should be done “to assure faithful cabi- 
net administration of prohibition,” and a 
hearing on the Randall bill to extend na- 
tional prohibition to Americans in China 
and other exterriterial lands, and other 
additional prohibition enforcement legis- 
lation needed.

Naturally at a time like the 
o oat there is not a great many or- 
jas being placed. The consuming 
ane has been expecting a new range 


; r some time and has been 
ck waiting for the changes to 
hovannounced. The fact that there has 
peen this holding back has cut down 
stocks and has made the trade most 
interested in the market. It is one 
thing to show an interest in the mar- 
ket and another to place orders, how- 
ever. The placing of orders could not 
pe expected to follow so quickly after 
the price reductions, but the trade is 
satisfied that there is a good market 
ahead, and that as soon as prices have 
settled at a level that promises to hold 
buying will begin. There was a fur- 
ther decline of half a cent in the price 
of red lead and litharge in casks this 
week, but the price of these materials 
in steel kegs remained unchanged at 
the new figures announced last week. 
There was also a decline announced in 
orange mineral that puts it in line with 
the other leads. 

The new prices of lithopone for the 
first quarter of the new year are ex- 
pected to be announced soon. It is pre- 
dicted by some that there will be no 


reduction, but the market is being 
shaded at the present time and 
lithopone is being sold under the 


8c. level at which some of the lead- 
ing makers are holding the product. 
Lithopone makers always expect to 
carry over stocks in the new year to 
meet the demands of the spring trade, 
and the leading producers say that 
their stocks are not yet as large as they 
would like to see them, so for the pres- 
ent they will not curta‘l production. 
There have been some important price 
changes announced in dry colors this 
week, The one which will attract the 
most attention is the marking down of 
iron blues by the leading producers 
from 90c. to 82c. a pound. There has 
been much talk of price shading in this 
line for some time, and the reduction 
that has been announced will not be a 
surprise to the trade. There was also 
a cut of 3c. a pound in the price of 
chrome yellow, and a number of other 
changes in the dry color list. The de- 
cline in the price of quicksilver has 
brought the price of English vermilion 
down to $1.10. The dry color market is 
much like other markets—it is a wait- 
ing affair at the time being. The con- 
sumers have felt that prices should 
come down for some time and are now 
hoping for further reductions. Manu- 
facturers, however, find it very difficult 
to reduce their expenses, and cuts are 
really in order when justified by a re- 
duction in the price of raw materials. 
There will be new prices in colors in 
oils announced soon, but makers are 
hot ready to announce them as yet, as 
they want to know just where their raw 
material markets stand before naming 
new prices. The cut in the price of 
mixed paints will not get as far as the 
ultimate consumer at once, but this will 
not take long, and the lower prices

PIGMENTS 


BARYTES.—tThere has been little 
change in the barytes situation during 
the past week. There is not the eager 
demand there was a short time ago, 
but producers are booked ahead to an 
extent, and have no reason to complain 
of lack of business. In this line it has 
not been a question of finding a market, 
but of finding the material to supply 
the demand, and while the demand is 
not active at the moment consumption 
in this country is under normal condi- 
tions greater than domestic production. 
As long as there is no greater move- 
ment of foreign crude barytes to the 
United States than there has been this 
year there igs no danger of an oversup- 
ply either of crude or washed barytes. 
Domestic pure is quoted in the local 
market at $32@38 per ton and off color 
at $20@28. 

BLANC FIXE.—The demand for 
blane fixe continues dull, and there is 
a weak undertone. The demand for 
this material usually comes in waves— 
for a time there will be a very brisk 
demand, and then a slack season even 
in normal market. Just now it is a 
slack season. Not very long ago man- 
ufacturers were forced to refuse busi- 
ness, but they find no difficulty in fill- 
ing orders now, and there is consider- 
able knocking around in the second- 
hand market. Pulp is quoted at $35 to 
$42 a ton and dry at 544@5%c. a pound. 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Carbonate).— 
The decline in the price of white lead 
which was reported last week has not 
changed the character of the demand 
to any extent. It was not expected by 
the producers when the reduction was 
made that it would cause any great 
rush of buying orders. The cut was 
simply an adjustment of the market 
to square with the decline in the prices 
of raw materials. Some producers are 
up with their orders and are consider- 
ing temporary curtailment. This does 
not seem to apply to the largest pro- 
ducers, however, and their plants are 
running as usual. In fact, it is on'v 
very recently that they have been able 
to make real progress in catching up 
with their orders. Quotations are as 
follows:—American dry, in casks, 9% 
@9'%c. per pound. In oil, in 100-pound 
casks, less than 500 pounds, 14.25c.; 
500 pounds to 2,000 pounds, 12.83c.; 
2.569 pounds, up to 10.000 pounds,

pounds, 11.87c.; carload lots, minimum 
15 tons, 11.55c. 

WHITE LEAD (Basic Sulphate).— 
There has been little change in the 
sublimed white lead market since the 
revision of the lead list. It is too early 
as yet for the reductions which have 
occurred to have any stimulating effect 
on business. Consumers de uot expect 
any advance in the neur ftiiture, and 
are, therefore, not concerned about the 
placing of orders except to meet im- 
mediate needs. The producers of 
sublimed white lead were behind with 
their orders not very lung ago, and the 
fact that there are no large stocks 
either in the hands of producers or 
consumers is a strong feature of the 
situation. There has been no change 
in the price since the reduction to 
8%@8%c., announced last week. 

BLUE LEAD (Basic Sulphate).— 
What is true of sublimed white lead 
is equally true of blue lead, basic sul- 
phate. There is little difference be- 
.ween them, and the price of blue is 
the same as the price of white. It 
stands at the revised quotation of 8% 
@8%c. 

RED LEAD.—There was another cut 
in the price of red lead in casks this 
week, the price being marked down 
another ¥%c. to 10%c. There was no 
change made in the prices of red lead 
in kegs from those announced last 
week. The market is naturally a dull

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There is the usual talk of blues being 
offered under the market, and there are 
blues produced for the purpose of 
selling under the market. These quo- 
tations, however, never trouble the 
large producers of standard iron blues. 
There has also been a three cent re- 
duction in chrome yellows, and it is 
predicted that chrome greens will soon 
be lower. English vermilion is down 
to $1.10 and a number of other price 
changes will be found in the detailed 
report of the market following. 


The producers do not expect that the 
period of slack demand is going to 
last long. Consumers have not been 
active in ordering for some time, and 
have small stocks on hand as a rule. 
As soon as it is evident that prices have 
reached a level at which they will 
be stabilized a good demand seems 
certain to appear. The reductions that 
have already been made seem to dis- 
count about all that is bearish in the 
situation, and in many lines there 
seems to be no immediate possibility 
of any futher decline. In fact in some 
lines present prices seem low. In dry 
colors each separate material is gov- 
erned by separate conditions as far as 
the raw materials are concerned—if it 
is a manufactured color—but items like 
labor and freight charges must be met 
by all producers and in these there has 


been no reductions to furnish a basis 
for lower priced goods. 
Blacks 

Blacks hold fairly steady. The de- 


mand from outside the paint industry 
is rather better than that from that 


industry. There has been little chance 
to reduce the costs of production, and 
for this reason little to serve as an 
excuse for lower prices. The market 
seems established on a firm basis, and 
producers do not look for any price 
fluctuations of importance in the near 
future. The price of charcoal black 
has declined from 6@7c. per pound to 
5%@6c. Other prices are unchanged.

That was found to be impossible, and 
the price was marked down to 90c. 
There was no better demand at 90c., 
however, than there had been at $1, 
and for some time the trade has been 
expecting a further cut. There have 
been many stories circulated recently 
about how cheap iron blues could real- 
ly be bought, but talk of this sort is 
always heard in the iron blues market 
There are always blues—of a sort- 
being offered under the market, and 
in the past it has been quite popular 
to do a great deal of price slashing 
even in the best of iron blues. It has 
been some time since the market has 
known anything of this sort, however, 
and manufactures say that the new 
price announced discounts the situ- 
ation as it exists to-day, and that the 
price is not apt to be reduced further 
unless something should occur that 
would change the whole situation. The 
demand for ultramarine continues 
good, but there is not as great a short- 
age as there was a short time ago.

The reduction in the 
price of certain important dry colors 
will, of course, be reflected in due 
course in the price of those colors in 
oil, and the low price of linseed oil 
futures make certain that color mix- 
ers will not have to pay a big price 
for oil this season. The demand is 
slack just at the present time, but as 
soon as price adjustments have been 
completed there promises to be a good 
demand. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS 


The market for the minor paint ma- 
terials is in about the same condition 
as the market for pigments and colors. 
There is a tendency to hold back or- 
ders, and the consuming trade is only 
buying what it has to have for immedi- 
ate consumption. There have been 
some price reductions, but in the main 
prices hold rather steady.

PUTTY.—There is a fair demand for 
putty considering the season, but 
naturally the demand is not particu- 
larly active just at this time.

WHITING.—There is a _ continued 
steady demand for whiting, and prices 
are unchanged.

PAINT FOR PEKIN R. R. 


With further reference to the Peking- 
Hankow Railway, Trade Commissioner 
Meekins states that considerable quanti- 
ties of white zinc, linseed oil, red enamel 
paint, black enamel varnish, aluminum 
paint, vegetable oil, and vaseline are used 
by the railway. It is understood that the 
superintendent of the store department, 
Peking, calls for bids on these materials 
at quarterly intervals. 


Hammer Bros. White Lead Men to 
Work Ten Hours Daily 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 26, 1920. 


Employes of the Hammer Bros. White 
Lead Co., of East St. Louis, when it was 
pointed out to them a few days ago that 
owing to the falling off in volume of 
business, the company might be obliged 
to suspend operations temporarily, agreed 
to work ten hours per day for the pay 
they formerly received for eight hours. 
The company employs about 125 men and 
they were asked to accept a 20 per cent. 
cut in wages or work the ten hours for 
an eight-hour wage. They were told that 
unless one of the two suggestions was 
adopted the plant might have to close 
down. 


Vice-president and general manager of 
the company, L. C. Murdock, stated that 
only one man had refused to accept the 
offer. The others expressed their willing- 
ness to aid a temporary condition by do- 
ing additional work for the same wages. 
He told them that if the arrangement 
was not satisfactory they might leave 
without prejudice if they found positions 
to their liking elsewhere. As stated. only 
one man left the service of the company. 


John Lucas & Co., Inc., Cut Prices 


of Paints 


Though paint prices went off slightly 
during the week, according to the an- 
nouncement made by John Lucas & Co., 
Inc., the strength of the market was 
shown, despite this decline in prices by 
its assurance to its trade that there 
would be no further modification until 
July 1, 1921, and not then unless condi- 
tions warrant. 

When news of the cut by the Lucas 
company first was learned by the trade, 
coupled with the report that the Wether- 
ill company also would announce a cut 
there was some apprehension in trade 
circles. But the reduction of about 12 
per cent. was coupled with the positive 
statement that these prices would hold 
until next summer, and that allayed fear 
that prices would fall. In its announce- 
ment of a reduction to the basis of $3.60 
a gallon for tinted gloss and deck and 
porch paint and of $3.05 for Metropolitan 
and $2.85 for Lu-Co-Flat, Lucas & Co. 
say :— 

“In making the above announcement as 
to changes in our prices at this time we 
also announce to the trade that it is not 
our intention to make any reduction from 
these prices prior to July 1, 1921, and not 
then unless conditions which may exist 
at that time warrant or make possible. 

“We are advising the trade of the new 
price basis at this time and taking the 
means we have of stabilizing against 
further reduction well in advance of the 
spring business in order to give assur- 
ance to the dealer that he can with safety 
place his spring stock order at this time. 

“We are refiguring costs on the balance 
of our line and will shortly be prepared 
to announce any changes which will be 
made on such other lines, 

“We believe that the spring of 1921 
will see a well sustained and active de- 
mand for paint and varnish products, and 
we trust that all the Lucas dealers will 
prepare themselves to take care of the 
requirements in their localities by placing 
their orders well in advance,”

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There seems to be nothing that will 
check the d ne in naval stores and 
irpentine de ined five cents a gallon 
jor this week, while rosins went off 
ee cents. It is re ported that plans are 
being made which will result in a 
large export movement, and it looks 
as if it would take something of this 
sort to give any tone to the market. 
The preliminary report of the Depart- 
ment of Agri ulture on the production 
of naval stores gives some figures that 
have definite bearing on the situation 
as it exists to-day:— 

The statistics compiled from reports 
from producers of turpentine and rosin 
indicate that there were made this 
season, up to August 1, 1920, about 
937,000 casks of turpentine and about 
112,000 round barrels (approximately 
500 lbs. gross) of rosin. The produc- 
ers’ estimates for the balance of the 
season indicate that there will be pro- 
duced from August 1 to the close of 
operations, about 234,000 casks of tur- 
pentine and 740,000 barrels of rosin, 
making a total for the season of about 
471,000 casks of gum spirits of tur- 
pentine and about 1,452,000 round bar- 
rels of rosin. Wood turpentine, wood 
rosin and rosin reclaimed from still 
wastes are not included in these 
figures. These usually amount to 
about 10 per cent. of the production 
of gum turpentine and gum rosin. 

It has been the experience in the 
past that production after August 1 
has usually been slightly greater than 
that up to August 1. The producers 
seem to have been over-conservative 
in their estimates on production for the 
last half of the season this year, and it 
is possible that the total production for 
the season will be somewhat greater 
than the figures given above. The 
figures as compiled are as follows:—

TURPENTINE 


There has been little change in the 
tone of the turpentine market since 
our last report. The sagging of the 
price from $1 to 95c. a gallon means 
little more than that the market con- 
tinues quiet. The stocks in consumers 
hands are small but it is hardly to be 
expected that an advance will start 
from an improvement in the domestic 
demand. There is more likelihood, 
however, of an improvement in the 
export demand that might stiffen the 
market. Stocks abroad are light and 
England has been a very slow buyer 
foralong time. The price has now de- 
clined to a level that should be at- 
tractive to foreign consumers, and 
there is a disposition to look for a bet- 
ter demand both from England and 
South America. However, the trade 
has been looking for an improved de- 
mand for some time, and as yet it has 
not made its appearance. The price 
is now low enough so that there should 
not be as great a use for substitutes 
as there was before the decline oc- 
curred. The producers are not in- 
clined to force goods on the market 
under present conditions, as the price 
does not represent any profit to them. 
It would take but very little improve- 
ment in the demand to change the tone 
of the market very materially, but that 
buying has not yet made its appear- 
ance, and the market continues to 
mark time.

Bureau of Standards Acts on Spar 
Varnish and Thinner Mixture 


The Bureau of Standards of the Department 
of Commerce has issued a number of bulletins 
of interest to paint and varnish men. One is 
entitled ‘“‘Recommended Specification for As- 
phalt Varnish.’’ The general specifications for 
asphalt varnish are then given, as follows:— 

This varnish shall be composed of a high 
grade of asphalt fluxed and blended with prop- 
erly treated drying oil and thinned to the 
proper consistency with a volatile solvent. It 
must be resistant to air, light, lubricating oll, 
water and mineral acids of the concentration 
hereinafter specified, and must meet the follow- 
ing requirements:— 

Appearance.—Smooth and 
livering or stringiness 

Color.—Jet black. 

Flash Point (Closed Cup).—Not below 30 deg. 
C. (86 deg. F.). 

Action With Linseed Oil.—Varnish must mix 
freely to a homogeneous mixture with an equal 
volume of raw linseed oil. 

Insoluble in Carbon Bisulphide.—Not more 
than 1 per cent. 

Non-Volatile Matter.—Not less than 40 per 
cent. by weight 

Fatty Matter.—Not less than 20 per cent. of 
the non-volatile. Must be liquid and not show 
any rosin by the Liebermann-Storch test. 

Set to Touch.—Within five hours,

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15 WINDOW GLASS 
PLANTS TO MERGE 


New Interstate Glass Co. Will 
Be Largest Corporation of 
Kind in World 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Nov. 27, 1920. 

Included in between 12 and 15 other 
large window glass plants which will be 
merged at a meeting of the manufactur- 
ers to be held in Smethport, Pa., Novem- 
ber 30, will be several located in West 
Virginia, according to information which 
has just been received here, among them 
being the Camp Glass Co. of Huntington. 
The new corporation will have a capital 
stock of $10,000,000 and it is understood 


will be the largest manufacturer of plate 
and window glass in the world. 

No material changes are expected in 
the plants located in West Virginia, and 
especially the plant at Huntington, ac- 
cording to information given out there. 
The new concern will be known as the 
Interstate Glass Co. and has been incor- 
porated under the laws of West Virginia. 
Officials say that no announcement of the 
details of the consolidation will be possi- 
ble until the meeting of the representa- 
tives of the various companies at Smeth- 
port the first of next week, at which time 
it is expected that the entire plan will 
be made public, including the total capi- 
talization. prospective changes of per- 
sonnel at the various plants and the im- 
provements that are to be made. 

Plants included in the big merger are 
located in West Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Oklahoma; and the merger is 
said to be the result of patent litigation 
against several independent window glass 
companies brought and won by the Amer- 
ican Window Glass Co. Plants entering 
the new combination, it is said, will be 
equipped throughout with American Win- 
dow Glass Co.’s machines under a roy- 
alty license, and production, it is reported, 
will be largely increased. 

Following is a list of the concerns 
which are reported to be included in the 
merger:—Camp Glass Co., Huntington, 
W. Va.; Crescent Glass Co., Watson, W. 
Va.; Tuna Glass Co. and West Fork Glass 
Co., of Clarksburg; Columbus Glass _ Co.. 
Lancaster, Ohio; Okmulgee Window Glass 
Co., Okmulgee, Okla.; Pennsylvania Win- 
dow Glass Co., and Kane Glass Co.. of 
Kane, Pa.; the Consolidated Window 
Glass Co., with plants at Hazelhurst and 
Mt. Jewett, ’a.; Empire Glass Co., 
Shingleton, Pa.; Smethport Glass Co., 
Smethport, Pa.

A bulletin dealing with ‘‘Specification for a 
Composite Thinner for Thinning Semi!-Paste 
When the Use of Linseed Oi! Is Not Justified’ 
has also been issued The general specifica- 
tions are as follows:— : 

This specification covers a composite thinner 
which contains in one liquid drying oil, drier 
and volatile thinner. Such preparations are 
sometimes called ‘Thinning Mixtures for 
Paint,” and are also offered under a variety 
of trade names, such as ‘“‘Japan Oil,’’ ‘‘Paint 
Oil,”” ‘Linseed Oil Substitute,’’ etc. The last 
name should, however, not be used, for while 
such materials may have decided merit they 
are not substitutes for linseed oil. 

The composite thinner must meet the follow- 
ing requirements:— 

Appearance.—Shall be clear and free from 
suspended matter and sediment. 

Color.—No darker than a solution of 6 g. of 
potassium dichromate in 100 cc. pure sulphuric 
acid of specific gravity 1.84. 

Odor.—Not offensive, either in bulk or in its 
subsequent use in paint mixtures. 

Mixing With Linseed Oil.—When mixed in 
any proportion with pure raw linseed oil meet- 
ing the specifications of B. S. Circular 82, the 
resulting mixture shall be clear and shall show 
no separation or precipitation on standing 
eighteen hours 

Drying.—When flowed on glass the composite 
thinner shall set to touch in not more than 
four hours and dry hard in not more than six 
hours. When mixed with an equal volume of 
pure raw linseed oil the resulting mixture when 
flowed on glass shall set to touch in not more 
than six bours and dry hard in not more than 
eight hours 

Toughness.—The film on glass after baking 
for six hours at 105 to 110 deg. C. (221 to 230 
deg. F.) shall be glossy, tough and elastic. 

Non-Volatile Matter.—Not less than 50 per 
cent. by weight. 

Acid Number.—Not more than 12, calculated 
to basis of non-volatile matter.

BILLION DOLLAR 
TARIFF MEASURE 


Senator Curtis Proposes to 
Eliminate Excess Profits Tax 
and Other Duties 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26, 1920. 


Repeal of the “annoying petty taxes” on 
soda water, ice cream and other things in 
common use, elimination of the excess 
profits tax, simplification of the income 
tax law, reduction of government ex- 
penditures to $3,000.000,000 a year, the 
raising of $1,000,000,000 by tariff duties, 
leaving only  $2,000,000.000 to be raised 
by other forms of taxation by the federal 
government—such is the program for 
tariff and tax legislation suggested by 
Senator Curtis of Kansas, Republican 
whip of the Senate, member of the Com- 
mittee on Finance and of its subcommit- 
tee which considered the Longworth dye 
license bill. 

The increased tariff revenue suggested 
by Senator Curtis, it is said, would have 





to average more than three times the 
present government receipts from the 
tariff. The present law yielded $322,000... 
000 for the fiscal year ended June 30, last, 
but Senator Curtis believes it would be 
easy to raise a billion from tariff duties, 
even recognizing the fact that high duties 
might tend to reduce imports. 

“The United States must protect her- 
self against the flood of cheap foreign 
products that is certain to come into the 
country as the shipping situation adjusts 
itself,” said he. ‘Foreign countries have 
large amounts of raw and finished prod- 
ucts, which they are anxious to bring into 
this country because of the great purchas- 
ing power of our people. They can af- 
ford to pay a high tariff because of the 
prices prevailing here. Prices are high 
abroad, but there is no market such as 
we have in this country. In addition the 
foreigners are anxious to unload their 
surpluses on this country in the hope of 
re-establishing credit and restoring nor- 
mal exchange rates. I believe that a 
billion-dollar tariff bill that will be both 
practicable and feasible can be worked 
out under President Harding’s administra- 


tion. An extra heavy levy could be placed 
on certain products of our country, 
thus producing more revenue, while at 


the same time the rates could be made 

lower on products this country needs.” 
However, there are others more or 

less familiar with tariff questions who 


assert that if very hieh tariff rates are 
imposed by this government it would in- 
vite retaliation by foreign governments, 
and that a continuation of large importa 
tions are necessary if the American ex- 
port trade is to be maintained in the in- 
terest of national prosperity.

Re Instructions Regarding Harrison 
Law Violations 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24, 1920. 

The following instructions regarding the 
handling of violations of the Harrison 
narcotic law, as amended, on account of 
failure to pay special tax within the time 
required have been issued by the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue for the guidance of 
its agents and collectors :— 

Where no charge is contained in the 
report other than a violation of section 1, 
for failure to register on time, the case is 
apparently one which may satisfactorily 
be handled in the collector's office, ré 
gardless of whether the original report is 
made by the collector or by the supe1 
vising Federal prohibition agent. There- 
fore all correspondence from this office in 
regard to these cases will be addressed to 
the collector. 

Previous instructions contrary to the 
above are hereby revoked,

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FLAXSEED, CAKE AND 
MEAL MARKETS 





There seems to be no bottom to the 
flaxseed market In all the markets of 
the world the price continues to decline, 
and the market seems to get weaker as 
the price goes down. The American 
crushers undoubtedly over-bought Ar- 
gentine flaxseed for late in the season 
delivery. There has been a_ heavy 
movement of Argentine seed to this 
country ever since the domestic crop 
began to move, and naturally this has 
had a most depressing effect on the 
Western markets. The crushers prob 
ably expected a much better demand 
for oil than they have seen, and thought 
that the South American seed would 
be needed. The result of the heavy 
importations, the free movement of the 
demestic crop and the slack demand 
for linseed oil has caused an over- 
supply of seed in this country, and 
the whole world undoubtedly has more 
seed than can be taken care of on any- 
thing like a steady market. 

There were no receipts at this port 
from South America this week, but 
there were shipments of 95,000 bushels 
to this country from Buenos Aires, and 
there is still a large amount of seed 
afloat for this port. The old crop in 
Argentina has turned out much larger 
than anyone had expected it to, and the 
harvesting of what promises to be an- 
other bumper crop is about to begin 
in that country. Argentina is shipping 
heavily to Europe, and Great Britain is 
also getting a great deal of seed from 
the Far East. 

Crushers are showing no interest in 
the seed market at this time, and there 
is nothing in the situation that indi- 
cates that they may be expected to do 
so in the near future. There has been 
a decline of about 35 cents a bushel in 
the Western markets during the past 
week, and, although the price is lower 
than the bears had predicted, no sup- 
port has yet made jts appearance, 

Farmers have seen nothing in the 
situation to encourage them to hold 
back their seed, and they have rushed 
it to market as fast as they could. As 
a consequence there is a stock of seed 
in the warehouses that is a very heavy 
weight On the market. 

The price in Buenos Aires continues 
to decline, and if there should be a 
heavy early movement of new crop seed 
in that country, it is hard to guess 
where the price might go. The Ar- 
gentine farmer can hardly be expected 
to hold his seed back after it is ready 
for the market. 


MINNEAPOLIS 


MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 24, 1920. 

There is very little action in the cash 
flAax market. Offerings are not running 
to market as freely as they were a short 
time ago and the demand from crushers 
is steady. Elevator companies buy occa- 
sionally, but the bulk of the receipts are 
picked up by the crushers, There is very 
little trading in seed to arrive. 

Farm offerings are moderate, but the 
interior elevators are sending in a fairly 
good supply of flax. Some storage tickets 
have been liquidated recently, as the 
holders became discouraged at the steady 
decline in prices. In some cases the ad- 
vances made on the seed more than cov- 
ered the market value and the deals were 
closed with farmers. 

No foreign seed was received in the 
local market during the past week. 
Prices are too low to draw supplies from 
enywhere at present No further requests 
for bids on Manchurian seed at the Pa 
cific seaboard have been received lately 

Trade in the futures is fair and the 
market erratic There was a quick drop 
below the $2 mark on stop-loss orders 
held by commission houses When the 
market got well below the $3 mark hedg 
ing pressure was greater than above that 
figure and this helped to carry prices 
down Nothing but bear news prevails at 
the moment Oil trade is dead and there 
is evidently going to be some cheap Ar 
gentine seed for sale again this year. 
Local elevator stocks are the heaviest they 
have been in a long time and the crushers 
have no need to worry over supplies to 
carry them along. Shipping directions on 
old oil contracts are hard to get and only 
a small amount of flax is required to 
keep mills running at their present rate 
of operations 

The bulk of the domestic movement is 
still from the southerly part of the belt 
and the quality of the flax continues to 
run above the average for the territory 
in which it was produced The movement 
from Montana is very light The sharp 
advance in freight rates and the long haul 


leaves litthe money for the farmer and 
consequently he is refusing to haul to 
interior elevators Prices are the lowest

the linseed oil market 
market is as weak as ever, and the 
tendency is still downward. The de- 
cline has been so great, however, that 
there is a growing feeling that the 
price is very near the bottom. How- 
ever this conviction has not become 
strong enough to bring much buying 
into the market. The weakness in the 
seed market is so great that consumers 
of oil feel sure that they will lose noth- 
ing by holding off, and are buying as 
little as possible. In placing forward 
orders they are generally made con- 
tingent upon the fluctuations of the 
seed market. 


Cottonseed oil has held fairly steady 
this week, and the bearish pressure 
is not as great as it has been. There 
has been such a very great decline in 
this oil that there is not much disposi- 
tion to sell contracts short at this 
time, in spite of the fact that the de- 
mand for the actual is not what it 
should be. There is an indication, how- 
ever, that the price may encourage an 
export business, great enough to give 
a better tone to the market. 

Chinawood oil on spot is light in 
supply, demand quiet. Some improve- 
ment in the general tone of drying oils 
must be seen before this product is 
buoyed up. There continues to be un- 
settlement in political conditions in 
China, and information as to supplies 
is aS meagre as ever. 
bean oil declined 
in some positions, and trade is dull. 
Soapers and edible oil people are not 
taking on much for future needs these 
days. 

Coconut oil declined further, the 
market on shipments weaker than on 
spot. Cochin and Ceylon imported 
oils have weakened in sympathy with 
the declines in Manila stocks. Domestic 
producers are still hampered by prices

It is certainly a buyer’s market, as 
far as linseed vil is concerned. Any- 
one who wants to buy oil in any 


quantities is invited to make a bid and 
the bid is given consideration. There 
is little, if any, forward business being 
done on a flat quotation. Where for- 
ward business is being booked, the 
price is made dependent upon the fluct- 
uations of the seed markets. For this 
reason, it is not possible to give posi- 
tive quotations on futures that would 
be accurate. In the local market, sales 


have been made during the last few 
days at 85 cents for. small lots, and 
carload lots could be bought around 
80 cents, if there was any demand for 


carload lots for prompt delivery. Which 
there is not. It is said that 75 cents 
has been declined for future deliveries, 


but such a price would undoubtedly 
be accepted subject to the condition 
that there should be no advance in the 
price of seed.

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS 


CHINAWOOD OIL.—The wood oil 
market has ruled weak, with resale 
stocks at the Pacific Coast and on spot 
here disturbing the level of the market. 
Stocks on spot are not heavy, but they 
are low-priced enough. First hands are 
not disposed to shade prices in face 
of the poor undertone that exists. Oil 
in barrels at- New York ranges from 
i2c. to 14c. Some importers are ask- 
ing as high as 15c. Oil in sellers’ 
tanks, f. 0. b. coast, is quoted at llc. 
to 12%c.; barrels there, 114% @12%c. 

COCONUT OIL.—Coconut oil again 
slumped fractionally, and there was no 
improvement in the demand. Soap- 
makers have been liquidating in the 
effort to get rid of stocks that are a 
drug on their hands. The oil market 
is in such a state that prices are dif- 
ficult to name. The softness is par- 
ticularly acute in the second hand 
market; the producers’ or the ideas 
of their agents being better main- 
tained. Loose oil of large quantities 
has been lately unloaded on the mar- 
ket, and this lends additional bearish- 
ness to the situation. November and 
December shipments, f. 0. b. Pacific 
Coast, are quoted at 11%4c. per pound; 
January forward can be obtained also 

at that figure. Ceylon imported in 
landed weights was quoted at 14%éc. 
per pound, c. i. f. New York; Cochin 
imported, 14%c., landed weights, c. i. 
f. New York. Edible grade of oil was 
quoted at 16%c.; basis 5 per cent. 
maximum 7 per cent. oil at 15@16c. 
per pound in barrels here. Domestic 
crushers are not encouraged to make 
oil here in the face of the declines in 
imported oils. 

COPRA.—The copra market has 
been dull, and the offerings attract no 
attention. The stocks here are lib- 
eral, but the intention of importers is 
to hold on; they are not disposed to 
sacrifice stocks. The crushers here 
have not been willing to pay the price 
that some foreign markets are report- 
ed willing to meet. South Sea sun- 
dried stocks are quoted at 64@6%%c. 
per pound, bulk, to arrive, f. o. b. Pa- 
cific Coast. Sundried in bags, New 
York, 7c. 

CORN OIL.—Refined corn oil prices 
have been reduced, in sympathy with 
the general declines in edible oils. 
Some refined goods in cases of two 
five-gallon tins are down to $1.26 per 
gallon; others down to $1.36. The re- 
ductions range from approximately 10 
@20c. per gallon. Refined oil in cooper- 
age also dropped another cent on Nov. 
24, and is quoted at $13.76 per 100 
pounds in cooperage. Crude oil in 
tanks, Western city, was quoted at 8c. 
per pound. Production of crude oil has 
been light on account of the poor de- 
mand for some of the primary products 
of corn. Plants in a number of cities 
are shut down. 

OLIVE OIL.—There has been a quiet 
demand for olive oil, and a continuance 
of lack of interest in any future busi- 
ness. Stocks of oil from Greece and 
Spain are in a weak condition. Crop 
reports from a few of the importing 
countries are discouraging, and the 
market abroad seems to hold up de- 
spite the reaction here. The buyers in 
this market are apparently satisfied to 
wait for further developments. The 
view of holders of some goods is that 
buyers may hold off too long. Edible 
Spanish oil in barrels was quoted at 
og per gallon; Greek, $3.

PALM OIL.—This market is as quiet

There seems 
to be a growing idea that prices have 
hit bottom, and that the pendulum in 
the next few days is to swing the other 
way. Crude oil in buyers’ tanks, mill 
city, was quoted at 8c.; Oriental in 
sellers’ tanks, f. o. b. Pacific coast, 9c. 
Edible oil, 13 Yc. 

PERILLA OIL.—There has_ been 
nothing of interest transpiring in this 
oil, and it reflects the tone seen in 
other drying oils. Oil in sellers’ tanks 
was quoted at 10c. per pound, f. o. b. 
Pacific coast. 

POPPYSEED oOIL.—There is a 
steady tone to this product which is not 
in large supply. It is the light condi- 
tion of supplies that sustains values. 
Export inquiry has been received from 
Europe, indicating that supplies are 
not heavy there. It is said that Hol- 
land stocks of oil made overseas are 
negligible. The domestic crushed oil is 
quoted at $3.20 per gallon in barrels, 
New York. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Soya bean oil is 
now cheaper here than the figure at 
which it may be imported. Stocks are 
believed to be in second hands, and 
there is not much spot stock around. 
Still the market continues its weak 
undertone. Prompt shipments from the 
Pacific coast were quoted at 7c. per 
pound, and futures 7%c. There is little 
interest in other than rolling stocks. 
Oil in barrels at New York was quoted 
at 11@12c, per pound, and there was 
nothing seen of lower-priced stocks in 
these packages. The contention that 
stocks on spot are light seems to be 
well supported. Edible oil in barrels was 
quoted at 12c.; blown, 13%c.

New Rules for Edible Oils 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19, 1920. 


New regulations regarding the sale of 
edible oils in Buenos Aires were approved 
August 28, 1920. This decree classifies 
the oils and regulates the wording of the 
labels, and is effective in all parts of the 
province. As in the case with the label- 
ing of preserves to comply with the 
Buenos Aires municipal law, it is better 
that American manufacturers follow the 
label requirements on all edible oils 
shipped to Argentina. 

The words ‘Fine oil,” “Extrafine,” “Su- 
perfine,”’ etc., must not be used alone on 
the container. The name on the container 
nrust be the name of the material from 
which the oil is made—for example. 
“Olive oil,” “Cottonseed oil,” ete, to 
which the above qualifying words may 
be added if desired. The word “Virgen” 
shall not be used except to designate 
olive oil of first quality. These names 
must be in Spanish, and if a foreign lan- 
guage is also used the names in the for- 
eign language must be an exact transla- 
tion of the Spanish. 

In the case of mixed oils, the name of 
each component must be plainly indicated 
in Spanish on the container or on the 
label. 

The use of a picture of an olive on the 
label is prohibited unless the oil is pure 
olive oil. This also applies to peanut and 
other oils. 

No edible oil shall be sold in the prov- 
ince with an acidity exceeding 3 per cent., 
and no edible vegetable oil shall be sold 
that contains any animal or mineral oils, 
foreign substances, or any remains of the 
substances used in refining. 

Any edible oils found in the province 
not complying with these regulations will 
be confiscated and the vendors fined. 


800,000 Pounds of Chinese Pigtails 


Now at Houston, Texas 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 20, 1920. 


The Oriental Manufacturing Co. of 
Houston, Texas, and the Southern Cotton- 
seed Oil Crushers’ Association have filed a 
petition with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission asking it to establish a rate 
on carload shipments of Chinese pigtails 
pressed into filter cloth, used in straining 
oils, soups, etc. The Cottonseed Crush- 
ers’ Association is said to be the chief 
user of haircloth filters. Clifford Thorne 
is counsel for the petitioners. 

The commission is told that 800,000 
pounds of Chinese hair, representing the 
headgear of 2,400,000 Chinese whose pig- 
tails were sacrificed after the Manchu 
dynasty gave way to the republic in the 
Far East, have been accumulated at 
Houston; that 19 carloads have been or- 
dered and that there are prospects that 
60 more carloads can be moved during 
next year if satisfactory rates are pro- 
vided. Shipments would be made to con- 
sumers of the product in the North and 
East. 

Before the war, Mr. Thorne says, sup- 
plies of goat and camel hair were ob- 
tained from Europe and the Near East 
for making filter cloth, but that since that 
source of material was cut off the manu- 
facturers of this country have had re- 
course to the stocks of Chinese pigtails 
that have accumulated in the Orient since 
the edict prevailing there for centuries re- 
quiring queues to be worn was abolished 
under the republican regime a few years 
ago.

From the above it may be realized 
that reconstruction has gone ahead 
steadily, and that the market is grad- 
ually and with a minimum of economic 
disturbance reaching toward a more 
sane and safe position. Drugs and 
pharmaceutical chemicals featured re- 
visions in mercurials, quicksilver, cit- 
ric acid, the citrates, bismuth salts, 
and menthol. Such were the major 
declines. The one and only advance 
of the period came in phenolthalein. 

In this group there is a minimum of 
new business coming in. Buyers have 
adhered to a close policy of hand-to- 
mouth purchases which even the sec- 
ond hand bargain offers fail to attract, 
so far as volume of purchase is con- 
cerned. It has been and is expected 
to continue a buyers’ market with all 
that entails. However, it may be said 
that manufacturers view the situation 
without alarm. They are content to 
bring the market down as fast as con- 
ditions of trade, raw materials, con- 
sumption and competition permit or 
force. While the volume of business 
has been limited, nevertheless, there is 
a feeling that on a sounder basis the 
turn of the year will find the market 
displaying more virility than at present. 

While drugs and pharmaceutical 
chemicals held the more spectacular 
price declines of the week, crude drugs 
avoided any major operations. A con- 
servative amount of revision was open- 
ly announced. Underneath, there is 
reason to believe that prices are being 
shaded below the listings. Brokers 
intimate that bidding for orders is the 
rule of crude drugs operations at pres- 
ent and that there are few houses not 
meeting competition when necessary. 
Recession continued its slow but sane 
progress. There is little reason to ex- 
pect anything but a continuation of 
the present movements. Foreign 
crudes all are weak and the more 
startling developments may be ex- 
pected within that category. As for do- 
mestic materials, there is little funda- 
mental softness and such prices as 
have declined came as the result of the 
price shading mentioned above. With- 
out price shading, there would be many 
concerns showing a severely adverse 
sales account. : 

In line with general market trend, 
essential oils dropped still further. 
Weakness broke through in a smaller 
number of places but that at the bot- 
tom softness prevailed was generally 
conceded. Ordinarily, the sharp rise in 
orange oil in the Italian market would 
have been the signal for a bull move- 
po here.

ACETANILID.—Makers reduced the 
price 5c. per pound naming now 35c. 
per pound on quantity lots. This com- 
pares with the second hand price of 30c. 
per pound. Absence of sustained de- 
mand and keen competition held the 

market unsteady. 

ALCOHOL.—Quiet and under pres- 
sure throughout the group. Demand 
for ethyl alcohol is fairly active, but 
consumers are reported buying in hand- 
to-mouth quantity, despite the fairly 
steady position of producers. Failure 
of export business has materially in- 
creased stocks of ethyl available for 
use in this country. Quotations at the 
close were noted on the basis of $5.60 
@5.70 per gallon. Methyl! alcohol was 
under pressure and tended weaker, de- 
spite the fact that production this Win- 
ter will be sharply cut by closing down 
of plants. For the moment, producers’ 
prices are unchanged, but as resellers 
are in favorable position, futher reduc- 
tions may come. As it is at present, 
there is little buying. At the close, 
95 per cent. goods were noted at $1.90; 
97 per cent., $1.95; purified, $2.30 per 
gallon; denatured alcohol is in similar 
situation. Prices were unchanged as 
follows:—Special No. 1, 90@93c.; com- 
pletely, 88@9l1c.; 96 per cent., 80@87c. 
per gallon. 

ASPIRIN.—Reduced on the spot to 
the basis of 80c. per pound, owing to 
lowered cost of production and strong 
competition reported in all directions 
on the spot. Demand is not lively at 
the moment, but a thrifty policy of 
conservative buying for consumption 
prevails. 

ATROPINE SULPHATE.—It is pos- 
sible to buy atropine sulphate on the 
spot at $10 per ounce, as compared 
with the recent quotations of manufac- 
turers at $11.50 per pound. Competi- 
tion is keen. Supplies in outside hands 
are fairly plentiful and price shading 


under such conditions is to be ex- 
pected. 
BISMUTH. — Changes occurred 


throughout the entire bismuth group. 
They were scattering and irregular, 
but when all the changes were brought 
together at the end of the week, it is 
found that with the minor exception 
of three forms, every member of the 
group has been revised downward. The 
cost of bismuth metal has gone down, 
and the general undertone of affairs is 
reported weak.

Experimental Groves Expected to At-

Few Years 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 23, 1920. 

The United States, which has long been 
dependent upon Southern China, Japan 
and Formosa for its supply of camphor, 
may through recent developments become 
the leading producer of natural and syn- 
thetic camphor, in the opinion of Arthur 
Hollis, of Jacksonville, Fla., who is now 
in Washington. Mr. Hollis declares that 
the climate in the southern part of the 
United States is entirely suitable fo- 
raising camphor, experimental groves hav- 
ing been already planted in Florida which 
are expected to attain commercial impor- 


tance within a few years more. ‘*Im- 
proved methods for distilling only the 
leaves and twigs are being developed,” 


he says, “so as to allow periodical harvest- 
ing of the crop without the destruction 
of the trees, as is the practice in the more 
primitive producing centers 

“It is claimed that synthetic camphor 
is now being made in the United States at 
a cost less than that of the natural gum. 
The artificial camphor is the chemical 
equivalent of the natural gum. and can 
be substituted for it in every case. The 
principal trouble has been to get a prod- 
uct that is free from a small but unde- 
sirable residue of chlorine, but the chem- 
ists hope finally to eliminate this.”

Commercial Bribery. 


(Resolution passed by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the National 
Association of Purchasing Agents 
at its meeting at Detroit, November 
13, 1920.) 

‘“*Whereas, The practice of com- 
mercial bribery, by which is under- 
stood the giving or payment of gra- 
tuities to influence the purchase or 
acceptance of goods, is prevailing in 
some trades; and 

*“Whereas, The National Asso- 
ciation of Purchasing Agents has ia 
the past actively supported proposed 
legislation designed to overcome 
this evil; be it

DU PONT CO. WINS 


Gets Award of $7 5,000 for Exces- 


sive Freight Charges by Railroads 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26, 1920. 

Three orders recently issued by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in favor 
of E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co. award 
nearly $75,000 to that company as a rep- 
aration on account of excessive freight 
charges paid. The Houston & Brazos 
Valley, Southern, Louisville & Nashville, 
and connecting carriers are directed to 
pay to the company, on or before Decem- 
ber 30, 1920, the sum of $49.468.58, with 
interest at 6 per cent. from February 25, 
1916, on account of unreasonable rates 
charged for the transportation of various 
carload shipments of crude sulphur from 
Bryanmound, Tex., to Hopewell, Va. 

The Louisville & Nashville. Pennsyl- 
vania, Norfolk & Western, and connect- 
ing roads are directed to pay on or be- 
fore December 30, 1920, $3,817.33, with 
6 per cent. interest from October 1, 1915. 
on account of unreasonable rates exacted 
for transportation of various carloads of 
sulphurie acid from Copperhill, Tenn., to 
Gibbstown and Carney’s Point, N. J. 

The third order directs payments ag- 
gregating over $20,000 on account of un- 
reasonable charges on numerous carloads 
of cottonseed hull shavings, in bales, from 
East St. Louis. Ill, to Hopewell, Va. The 
reparation is to be paid on or before De- 
cember 30, 1920.

There was a 
ee ind uiry reported for some of the 
better jew sot but this did not last the 
er at and at the close the market 
‘or sods ‘products was again dull and 
oa in tone. Trading in the general 
chemical list was again restricted to 
unimportant quantities, buyers adopt- 
ing the policy of holding off purchas- 
ing until certain of the trend of the 
market and th tablishment of price 
levels. The fact that the season of in- 
yventories is also at hand is another fac- 
tor in the dullness, and until these 
overhaulings are out of the way there 
ig not a very active demand for any of 
the leading chemicals expected. The 
export demand has also fallen off of 
late, and only occasional inquiries are 
heard of for this account.. 

However, despite the dullness and the 
general tendency to lower prices, which 
has been brought about by the willing- 
ness of second hands to shade quota- 
tions, revisions of prices have not been 
made to any appreciable extent by first 
hands. Many of these state that they 
will not reduce their prices, but will 
hold their stocks until there is an im- 
provement in the market. It is ex- 
pected that spot stocks, many of which 
are exceedingly heavy, will be cleaned 
up in a couple of months or so, and 
this will bring about a natural read- 
justment of the market situation. There 
is expected to be a revival of buying 
from producers after the first of the 
year, when inventories have been com- 
pleted. 

There has been a good signing up of 
contracts for bleaching powder re- 
ported by leading producers, who say 
that most of their old customers are 
renewing at the contract price of $3.50 
percwt. Producers have been refusing 
to sign the contracts that some of their 
customers have wanted, which con- 
tained a clause protecting the con- 
sumer against loss in the event of 
prices declining below the contract 
price. The largest bleaching powder 
manufacturers have reported that most 
of their former customers have renewed 
their contracts. This market has been 
very unsettled and weak during the 
past few days and prices have fallen 
off sharply. There is a great deal of 
imported material around, and this has 
led to a weaker market. The imported 
goods, however, is not of such good 
quality as domestic makes, and many 
buyers hesitate before purchasing it. 

The acid market is as dull and unin- 
teresting as chemicals. There is prac- 
tically nothing at all doing in any of 
the acids. Even the heavy mineral 
acids, such as sulphuric and muriatic 
acids, are not moving in any volume. 
The slackness in the dye industry is 
largely responsible for this dullness. 
There have been few revisions of prices 
in these lines. In some of the other 
acids there have been declines. Oxalic 
acid is weak again, and citric acid has 
been reduced, while tartaric is also 
lower. 

According to reports received during 
the past week, several chemical plants 
have been shut down as a result of the 
dullness in the industry. Manufac- 
turers state that in many instances 
goods are selling below the cost of 
manufacturing, and they prefer to close 
down rather than continue under the 
circumstances.

The commercial is also easy at $2.50 
per cwt. to $2.75 per cwt. Second hands 
have some holdings of this, and they 
have been making efforts to dispose of 
their stocks at slightly lower figures. 
It is moving in limited quantities. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—Continues 
to be offered at 24c. per pound by the 
leading factors. Supplies on hand are 
not very abundant, and this is tending 
to hold prices at steady levels. There 
Has not been a great deal of activity 
along this line lately, and the market 
is quiet. A few small lots are taken 
from time to time to fill immediate re- 
quirements. 

AMMONIA AQUA.—While supplies 
on spot are adeqyate there is no sur- 
plus at the present time. The demand 
is limited for ammonia aqua and all 
grades rule very easy as to price. Lead- 
ing dealers say that there have been 
very limited inquiries for this material 
of late, and that the market is easy 
as a result of the lack of demand. The 
26-degree grade is quoted at 9c. per 
pound by manufacturers, and the other 
grades in the usual proportion. The 
fluoride continues to be in a very firm 
position, and dealers are quoting at 
firm levels for it. There is a short- 
age of fluorspar, which is acute, and 
this is reflected in the fluoride. It is 
quoted at 45c. per pound. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—The market for 
this material is exceedingly dull at 
the present time, and hardly anything 
is being done in it at all. Buying is 
of the most uncertain sort, and only 
small quantities are being requisitioned 
by consumers to fill their immediate 
requirements. The market is well sup- 
plied, both with domestic and imported 
goods, and it is felt that importations 
at this time are unwise, and only over- 
burden the already sluggish market. 
The gray is quoted at 10c. per pound, 
and the white lump at 2ic. per pound. 

ANTIMONY.—The needle powdered 
antimony is quoted at 8%c. per pound to 
9c per pound, and the oxide 9c. per 
pound to 10%c. per pound. There has 
been little demand for antimony lately, 
and the market is dull. Some parcels 
have been moved, but buying is of a 
hand-to-mouth variety, and the aggre- 
gate of actual business is not heavy. 
There have been fewer importations of 
late, but the market continues still to 
be very well supplied. Holdings are 
widely distributed, and offerings are 
made freely in many directions. The 
metal has been weak, and prices are 
low for it, which is reflected in the 
powdered grade. There is practically 
nothing doing in the sulphurets, and 
leading holders have not altered quo- 
tations, although they would probably 
shade in the face of firm business. The 
crimson is 45c. per pound, and the 
golden 28c. per pound, with the red 
quoted at 22c. per pound. 

ARSENIC.—The market rules dull 
and easy. There have been a few in- 
quiries during the past week, but they 
have not amounted to much in the way 
of real business. The white is offered 
at 12c. per pound. A sale has been re- 
ported during the past week at a slight 
concession from this price. All the 
leading holders, however, continue to 
ask 12ec. per pound for white arsenic. 
The red is extremely dull and business 
in it is negligible. It is quoted at ld4c. 
per pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—There are 
heavy supplies of bleaching powder on 
the local market, and imported goods 
is also present in abundant quantities. 
There has been little demand for bleach 
of late, and holders are becoming dis- 
couraged over the supplies they have. 
It has been found almost impossible 
to move any quantity, and prices have 
been reduced sharply in order to at- 
tract business. Domestic bleach was 
offered at $4 per cwt. at the close of 
the week, but buyers were not inter- 
ested to any extent. Some imported 
goods have been offered at around $3 
per cwt., it was said, but the holder 
could not be located. It was stated 
that much of the imported bleach is 
not of satisfactory quality, and buyers 
are preferring to fill what little needs 
they have with the domestic. The mar- 
ket on spot is most unsettled, and deal- 
ers are predicted to offer lower levels 
than the present quotations, Con- 
tracts over 1921 have been well filled, 
leading manufacturers state, at $3.50 
per cwt. 

BARIUM PRODUCTS.—The demand 
for barium products is well maintained, 
and these items continue to be among 
the most actively and steadily requi- 
sitioned of any in the chemical list. 
There is a steady movement of goods, 
and prices hold firmly. Contract with- 
drawals are furnishing most of the ac- 
tivity, but there is also a steady call 
from other sources. The white crys- 
tals are quoted at $100 per ton, and the 
off-color chloride at $90 per ton. There 
is some demand for the carbonate at 
$97.50 per ton. 

BRIMSTONE.—Is moving steadily, 
with the demand for it well maintained.

CALCIUM CHLORIDE.—There is a 
moderate movement of supplies in this 
section to fill routine consumptive 
needs, but aside from this demand 
there is little to report. Prices con- 
tinue to be quoted at easy levels, and 
the market seems to be fairly firm, al- 
though quiet. The 10@i5 per cent, 
fused is offered at $27 per ton to $30 


sr ton. 
PeOALCIUM HYDRATE.—The demand 
in calcium hydrate is only for small 
quantities to fill immediate require- 
ments, and buying beyond this is un- 
known at the present time. The mar- 
ket is dull, and prices are quoted at 
4c, per pound to 3tec. per pound, 

CARBON BISULPHIDE.—Is quoted 
at 8c. per pound to 9c. per pound. The 
tone of the market is easy, and there 
is only a light demand. Only a limited 
amount of business has been done, and 
this was comprised of small lots. Mak- 
ers have been doing the bulk of the 
pusiness passing, but say that they 
have had few inquiries of late and not 
much in the way of business is being 
done. 

CARBON TETRACHLORIDE.— 
There is a quiet market for carbon 
tetrachloride at the present moment. 
It is offered in drums at 10%c. per 
pound to 12c. per pound, but has not 
attracted much attention from con- 
sumers, whose needs seem to have been 
filled for the most part. There is not 
a great deal offered, but the market is 
not holding very steady. 

CHLORINE.—The principle demand 
for chlorine gas is for small parcels, 
which are taken to fill immediate re- 
quirements. Aside from this routine 
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consumptive trade there has been lit- 


tle activity in the market. Dealers do 
not look for a better demand until 
after December inventories have been 
completed. At the close of the period 
it was quoted at 91c. per pound to 11c. 
per pound, depending upon quantity 
required. 

CHROME ACETATE.—The market 
is extremely dull and practically noth- 
ing in the way of business is being 


done. The 20-degree acetate si quoted 
at 3c, per pound, 

COPPER CARBONATE. — Some 
small quantities of carbonate have 


been moved during the past week, but 
the aggregate of business done was not 
of large extent. What little trading 
has been done was at 22c. per pound. 
The market is easy, as supplies are 
good. 

COPPERAS.—There are good sup- 
plies of this material on hand, and the 
market is easy. The demand has not 
been heavy and there has been only a 
light movement of supplies Manu- 
facturers are quoting from $1.50 per 
cwt. to $2 per ecwt., and, while second 
hands have considerable holdings, they 
are not able to do much better than 
the inside figure given above. The 
market is iu an unsettled condition, and 
all prices are being named by different 
holders in efforts to get rid of their 
goods. Price concessions, however, 
have not attracted any attention from 
consumers, who remain away from the 
market, and take only small quantities 
to fill their immediate requirements. 

ETHYL ACETATE.—There is the 
usual routine consumptive demand for 
this material, and a light volume of 
goods is moving to meet it. Aside from 
this, there is nothing of interest to 
note in the market. It is quoted at 
$1.25 per gallon. 

FERRIC CHLORIDE.—The market 
is very dull. There is practically no 
interest being shown in ferric chloride 
at the present time, and producers 
state that they have been doing noth- 
ing in it. Quotations range from 7c. 
per pound to 1lc. per pound, according 
to container. 

FLUORSPAR.—There has been no 
improvement in this section as yet. 
The market is still extremely short on 
supplies, and if there were any ap- 


preciable quantities available they 
would undoubtedly command high 
prices. Manufacturers are  handi- 


capped on account of the lack of sup- 
plies of raw material, and fluorspar 
products are hindered in the manufac- 
ture. The demand would be very keen 
if any fluorspar were offered, and al- 
most any sort of price would prevail. 
Ordinary fluorspar has been predicted 


to sell at $75 per ton to $80 per ton 
were it available at the present time. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—The market is 
exceedingly dull and business has been 
almost at a standstill. There have not 
been heavy offerings of Glauber’s 
lately, but the demand is so slack that 
the market cannot well hold up. It is 
offered at $2 per ecwt. Producers re- 
port hardly any inquiries and business 
at a very low ebb. 

LEAD ACETATE.—The market is 
adequately supplied and is easy in tone. 
The demand for acetate of lead is very 
slight at the present time, which has 
led to an increase of supplies on spot. 
There have been no developments of 
importance in this section since last 
week’s report. Prices are quoted at 
15c. per pound to 16c. per pound for 
white crystals. The arsenate is ex- 
tremely dull and there has been noth- 
ing of interest in this section lately. 
The paste is quoted at llc. per pound 
to 15¢c. per pound, according to the 
package, and the powdered 21c. per 
pound to 28c. per pound, according to 
the package. 

IRON NITRATE.—tThere is a little 
demand for nitrate, but the market 
cannot be called an active one by any 
means. Only some small lots were 
moved during the week. Quotations 
range from $2 per cwt. to $2.50 per cwt. 
for the commercial, with the true quot- 
ed at 9c. per pound. 

LIME ACETATE.—There is the 
usual routine consumptive demand for 
small lots of this material, and a steady 
movement is going on. Producers are 
quoting at the former level of $2.50 
per cwt. 

NICKEL OXIDE.—There is a moder- 
ate demand for this material reported 
by the producers, who are quoting at 
45c. per pound. The market is not very 
active, however, as only small quan- 
tities are being taken. Second hands 
are not doing much along this line, and 
could hardly better the above figure, 
although rumors of shading were heard 
in certain directions. 

NICKEL SALTS.—There is no de- 
mand at the present moment for salts. 
Platers are not willing to commit them- 
selves until after the first of the year, 
and producers have not had many in- 
quiries. The few that have come in 
have not resulted in much business, so 
that the market is dull and uninterest- 
ing at the present time. Producers are 
quoting the single salts at 14c. per 
pound to 16c. per pound, and the double 
salts at 12c. per pound to 1l4c. per 
pound. Second hands have been offer- 
ing at the inside figures, but have not 
reported much business. 
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PHOSPHOROUS. — There i very 
little doing in any of the different 
grades of phosphorous at the present 
time. The market is dull and easy 
with supplies apparently quite good on 
spot. Prices of the red and yellow 
grades are lower. The red phosphorou 
is offered at 40c. per pound to 50c, per 
pound, and the yellow at 30c. per pound 
to 35c. per pound, with the squisul 
phide at 42%c, per pound. The market 
rules quiet at the above figures. 

POTASH CHLORATE.—There is not 
much of this material availabl on 
hand, owing to the difficulty of han- 
dling it and storing it Prices vary 
greatly according to sellers Second 
hands have been offering very cheaply, 
around 14c. per pound, while some pro- 
ducers are quoting it at 18c. per pound 
There has not been much demand for 
chlorate lately, and the market is easy 
in tone as a result. 

POTASH CARBONATE.—There is 
plenty in second hands on the 
market and they are offering it at 
around 17c. per pound to 18c. per 
pound. There has been little inquiry 
during the past week, and the volume 
of business transacted has not amount- 
ed to much. The market is weak under 
the lack of demand and the fact that 
there are fairly good supplies available 
now. 

POTASH CAUSTIC.—There is a 
good deal of imported material! in the 
local market and this has been offered 
at very low figures. The large pro- 
ducers, however, are not worrying 
much over the fact, as they all state 
that they are well contracted up, and 
not able to do much aside from their 
regular customers. The imported ma- 
terial has been offered as low as 17c.

SODA RBISULPHITE—The powder 
has been offered at $6 per hundred - 
weight, but even at this low price 
there has been hardly any business 
transacted. There has been a limited 
demand for small quantities to fill im- 
mediate requirements, but aside from 
this slender volume of trading there 
has been nothing of note happened 
since the last report. 

SODA CAUSTIC.—The market was 
very unsettled during the period and 
at the close of the week prices slumped 
abruptly. Standard grades of caustic 
soda were offered in second hands at 
as low as $3.75 per hundredweight to 
$3.90 per hundredweight. The market 
has been inactive, and supplies on spot 
are weighing heavily on holders’ hands, 
The withdrawals of credit recently is 
beginning to have an effect on some 
of the smaller dealers, who are making 
strenuous efforts to rid themselves of 
their accumulations. The caustic soda 
market is practically bare of buyers, 
who were not attracted to any appre- 
ciable extent by the extreme lowness 
of quotations.

The imported was avail- 
able at from 17c. per pound to 18ce. per 
pound. With such heavy quantities of 
imported goods available, domestic 
makers are rather concerned over the 
market outlook. It was claimed. how- 
ever, that in view of the fact that the 
market was so overburdened with sup- 
plies, impurtations would be curtailed 
for some time at least.

There 
has been a general improvement in the 
freight situation, and this has been of 
spedia@l importance to rock producers 
who have more than their share of 
troubles over transportation matters. 

In spite of the fact that the price of 
rock, holds steady, acid phosphate 
shows Signs of weakness. The de- 

mand has not come up to anticipations 
seoently, and holders are much more 
willing to part with stocks than they 
were a short time ago when they 
were very firm in their price ideas. 

The fact that the South is not buy- 
ing in anything like a normal manner, 
owing to the great decline in the price 
of cotton, has made a slack demand 
for all sorts of animal ammoniates. 
Feeders have not yet entered the mar- 
ket as free buyers of ground blood, but 
packing house producers are expecting 
that this demand will start soon. The 
price of cottonseed meal continues to 


decline, and this has a weakening 
effect on the ammoniate market in 
general. The cotton crop is turning 
out fully up to the most bearish ex- 


pectations, and it is very hard for the 
producers to get rid of their meal at 
anything like a profitable price. 

There are rumors from abroad that 
the German potash syndicate is so dis- 
appointed in its campaign for business 
that it may change its methods and 
allow the individual producers to sell 
direct; but the fertilizer trade on this 
side knows nothing definite about any 
such plan of action. The demand for 
foreign potashes has not been up to 
expectations this season, and the prices 
originally announced by the German 
syndicate have never been strictly ad- 


hered to. Domestic producers, who 
some time ago sold their production 
several months ahead, will soon be in 


a position to offer again, and this will 
change the potash situ: ution very ma- 
terially. 

_ In spite of the fact that the demand 
is slack at the present time, the trade 
seems confident that an improved 
situation is to be expected soon; and 
in most lines there have been price 
reductions great enough to discount all 
changes in conditions that have oc- 
curred up to this time. The market is 
still in a somewhat unsettled condi- 
tion, but it seems certain that most of 
the price cutting has already occurred.

In a genera vay it is to be said that the 
conditions in th fertilizer trade have not 
changed to a marked degree in the last week. 
There is one development however, which may 
be regarded a giving a somewhat altered 
aspect to the situation this being the efforts 
of salesmen to bring out orders for mixtures. 
Some of these traveling representatives, it 1s 
also to be said, are reported to have met with 
some measure of success, though this cannot 
be considered of a conspicuous character It 
is looked upon, however, aS possessing a cer 
tain value in that it indicates that some busi 
ness can be secured despite the quiet which 
prevails. In estimating the prospects as to 
the number and extent of the orders likely to 
be obtained, members of the trade focus their 
attention in the main on the financial situa- 
tion. If it should be seen that the farmers, 
who are now looking forward to the time when 
the notes they gave for supplies fall due, 
manage to pay off any considerable part of 
this paper, even though it is necessary to 
renew the balance, it will tend to encourage 
the placing of orders for mixtures. But if, 
on the other hand, payments are deferred in- 
definitely, without any partial liquidation, a 
decidedly unfavorable view will be taken of 
the outlook, since it will be construed as mean- 
ing a heavily reduced purchasing capacity 
There are those in the trade who incline to the 
belief that much of the buying of fertilizer 
mixtures during the next season will be -for 
eash, which of itself would hold down the 
movement, credit having been an important 
factor in the business. The orders so far taken 
are almost entirely from the Northern section, 
the South still holding back A study of the 
economic conditions in the South, it must be 
said, does not encourage optimistic expecta- 
tions. The cotton States are seriously affected 
by the big drop in the price of their chief 
product, and no real relief can well be ex- 
pected from a determination on the part of 
the farmers to hold cotton for higher prices, 
for this will not put money in their pockets 
now, regardless of what the ultimate outcome 
of such a movement may be, and meanwhile 
the time approaches when business in the way 
of distributing mixtures must be done, if it is 
to be done at all 

FiSH SCRAP.—While the menhaden fisoing 
vessels have all been laid up and work at the 
fish factories has stopped, there remains to 
be distributed an exceptionally large quantity 
of scrap, according to the reports received 
here. Some of this scrap is on vessels, some 
of it remains at the factories, while ‘the rest 
is otherwise held. This supply is variously 
estimated at 6,000 to 7,000 tons, but even the 
lesser quantity, in the opinion of members of 
the trade, is quite exceptional in volume to re 
main unsold for this time of the year. No fur 
ther sales since those made, according to re 
port, on the basis of $4 and 10, have been 
effected, as far as information available here 
goes, which is to be attributed also to the 
disinclination of buyers to take on anything 
for which they have no immediate use If an 
attempt were made to force the sale of this 
scrap, it might easily result in depressing the 
price still more than it has already reacted, 
so that careful handling of the ammoniate will 
be required to dispose of it to the best ad- 
vantage what the scrap may 
actually be worth according to present stand 
ards, the market is very unreceptive, and such 
figures as might be quoted just now would be 
hardly more than nominal. This nominal price,

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KALI SYNDICATE RUMOR 


Report That Big Potash Trust in 
Germany Might Be Broken Up 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26, 1920. 


The suggestion has been heard that the 
German Kali Syndicate, or potash trust, 
so-called, might be broken up, and Amer- 
ican buyers deal directly with individual 
potash concerns in Germany. This sug- 
gestion is one result of the row that has 
been on for some time past between the 
trust and the American buyers. in which 
the latter charged that the syndicate was 
discriminating against them in the matter 
of prices and also charging excessive 
prices. 

It is rumored that the German govern- 
ment would not object if the Kali Syndi- 
cate were broken up, but that government 
can not undertake the job, owing to its 
weakness. German reactionary elements 
are said to be in control of the syndicate. 
Naturally they do not want to be broken 
up. jsut in some circles in this country. 
it is reported, there is a feeling that such 
breaking up might be brought about if 
American potash buyers hold off long 
enough 

According to another report, purchases 
of potash by Americans are being delayed 
by the fact that the Southern States are 


not as prosperous as they were a year 
or two ago, owing to the slump in the 
price of cotton One reason for the low 


price of cotton is said to be the inability 
of Germany to buy much of it In other 
words, the “poverty” of Germany and of 
one section of the United States has much 
to do with the delay of potash purchases

Phile there has been a little busi- 
ness passing in colors, it has been 


only for small lots, and has been very 
inconsequenti il. With the ultimate 
consumer out of the market there can- 
not well be any improvement in any 
manufacturing line until the finished 
article is again in sufficient demand to 
warrant a resumption of activity for 
its manufacture. Consumption of 
fabrics at the present time has been 
cut to the lowest possible level; the 
ultimate consumer is only buying what 
he immediately needs, and that only in 
as small a quantity as he can manage 
with. The dye industry is dependent 
upon the textile trades to a very great 
extent, and with the textile consump- 
tion so curtailed, it must of necessity 
be reflected in dyes and raw materials. 

Although many concessions were 
granted of late to buyers of dyes, buy- 


ers refuse to take hold in an active 
manner, and little new business has 
come to light. There are adequate 


supplies of colors on hand, in fact, many 
are pressing for sale. If any ex- 
tended business came to hand it is 
likely that some very good prices would 
obtain. Producers of colors as a rule, 
are firm in the ideas of prices, and are 
not making any reductions. The chief 
selling pressure and the lowest prices 
have come in practically every instance 
from second hands who are very nery- 
ous over the situation, and believe that 
it is better to clean up their hlodings 
as quickly and as well as they can, 
rather than wait until the readjustment 
now going on is completed, and the 
market once more in a healthy position 

The feeling of depression is not 
marked in the color trade; the leading 
factors in colors are not as pessimistic 
over the situation today as they have 
been. The market is dull, slow be- 
yond words, that is readily admitted, 
but that it is in danger of disastrous 
slumping, as regards prices or becom- 
ing really hazardous they do not for 
one moment admit. As soon as the de- 
mand for textiles and leathers is re- 
sumed—and in the long run it must 
be Tesumed—the dye situation will 
again be righted. The present quiet- 
ness is only a natural result of the 
dullness in all lines. Prices in some 
stances, perhaps, have been too high; 
these are rapidly being readjusted; 
when the period of readjustment is 
completed, and about the most depress- 
ing time of that period is now passed, 
the position of the various industries 
will immediately become normal.

ANTHRANILIC. — The market for 
this acid is very dull. There jis little 
demand at the present time, and few 
orders have been received lately. Pro- 
ducers are quoting it at lower prices 
of $1.65 per pound to $2.15 per pound. 

BENZOIC. Is moderately in de- 


mahd, and there has been some activity 


in this section. Prices have been hold- 
ing steadily around 60c. per pound to 
70c. per pound for the technical. In- 
quiry has been fair, and orders have 
been received, mostly for small lots, 


but yet in sufficient number to keep the 
market somewhat busy. The U. S. P.

GAMMA.—This market is easier and 
prices have been reduced slightly dur- 
ing the past week.

MONOSULPHONIC.—Is offered at 
easier levels of $3.10 per pound to $3.20 
per pound, This is also a dull market 
at the present and little in the way of 
business has been done. 

NAPHTHIONIC.—The refined is of- 
fered at 90c. per pound, but there has 
not been a very active demand for it.

NAPHTHYLAMINE DISULPHONIC. 
—Is meeting with a little demand, and 
some few orders for small quantities 
are being put through from time to 
time. There is a moderate inquiry for 
disulphonic, but this has not resulted 
in much business of late, orders hav- 
ing been confined to small lots exclu- 
sively. It is quoted by producers at $1 
per pound.

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MEXICO CONSIDERS 
OIL TAX DECREE 


Instead of Ten Per Cent. It 
Levies 9 Per Cent., but Other 
Charges Make It Higher 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24, 1920. 
Following a strong protest by Senator 
King of Utah to Secretary of State Colby, 
against recognizing Mexico, it is reported 
that there is not much chance that such 


action will be taken at this time. Senator 
King said there is no hurry about recog- 
nition, although he knew there is strong 
pressure being brought toward such action 
by this government, but he declared he 
opposed recognition until a treaty or pro- 
tocol is negotiated with the Mexican revo- 
lutionary government guaranteeing full 
protection for American citizens and prop- 
erty rights within the borders of Mexico, 
and ample reparation for injuries received 
and damages done against American in- 
terests, and against discriminatory and un- 
fair legislation and executive action with 
regard to Americans and their holdings in 
Mexico. 

It is reported that Mexican revolution- 
ary interests are exerting every effort to 
obtain recognition from this government 
before the end of the Wilson administra- 


tion. At the same time some advice they 
have received is to the effect that they 
will be treated more leniently by the 


Harding administration. However, this is 
not believed by those familiar with the 
strong Mexican policy advocated by Sen- 
ator Fall of New Mexico and other 
friends and advisers of Senator Harding. 


Situation Like Eight Years Ago 


The situation as regards recognition is 


much the same as it was eight years ago 
when the Huerta dictatorship had just 
been established. Senator Knox, then 


Secretary of State, was reported as will- 
ing to recognize the Huerta government, 
but he wanted some minor matters pend- 
ing between the two governments adjust- 
ed first. Huerta decided to take his 
chances with the Wi'son administration, 
coming in early in 1913, but the President 
refused to recognize Huerta under any 
circumstances. 

The President’s course has been con- 
sistently based on the proposition that the 
Mexicans should be left to work out their 
own salvation. Naturally he would like 
to see his course vindicated by the estab- 
lishment of a strong, friendly government 
by the revolutionists, and it is believed he 
would like to extend recognition to such 
a government before March 4. But the 
State Department is insistent that the 
Mexican authorities should give something 
more than promises before they can ob- 
tain recognition. Carranza gave prom- 
ises before he was recognized, but he gave 
little afterwards. 

In discussing the Mexican budget for 
1921 the assistant secretary of the treas- 
ury of Mexico is reported to have stated 
that his government is receiving, at the 
present rate, from export dues on petro- 
leum, a revenue of over 60,000,000 
pesos, or $30,000,000. He is reported as 
not disclosing the estimated revenue to be 
derived from petroleum in the budget for 
next year. 


New Tax Decree 


However, there has been published in 
Mexico City newspapers, according to re- 
port received here, a proposed new tax 
decree applying to petroleum, which pro- 
vides for considerably increased taxes on 
that product. Instead of 10 per cent. it 
levies 9 per cent., but that apparent de- 
crease is said to be more than compen- 
sated for by the fact that there is an 
increase or decrease proposed of 8.28 per 
cent. as the specific gravity changes, in- 
stead of 20 centavos for eack 100, as 
drafted in former decrees. 

In addition to this export tax proposed 
there is another tax proposed, the pro- 
ceeds of which, it is provided in the de- 
cree, are to be devoted to harbor and 
other public works, which tax is said to 
be equivalent to 2 cents, United States 
currency, per barrel on fuel oil, 5 cents 
(U. 8.) on crude per barrel, and 11 cents 
per barrel on distillates. Figured on a 
production of 130,000,000 barrels, estimated 
for 1920, this additional burden would be 


heavy—if all were crude, amounting to 
$6,500,000. 
This draft of a decree has been pub- 


lished subject to correction and publica- 
tion of its official text. It is not yet in 
force, but may become so, and indicates 
the apparent intention of the De La 
Huerta government to hit the oil industry 
hard with its taxing power. 


Objections to Decree 


Objections to the proposed decree have 
been raised, it is understood. One is, 
what is the authority for the Mexican 
provincial executive issuing such a de- 
cree? It is presumed to be under the 
extraordinary power as to finance that 
was conferred upon Carranza by his con- 
gress, the same power under which the 
alleged confiscatory Carranza decrees 
were issued, and which it is now ppo- 

osed in the Mexican Congress to repeal. 

he repealer has passed the House of 
Representatives of that body. ne sec- 
ond objection mentioned is that American 
oils, not Mexicon oil, are taken as the 
basis for the proposed tax. 

Thirdly, crude petroleum is divided for 
the purpose of taxation in the proposed 
decree, into 75 per cent. fuel, 12 per cent. 
kerosene, 8 per cent. gasoline, and 6 per 
cent. loss or waste A technical man 
familiar with Mexican oil, it is said, will 
argue that this segregation of the oil into 
component parts is absurd. Fourthly, 
there is objection as to the double tax 
proposed, which in the guise of funds for 
harbor works, is characterized as only 
one more method of getting money from 
the oll industry. 

Unpleasant as Mexican taxes are, how- 
ever, unprejudiced persons say that Amer- 
ica cannot find very sure ground for com- 
plaint against them. According to this 
view, taxation is a domestic, internal, or 
local question, which there is not much 
precedent for international action against. 


It is pointed out that the United States 
imposes such taxes as it sees fit within 
the limitations of its constitution, and it 
is difficult to assert that any other gov- 
ernment has not the same right. 

Following is the text of the proposed 
new tax decree and regulations under it, 
published this month in Mexican papers 
received here:— 


New Tax Decree

Whereas, Taxes should be so levied as to 
stimulate producers to build distilling plants in 
the country, while avoiding the payment by 
producers of a larger tax on fuel oil and dis-

Whereas, Experience has demonstrated the 
advantages of undertaking port and dredging 
works in the waterways, with a view to in- 
creasing the production of petroleum, as was 
proven by the dredging recently done in the 
Panuco River; it being, therefore, of the high- 
est importance to undertake new work in the 
ports and waterways of the oil district, so that 
the exploitation of petroleum may be intensified 
and permanent public works left for the 
benefit of the republic, even after the oil indus- 
try has disappeared; and 

Whereas, It is advisable that one part of the 
taxes may be devoted exclusively to the execu- 
tion of the above-mentioned work, and that for 


the proper use of these funds a special com- 
mission should be organized to handle them, 
and to represent the Departments of Finance 
and Public Credit and of Communications and 
Public Works, as well as the oil companies; 
Huerta Issues Decree 

Now therefore, I, Adolfo de la Huerta, sub- 
stitute Constitutional President of the United 
Mexican States, in the exercise of the extraor- 
dinary powers with which I am invested in 
the Department of Finance, have seen fit to 
issue the following decree:— 

Article 1. All crude petroleum, its deriva- 
tives and the gas from weils, ynless intended 


for domestic production, from the moment they 
leave the fields or storage deposits shall be 
subject to a special tax as hereinafter pro 
vided. 

Article 2. For the purposes of the present 
decree, crude oil shall be understood to be 
the natural product as it comes from the wells 
or deposits. 

Should the crude oil contain more than 1 
per cent. (1%) water and sediment, any excess 
over the said 1 per cent. shall be deducted in 


effecting the liquidation of the respective tax. 
The term petroleum derivatives shall com- 
prise all solid or liquid substances derived 


from crude oil, whenever the process employed. 
whether mechanical, natural or chemical, shall 
result in the separation of one or more of the 
substances which compose the original product. 
The separation of the water contained in the 
petroleum is hereby excepted, provided it be 
done without the assistance of heat. 

Crude gasoline and kerosene aré the distil- 
lates corresponding to these substances which 
have not been subjected to any treatment of 
redistillation and purification by the use of 
acids or alkalies. 

Refined gasoline and kerosene are distillates 
that have beén subjected to the treatment of 
redistillation and purification. 

Fuel oils shall be understood to be liquid 
substances derived from crude oil or mixtures 
of petroleum from which certain components 
have been separated for the purpose of reduc- 
ing the flash point. Fuel oils shall be in- 
cluded in the term refined oils, having. how- 
ever, a special classification for tax purposes. 

Article. 3. Fuel oil shall pay a tax of 9 
Per cent. on its value. To determine this 
value the price of petroleum of 0.93 specific 
gravity shall be taken as a basis, there being 
an increase or a decrease of 8.28 per cent. 
from the price of this petroleum for each 100th 
of specific gravity that the petroleum whose 
value it is sought to fix decreases or in- 
creases, 

Fuel oil having a specific gravity of more 
than 0.97 shall be computed at a fixed value 
of 65 per cent. of the price established for 
petroleum of 0.95 specific gravity. 

Article 4. Products derived from the refining 
of petroleum and from the use of gas from 
wells not intended for domestic consumption 
shall be subject to a tax according to the 
following schedule:

HULL IN TEXAS 
GOES TO FRONT 


Now Occupies Second Place in 
Daily Production of Crude 
Oil in State 


AUSTIN, Tex., Nov. 1920. 

With the forging to the front of the 
Hull field until it now occupies second 
place in daily production of the crude oil 
fields at the Gulf coast region, additional 
proof is given that it is only at the ex- 
pense of much time and money that the 
potentiality of a given area is established. 
Contrary to general belief on the part of 
the uninformed public it usually takes a 
long time to develop an oil field. The 
only exception to this rule was that of 
Spindletop. which came into being with- 
in a few weeks after the wonderful Lucas 
gusher was brought in about twenty years 
ago. Spectacular wildcat strikes are 
seldom made. Usually an oil field in 
Texas has its beginning in a modest and 


uncertain way. ‘rnis was true as to all 
of the light crude fields of North Central 
Texas. 

In describing the discoveries at Burk- 
burnett, Ranger and other places of that 
region the fact is often lost sight of that 
these successes came only after many 
wells had been drilled and that the pros- 
pecting covered a period of several years 
—not in the exact locality where the big 
production was afterward obtained, but 
close by. The Hull, West Columbia, and 
some of the other Gulf coast fields have 
passed through similar periods of disap- 
pointment and uncertainty. Their pro- 
ductiveness is now proved. It is stated 
that the chief cause of slowness in devel- 
oping an oil field is that it takes time for 
an understanding of the strata to be 
reached.

The early wells are often failures, be- 
cause of lack of proper drilling. Per- 
haps they may have lacked in depth or 
in some other way failed to tap the pool 
that was brought to light by later wells. 
During the last two or three years sev- 
eral companies have been active in drill- 
ing operations at Hull. Several good 
wells were brought in, but difficulties were 
encountered that held down the produc- 
tion. With the solving of the drilling 
problems there the production has sud- 
denly mounted to more than 25,000 bar- 
rels a day, increasing 14,000 barrels in 
seven days. 

The latest producers are those of the 
Humble Oil & Refining Co., with a flow 
of 3.500 barrels of pipeline oll a day; 
the Republic Production Co., 1,800 barrels 
a day; Empire Gas & Fuel Co., 500 bar- 
rels a day, and the Monarch Oil & Re- 
fining Co. Other wells are nearing the 
sand. 

Operators in the West Columbia field 
are somewhat uneasy over the recent ap- 
pearance of salt water in the two big 
wells of the Texas Co. Whether tne in- 
trusion of salt water will destroy the 
wells remains to be seen. The produc- 
tion of the 23,000-barrel well has de- 
creased to about 12,000 barrels, and the 
percentage of salt water is increasing. 
The decrease of production of the other 
well is correspondingly great. Notwith- 
standing the decrease of production of 
these two wells, West Columbia continues 
to lead the Gulf Coast fields in daily out- 
put, with a record of approximately 45,000 
barrels. 

Heavy crude operators are looking to 
Blue Ridge as the coming big field, next 
to Hull, and in preparation for this devel- 
opment many leases have been obtained 
and locations for wells made. Blue Ridge 
like the other proved areas, has been 
known to contain oil for the last three 
years, but is only now coming to the front 
in the matter of production. 

Experienced oil men are quietly watch- 
ing the progress of exploration work that 
is being conducted in Zapata and Starr 
counties, near the Rio Grande, about 65 
miles southeast of Laredo. It is stated 
that more than 30 shallow wells are now 
being pumped there, the product being 
high grade lubricating oil, which sells for 
$6.50 a barrel. The oil is transported by 
motor truck to Hebronville, the nearest 
railroad point, 40 miles. The wells are 
only 160 to 200 feet deep, and the aver- 
age production is about 8 barrels a day. 
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The drilling is done with an ordinary 
water well rig, without derrick. It is re- 
garded as not improbable that wells of 


bigeproduction may be brought in there by 
deep drilling.

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Co-operation in the Petroleum Industry 

It is quite the usual thing abroad to refer to the 
petroleum industry of this country as a monopoly. 
Such an idea is often expressed by the unthinking 
even in this country. Of course, everyone who has 
even a superficial knowledge of the oil industry knows 
that this is not the case. The Standard Oil Com- 
panies form a very powerful group, but they do not 
control the oil business of this country. There are a 
great many American companies which are engaged 
in drilling operations in other countries as well as in 
serving the domestic trade. There are seventeen or 
eighteen American companies operating in Mexico, 
and if they are given proper consideration by the 
new Mexican government that comes into office next 
month, there will soon be many more. There are in- 
dependent American companies interested in almost 
every oil field in the world. If they are not inter- 
ested in the sense that they already own property and 
are drilling, they are at least interested to the extent 
that they are willing to make investments if given an 
opportunity to do so with any chance of expecting 
fair treatment. 

There is competition among American producers, 
both at home and abroad; but there are many mat- 
ters of grave concern in which all are interested and 
where the best interest of one is the best interest of all. 

It has been said that competition is better than 
monopoly, and that in many cases co-operation is 
better than either. It is a good idea. 

At the recent meeting of the American Petroleum 
Institute the attendance was not confined to repre- 
sentatives of any particular group of interests. It was 
a representative gathering of American oil men to 
discuss matters of equal interest to all. It was, for 
this very reason, a long step forward. Co-operation 
does not mean combination—not; at least, combina- 
tion in restraint of trade. The laws of this country 
forbid combinations in restraint of trade, but the 
United States Government most heartily indorses and 
in every way encourages co-operation in all indus- 
tries, for when there is intelligent co-operation in any 
industry, either through a national association or 
otherwise, it is possible for the government to have 
the needs of the industry presented to it in a manner 
that will be a guide for governmental action in any 
matter where governmental action is necessary. 

The oil industry is asking the government to secure 
for it the right to venture abroad upon the same terms 
that foreigners may enter the domestic petroleum 
held. This is but one of the matters in which co-op- 
eration within the industry will be an aid to accom- 
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plishment. If American interests in Mexico are at 
each other’s throat, for instance, it is going to be 
difficult for any of them to obtain their rights from 
the Mexican government. It was made clear at the 
Washington meeting that the government expects co- 
operation among American oil interests in Mexico 
and hopes for a broad co-operation that will in turn 
furnish the government with the co-operation it must 
have in safeguarding the interests of the industry. 
No one questions the intelligence of the men who 
have placed the petroleum industry of America 
where it is today, and this intelligence is a guarantee 
that American oil men will act together where it is 
necessary to secure the strength of solidarity. 

Certain foreign oil interests are evidently being en- 
couraged by certain foreign governments to seek to 
obtain control of a large part of the world’s potential 
production, with the idea of being able to obtain the 
advantages supposed to come from monopoly. This 
government is today protesting against discriminating 
agreements between foreign governments by which it 
is hoped to place large undeveloped fields under the 
exclusive control of certain foreign companies. 

It is not the policy of this government to seek to 
create trouble over matters of trade and commerce. 
American citizens must be protected in their rights, 
however. There is nothing being asked for the 
American abroad that is not granted to the foreigner 
in this country. In a dispute of oil, however, the 
United States undoubtedly holds the whip hand. 
Nations that are trying to curtail the rights:of Amer- 
icans in other lands depend to a very great extent for 
their oil supplies upon this country. They have al- 
ways done so and must continue to do so for years 
to come, no matter what oil strikes are made in new 
fields. This country has been liberal with its oil, and 
it has given aliens full rights in American oil fields. 
If this country is to be discriminated against, how- 
ever, it has powers of retaliation at its command that 
would be crushing. 

At the meeting in Washington a distinguished 
English oil man made an address in which he said 
that European nations had no aspirations that would 
prompt an endeavor to take from this country its pre- 
eminence in the petroleum industry. A distinguished 
Mexican, at the same meeting, assured his hearers 
that his country intended to deal fairly with foreign 
oil companies and had no desire to confiscate their 
properties. What was said was very good indeed, 
if words are to be backed by deeds. Many of the 
wisest men in the petroleum industry in other countries 
are farsighted enough to understand that they will be 
hurt instead of benefited if their countries attempt to 
discriminate against Americans. They can see the 
lack of wisdom on the part of politicians who would 
attempt to appeal to the jingoism that can always be 
found in any land. 

The world needs all the petroleum that can be 
produced. The wild places of the world must be 
explored to increase production. Would it not be 
wise if the entire industry—not the petroleum in- 
dustry of this country alone, but the petroleum in- 
dustry of the world—would co-operate and try to 
serve humanity by increasing production to meet the 
needs which are daily becoming more pressing? 

The United States has no ambition to control the 
oil business of the world. It has allowed foreigners 
to come into this country and produce oil. It will 
not withdraw this privilege unless the United States 
is discriminated against. That other countries are 
endeavoring to increase their oil production is nat- 


ural. Knowing how the world needs oil, Uncle 
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Sam wishes all of them success. Why, however, 
should there be any effort to play the dog in the 
manger? Why should any nation try to interfere with 
the legitimate enterprise of another nation, especially 
when that enterprise is devoted to development work 
which, if successful, benefits humanity ? 

This country will defend the rights of its citizens 
in a legitimate manner, but it wants no trouble over 
oil. If there is a spirit of fairness shown by other 
nations, there will be none. There is no good reason 
why there should be friction over attempts to stifle 
the enterprise of anyone in drilling for oil, for the 
world needs the oil, and there will be a market for 
whatever any foreign company can produce, no mat- 
ter how much is produced by American companies. 

If the industry of the whole world could go 
ahead with its search for oil in a spirit of intelligent 
co-operation, there could and would be the sort of 
competition that helps trade, there would be no dis 
turbance in the friendship of nations, and not only 
the whole industry, but the whole worid, would be 


benefited.

The Price of Gasoline 

Someone has said that everybody in Iowa owns 
a car, and almost everybody in the United States. 
As far as it relates to the rest of the United States 
this statement is a slight exaggeration, but certain it 
is that there are some millions of people in this coun- 
try who are very much interested in the price of gaso- 
line. A reduction of a cent a gallon in the price of 
“‘gas’’ may not mean much to the bank account of 
the average automobile owner, but—after so many 
advances—he will welcome even a one-cent cut with 
joy and acclaim. All consumers of gasoline are not 
equally fortunate, however, for the reduction in the 
price has thus far been confined only to certain sec- 
tions of the country. 

The price cutting seems to have started in Texas 
and to have been, in that State, the direct result of 
competition. Contrary to the generally accepted idea, 
perhaps, there is competition in the gasoline busi- 
ness. There has not been any price war started in 
this commodity, nor is there likely to be, but at the 
same time, in certain territories there is very active 
competition, and active competition usually results 
in price shading whenever there is a possibility of so 
doing. In some territories there have been price re- 
ductions, while in other territories, similarly situated 
as far as proximity to points of production is con- 
cerned, there has been no reduction announced as yet. 
There is something behind this seeming misalignment 
of price than the mere presence or absence of com- 
petition, however. 

The demand for gasoline has not been very active 
recently, and some refiners have been placed in a 
somewhat difficult situation, especially if they did 
not have adequate storage facilities. In some of the 
Western fields handling companies which take care 
of a large part of the output have held back their 
orders. In all sorts of refined products the market 
recently has not been what it should be at this sea- 
son. Under the circumstances, it is not surprising 
that there has been a buyers’ market so far as gaso- 
line is concerned, and it may be that the decline is not 
over yet. It is not wise to expect that there is going 
to be any radical break in any sort of petroleum 
products, however. Conditions do not point to any- 
thing of the sort. The slackness of the demand at 
the present time in certain lines is largely seasonal, 
and present conditions are only temporary. In spite 
of the fact that in certain producing centers gaso- 
line has been accumulating recently to an extent that 
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has forced some of the big companies to rush work 
to increase their storage capacity, the consumption 
of gasoline in this country is increasing so rapidly 
that with a normal movement there can be no over- 
It must also be remembered that the de- 
crease in the price of gasoline that has occurred has 
not been the result of any reduction in the price of 
crude oil. There has been no reduction in the price 
of crude and, should there be, it would be a very 
serious matter, for it would certainly decrease de- 
velopment work at a time when it is most important 
that this line of endeavor should receive every en- 


supply. 


couragement. 


The fact that gasoline price reductions have been 
made is assurance to the consumer that the gasoline 
market is no different from any other market, that 
it is controlled by the law of supply and demand 
the same as any other market, and that the cost of 
production, and not what the public can be forced 
to pay, is what is considered in fixing the price. The 
present situation has also brought into prominence the 
fact that there is competition in the market, and, 
while it is very probable that changing conditions 
may soon make the market a sellers’ instead of a 
buyers’ market, the same competition that has as- 
sisted in bringing about a price reduction will be a 


protection to consumers even when the 
fully up to the available supply.

‘The best thing he did, 
Mr. O'Donnell said. was to preside over 
the meeting which selected the right man 
to do the work of the institute. ‘The 
petroleum industry was in for a hanging 
individually,” Mr. O’Donnell said; it had 
to get together and organize to help sta- 
bilize conditions. “If this country goes 
wrong the world has gone to hell, sure,” 
declared Mr. O’Donnell. The institute, he 
added, must finish what it starts. There 
are 101 things to be done and many ideas 
about how they should be done. 


Resolution Adopted 


The following resolution was reported 
from the taxation group :— 

Resolved, That the American Petro- 
leum Institute request the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue to call a conference 
of operators and engineers to assist and 
co-operate with the oil and gas section of 
the bureau in reaching as many definite 
conclusions as possil regarding the fac- 
tors of valuation of oil and gas properties. 

It is further suggested that representa- 
tives be elected from each of the princi-

FRIDAY MORNING SESSION 


The feature of the morning business session 
of the institute was an informal report made 
by Secretary Welch upon the work of the 
petroleum institute to date He said that his 
report would be elaborated and sent to all 
members of the organization Mr. Welch re- 
viewed the various Federal investigations of 
the oil industry that have been going on during 
the past year or so, and he told of the steps 
taken in connection therewith by the institute. 
This was true especially as to the Federal 
Trade Commission's investigation under the 
Dyer resolution. The institute submitted sev- 
eral memoranda to the government officials in 
relation to the gas and oil industry 

Referring to charges of profiteering against 
the oil industry, Mr. Welch declared that gov- 
ernment prosecutions based on such charges 
were dropped because there were no facts to 
sustain them. Mr. Welch told of measures for 
publicity taken by the institute He also re- 
ferred to its co-operation with government, and 
mentioned especially the Fieldner recommenda- 
tions for carburetor adjustment and the sav- 
ing of gasoline. It was questionable whether 
the institute can do anything along this line, 
he said. 

The speaker mentioned the shortage of fuel 
oil for the navy and shipping, of gas oil for 
the artificial gas industry and of gasoline for 
the automotive industry. Co-operation between 
the latter and the oil industry is assured, he 
said, and mentioned steps to work out sugges- 
tions submitted by Mr. Kettering, representing 
the automobile and automotive interests. 

Mr. Welch urged that the oil men should co- 
operate with any and all public authorities in 
any investigation of the oi! situation that may 
be proposed, in order to bring out the facts, 
which could not hurt but would be*certain to 
benefit the industry. 

Mr, Welch was generally congratulated upon 
his report, and thanked for his work Adjourn- 
ment was then had for luncheon, during which 
the Executive Committee met and re-elected 
the officers and directors. Resolutions were 
considered on the gas oil situation, taxation and 
other matters, some of them suggested by the 
several group meetings, but they were deemed 
too important and tchnical matters to be dis- 
posed of without further consideration.

Federal Reserve Credits 














“The Federal Reserve ban f the country 
extend credits against modities in transit 
from producer to const there are cer- 
tain bills that are elig ‘ 1 unt at 
the Federal banks, but those do 1 cludé 
the oil which is in the ground and which Is 
coming from the ground as a settled oduc- 
tion. I have wondered why th petroleum 
industry had ignored this as a basis of credit, 
because with the influences which you have, 
if the question were properly presented to the 
Federal Reserve Board and to th Federal 





Reserve banks, undoubtedly they suld be 
made to appreciate the fact that settled pro- 
duction is one of the most stable forms of 
value I do not intend to discuss this further 
I merely make the suggestion to you in the 
hope that you may think of it a little and 
perhaps take the steps which are necessary 
to add to the credit power of the petroleum 
industry We have been under the impression 
recently that America was going into a con- 
dition of general industrial depression I 
think you need have no fear of that, notwith- 
standing the fact you see factories being 
closed up, notwithstanding the fact that there 
has been a very great recession in prices. 
Many of the prices were very high, some of 
them too high, and there has been going on 
in the last twelve months a conscription of 
credit in this country in certain parts of the 
country, but in a part of the country which 
has a tremendous effect psychologically upon 
the balance of the nation This began about 
last July a year ago. It began when it was 
discovered that the New York city banks had

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DEBATE ON MEXICAN SITUATION 
BETWEEN PESQUIERA AND KELLOGG 





Representative of Mexico Defends His Country—American Attor- 
ney Demands Facts—Delegates Showed Great Interest 
in the Controversy—Article 27 


After Senator Owen had spoken. President 
O'Donnell, after a brief speech, said: 

“Gentlemen, I present the representative of 
Mexico, Mr. Pesquiera.’’ 

Mr. Pesquiera said in part: 

‘‘Permit me to express my appreciation to 
your honorable president for the very courteous 
manner of according me the privilege of ad- 
dressing you on a subject so near to the heart 
of every Mexican. 

“Not only as Mexican representative, but as 
a Mexican citizen I requested the privilege of 
addressing you in the hope of giving you a 
truthfy! account of the Mexican side of the 
petroleum question. I regret that, owing to 
my unpreparedness and the lack of time, and 
lack of knowledge of your language, I shall 
not be able to do full justice to my subject, 
I am not a lawyer. It is beyond my power to 
present the case from the Mexican point of 
view in the same masterly fashion brought 
into play by the other speaker in presenting 
the viewpoint of his chief. You might have 
gained the impression that Mr. Kellogg was 
voicing the opinion of all the American com- 
panies operating in the Mexican oll flelds, but 
the fact remains that not all companies belong 
to the association. There are very important 
companies that do not belong to the associa- 
tion, and not all members of the association 
share the radical views expressed and graph- 
ically described by this legal representative. 
In trying to make a case the speaker men- 
tioned robberies suffered by paymasters of the 
companies, blaming the Mexican officials for 
those acts Cannot we in turn blame the 
companies’ employes for combining in league 
to commit those robberies? 

“There has been an unfortunate loss of life 
in Mexico during the many years of civil war. 
Believe me or not, Americans were safer un- 
der those conditions than even the natives of 
Mexico Those ynfortunate things are un- 
avoidable even in countries wholly at peace, 
and you should not lose sight of the fact that 
the Mexican situation has improved rapidly 
in the very short period under the leadership 
ff the new government, headed by President 
de la Huerta and a group of young men of 
high ideals 

“We have suppressed gambling along the 
Mexican border and we have all manner of 
facilities to welcome the American who may 
wish to go to Mexico to work honestly Our 
officials along the boundary line are courteous 
and affable and friendly, and the people of 
that section have become fully aware of the 
change. We desire to avoid all hindrances to 
the conclusion of our work so well begun 


Obregon a Real Man 


“General Obregon, who will take over the 
Presidency of Mexico on the first of December, 
is conceded even by Mr. Kellogg to be a real 
man So no apologies are needed for him. As 
no real reason could be offered to place Obre-

“I beg to inform you that Mexican capita! 
as well as French and Italian, is now taking 
a serious interest in Mexican oil and that some 
corporations are already organized with the 
intent to insure for themselves a share of the 
production in which American capital has 
been so successful It seems that they did 
not find the situation so desperate nor our 
Mexican laws so arbitrary as some seem to 
think. 

“A spirit of real friendship and a desire to 
settle all controversies inspired me on reach- 
ing this country, A number that are present 
here are well aware that I have honestly and 
in good faith offered to suggest to the com- 
panies how to work for the adjustment of 
difficulties, and I have invited Americans to 
Mexico for personal conferences between them 
and my government. I have the absolute 
certainty that once my proposition is accepted 
we may be able to discuss with heads of the 
oll companies, with men able to understand 
the limits of their own rights and the attitude 
of my government in order to safegyard the 
future interests of Mexico and the petroleum 
question will be definitely arranged But so 
long as the petroleum companies trade with 
the Mexican government, as they have been 
doing so far, through the one medium of sub- 
ordinate and interested lawyers whose main 
aim is to prolong the duration of the diffi- 
culties which constitute the basis for their 
employment, they will reach no understand- 
ing 

“I will simply reiterate what I have already 
stated on different occasions'—Article 27, in 
so far as it refers to the petroleum question,

Ask Mr. Doheny, the Standard Oil Co., the 
Texas Co., the Gulf Co., the Sinclair Co., the 
Island Co., to mention only a few, Ask con- 
servative companies like the Tidewater Co., 
which, notwithstanding crowded conditions, 
are nevertheless at this time getting into 
Mexican oil fields. It is unfortunate that other 
American interests are not represented as they 
shoyld be in Mexico, wrongfully influenced by 
various propaganda. 


No Pumpers in Mexico 


“The conditions for the exploitation of the 
petroleum of Mexico are incomparably cheaper 
and more profitable than those of any other 
country in the world. While the average daily 
production of American fields per well is a 
little over five barrels, according to the United 
States Geological Survey, the average daily 
production of each Mexican well is 1,190 bar- 
rels. I beg to remind my audience that only 
two days ago it was stated that no Mexican 
well had been profaned by a pump, and I beg 
to call attention to the well-known fact that 
such a profanation entails an additional cost 
of about 40 cents per barrel in California. 

“Our production this year will be about 
140,000,000 barrels, and we hope it will con- 
tinue to increase; for, notwithstanding the 
gloomy picture and the terrible predictions 
made to the American public by Mr. Doheny 
in connection with present conditions and the 
future conditions in Mexico, every day sees 
fresh investments in Mexican fields, 


Doheny in Mexico 


“Mr. Doheny, it is true, is and shoyld be, 
considered one of the successful pioneers in 
. the petroleum industry of Mexico. He is not 
exactly what one would class as a friend of 
Mexico, but he is undoubtedly a brilliant busi- 
ness man. He has spent large sums of money 
in the Mexican oil fields; but has not Mexico 
repaid Mr. Kellogg's employer many times 
over for all he has spent and risked? Any 
one of you can easily answer this question. 
The stock exchange and the income tax re- 
turns will tell the story. 


With this in mind, Mexico is at a loss to 
understand the unfriendly attitude of Mr. 
Kellogg and those who share his views. 


Mr. Kellogg spoke of the Eighth Command- 
ment.

Mr. Pesquiera’s Mission 


My mission in this country at this time, 
however, is not that of arguing, but that of 
arranging. We want to arrange this question, 
which might prove to be inimical to the carry- 
ing on of the plan of improvement and prog- 
ress which my government have undertaken, 
and which they have begun to perform with 
unquestionable success. Just as I am not a 
lawyer, neither am I a diplomat Up to the 
time of my arrival my speech has been 
clear. With all my strength I have tried to 
break through what you cail red tape, hoping 
for a man-to-man talk. In my letter to your 
Secretary of State, given to the press on Octo- 
ber 29th, Mexico indignantly denied any 
thought of repudiation or confiscation, standing 
ready and willing o adjus and pay every 
obligation in due accord with justice and in- 
ternational law. We declare to the world that 
no one of our laws shall ever be given an re- 
troactive effect, nor shall we ever shame our 
sovereignty by confiscation of legitimate rights 
in private property. What more can be justly 
asked We declare that Mexico is ready and 
willing to submit to an arbitration tribunal 
every difference of every kind, character and 
nature whatsoever that might possibly arise 
between the sovereign Government of the 
United States and its people and the sovereign 
Government of Mexico and its people, and the 
decision shall be conclusive and effective. 


Hand of Honorable Friendship 


Thus we reach out the hand of honorable 
friendship; and I say to you that if it is not 
accepted, the reason for refusal will not be 
founded in the ill faith of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been spent in poisoning public opinion 
both in the United States and in Mexico. My 
people look forward in friendship to a great 
peaceful development in our country in con- 
jurrtion with the capital, genius and brains of 
this great country. We want your good will 
l assume you want our good will My people 
are a proud people and an honest people 
There is no length to which we will not go in 
dignity, in honor, in upright self-respect to 
meet the principles and ideals of this country; 
but I know my people well. I promise you 
that the sovereign Government of Mexico, rep- 
resenting the people of Mexico, will never ac- 
cede to a condition or a situation where a 
small group of especially privileged gentlemen 
who know exactly what they want shall dic- 
tate the terms and conditions upon which re- 
lations between the two countries shall be 
sumed.

Kellogg Wants to Ask Questions 


F. R. Kellogg said:—‘‘Mr. Pasquiera, I ask 
yvu to remain Will you do me that favor? 
If you Will be so kind, you will do me a great 
personal fayor. My reason for asking you to 
remain is that I want to ask you some ques- 
tions.”’ 

(Mr. Pasquiera took a seat in the audience.) 

Mr. Kellogg:—‘Will you do me the great 
favor to come in front, Mr. Pasquiera?’’ 

(Mr. Garfis indicated that Mr. Pasquiera 
could not comply with the request.) 

Mr. Kellogg:—‘‘Is this gentleman one of the 
speakers, Mr. President?’’ 

Mr. Garfis:—‘‘As a Mexican, I believe it is 
not fair to ask Mr. Pasquiera, who is unpre- 
pared, to answer any questions that an attor- 
ney might put to him at this time.’’ 

Mr. Kellogg:—‘‘I will retire in favor of any 
practical oil man who is familiar with the 
Mexican question and situation and let him 
put the questions, if anything in my mentality 
is supposed to be dangerous to Mr. Pasquiera., 
I also want to take this opportunity of giving 
Mr. Pasquiera the fullest opportunity to ask 
questions either of myself or of any of our as- 
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sociates who are here today, for there are a 
number of them; and we place ourselves and 
our records unqualifiedly at his disposition; 
and if he believes that that should be done by 
a lawyer rather than by himself, the same 
offer holds true as to any man whom he may 
select, either of the Mexican bar or of the 
United States bar, or any practical man not a 
lawyer. And if Mr. Pasquiera would like to 
be informed now as to any point upon which 
he thinks any of us can give him any infor- 
mation, we are here ready and more than will- 
ing to have him do so. 


Not to the Point 


While the legal profession seems to be some- 
what out of favor with the last speaker, I 
detect some evidences of legal training in his 
remarks; for it is a fundamental principle of a 
certain part of the bar of this country that 
when you have no case, the best plan is to 
curse out the other lawyer; and I am really 
astounded to find that after Mr. Pasquiera’ has 
asked the permission of this assemblage to an- 
swer my remarks, there is absolutely no an- 
swer suggested in anything which he has said 
to any of the fundamental points by which the 
American oil producers in Mexico find them- 
selves aggrieved today. 


“It is to be literally an astounding situation. 
I think that those of you who were so good as 
to listen to my rambling remarks the other 
night will bear me out when I say that I tried 
to deal in facts; 1 tried to refer to records 
official in their nature. If I failed, I am at 
least ignorant of the causes of my failure, and 
of the particular instances in respect of which 
I have failed. 


“I have taken up with you the decrees, I 
have read to you Article 27, which is at the 
basis of all the difficulties that now exist be- 
tween Mexico and the United States as far as 
the oil question is concerned. I have referred 
you to the history of the earlier laws. I have 
read to you quotations from the decisions of 
the United States Supreme Court to which Mr. 
Pasquiera has referred in the previous article. 
I have done everything I know how to do, and 
ask you gentlemen to consider the merits of 
our case on the basis of the underlying facts 
and not upon theories or mere generalities; 
but I find that the principal part of the argu- 
ment, aside from one thing on which I am go- 
ing to speak directly, is an attack upon myself 
as having been engaged in some _ scurrilous, 
mendacious and wrongful acts, and I will not 
answed that because my personality is negli- 
gible, but the attack upon Edward L. Doheny 
I wish to analyze 


Mr. Doheny Defended 


“Why is it that Mr. Doheny and Mr. Walker 
and myself have been held out to the world as 
enemies of Mexico because we would not in 
respect to our various duties urge or permit 
the people with whom we were associated to 
commit financial suicide? 

“We have never—and I ask Mr. Pasquiera, 
as a man of honor, to correct me if I am wrong 
—we have never committed one act of aggres- 
sion against Mexico or any of her citizens at 
any time since this trouble began. Mr. Do- 
heny’s reputation among all who know him 
has been that of a man who has for years 
been a true friend of Mexico, a man who has 
numbered among some of his most valuable 
friends many of the leading citizens of Mexico, 
both formerly and today; a man who has of- 
fered to do anything a man can do towards 
helping with his own financial resources the 
reconstruction of a country which has suf- 
fered so long from internicine war; a man 
who brought into that country sources of 
wealth never before known, from which these 
gentlemen have recently advertised that they 
expect to recover to the extent of 54,000,000 
pesos or $27,060,000 per year. This is their 
statement to financial men of New York. A 
man who has raised the wages of the laboring 
man from 20 centavos or 10 cents a day to 5 
and 6 pesos ($2.50 or $3 a day); a man whose 
name is not only respected but revered by 
those employes who have frequently, with the 
greatest loyalty and sometimes even with 
heroism, taken care of his properties when 
the difficulties between Mexico and the United 
States have compelled the American employes 
to temporarily retire from the field; a man 
whose greatest boast in this world—and it is 
a true statement—is that he has been able to 
attract to himself men who the more they 
know him love him the better. There is no 
act and no deed of Edward L. Doheny, or of 
anybody who has endeavored to represent him, 
which can justly be pointed to today as an act 
of hostility, of unfairness, of mendacity re- 
garding Mexico or to its disadvantage, or that 
of any of its officials or citizens, except that 
they have dared to stand up for their rights. 

“This is the point where my question will be 
pertinent to any man who is willing to see the 
full truth brought to light and from whom no 
refusal to answer questions would come. 1 
challenge Mr. Pasquiera and anybody in 
Mexico or here to point to one act of wrong or 
to one misstatement of fact that Edward L. 
Doheny or anybody who has had the honor and 
privilege of being associated with him has ever 
done or made contrary to truth and right and 
justice, and I will make the same challenge 
and it stands good until it is answered, with 
respect to any of the oil-producing companies 
of Mexico now or heretofore. 


Wants a Debate 


‘You of the American Petroleum Institute 
have here a great function which you can per 
form, and it occurs to me right here that 
there is nobody who wishes to take advantage 
of any temporary opportunity which will ré 
sult in a seeming disadvantage being taken of 
Mr. Pasquiera or anybody in our great, and we 
hope friendly, neighboring nation. Let us 
pause today—although I am going to allude to 
this a little later in a way that should not be 
offensive to anybody—let us inquire today 
whether inquiries may properly be made to 
bring out the truth, and I am willing to submit 
to a committee of this association this ques- 
tion, and let me ask you, Mr. Chairman and 
members of the Petroleum Institute, whether 
it can be arranged thet a real joint debate 
shall take place between those who approve of 
the doctrine of American rights in Mexico and 
those who believe Mexico's attitude has been 
honorable and fair, and let either side produce 
any speakers, and as many speakers as the cir- 
cumstances and time will permit, so the world 
can have a full and thorough searching of 
facts, and so the world may have the state- 
ment made of what the facts really are

Facts Are Wanted 


“One word from the gentleman who repre- 
sents the present government of Mexico can 
settle that question once and forever, so far 
as the American petroleum industry is con- 
cerned, 


“I say one word. He may need five, for an- 
swers must be given to these questions:— 


‘Will you stop the reception of further de- 
nouncements whether of Americans who_ be- 
lieve in the Carrancista doctrine or by Mexi- 
cans upop lands that have been honestly ac- 
quired by American oil companies for oil pur- 
poses before May Ist, 1917? 

‘In the second place, will you stop the grant- 
ing of alleged concessions which are in the 
same class as these denouncements until a 
later date? 

‘In the third place, will you stop the pro- 
ceedings under the denouncements and the 
concessions already outstanding? 

‘‘In the last place, will you allow us to drill 
our properties without asking the leave of 
those gentlemen who have seen fit to assert a 
better right than we possess and who have 
based that alleged better right upon the Car- 
ranza decrees and the constitution of 1917? 

‘*Those are the underlying points. Until we 
get rid of them there never will be harmony 
between the Mexican Government and the 
American petroleum companies that have gone 
there. There can be no harmony. We want 
to know why five months have elapsed since 
Mr. de la Huerta first made his statement 
that the Carranza decrees should be derogated, 
without one thing having been done to dero- 
gate them, and some additional denouncements 
and some additional concessions have been 
issued? 

“What are we to expect 
Is that friendship by Mexico to American in- 
terests abroad? There is a desire for better 
relations which Mr. Pasquiera has so pleas- 
antly alluded to; but let us find out the facts 
first. The time has come when it is not only 
the privilege, but it is the duty, of those who 
represent the present and not the future Mexi- 
can Government to take the world into their 
confidence and let us know what we may ex- 
pect, so that the cloak of generalities may be 
removed and we may get the exact facts and 
an absolute prognosis of the future.

There were a number of stories 
circulated as to the reason for his chang- 
ing his mind, one of them being the ob- 
trusion of the Mexican problem into the 
convention's program, and there were 
others more personal.

“The problem of the business today,” 
said Mr. Bedford, “is not profits and large 
markets, but conservation and larger pro. 
duction. The world is short of oil, but 
the situation will not be improved either 
by trade rivalries for concessions, or by 
the capture of market monopolies. What 
international trade needs is the removal 
of every vestige of artificial regulation 
and restriction, and this applies particu- 
larly to the petroleum industry. A great 
popular outcry is heard both in Great Brit- 
ain and on the Continent against govern- 
ment control of trade in_ essentials. 
Bureaucracy dies hard, however, and 
much of the war machinery for the offi- 
cial direction of business has survived. 
Not only is it superfluous and an unnec- 
essary public expense, but it is keeping 
prices high, and it is one of the causes of 
the continued inflated budgets. Britain 
and Europe have made a very tardy re- 
sponse to the drop in commodity prices 
on this side, and the British and European 
press put the responsibility upon govern- 
ment control. . 

“In France.” continued Mr. Bedford, 
“the petroleum monopoly which was es- 
tablished during the war is still in exist- 
ence, but it has not had the effect of 
cheapening the cost of petroleum products 
to the consumer, neither has it brought 
about any improvement in the existing 
rather cumbersome and_ uneconomical 
methods of distribution. Because of its 
geographical position in respect to the 
sources of production, France is naturally 
competing territory, and of all large oil 
markets it would probably profit most by 
an open door policy. The oil interests, 
however, hope that the French Govern- 
ment, which has exhibited great breadth 
of view and skill in the administration 
of the country’s affairs. will before long 
dissolve the monopoly and give the people 
the benefit of unrestricted trade and com. 
petition. In this expectation an alliance 
has been made by us with the powerful 
Banque de Paris et des Pays Bas in the 
organization of the Standard Franco- 
American Oil Co.

The San Remo Agreement 


This government has noted in this connection 
a public statement of His Majesty’s Minister 
in Charge of Petroleum Affairs to the effect 
that the San Remo agreement was based on 
the principle that the concessions granted by 
the former Turkish Government must be hon- 
ored. It would be reluctant to assume that 
His Majesty’s Government has already under- 
taken to pass judgment upon the validity of 
concessionary claims in the regions concerned, 
and to concede validity to certain of those 
claims which cover, apparently, the entire 
Mesopotamian area. Indeed, this government 
understands your note to deny having taken, 
and to deny the intention to take, any such 
ex parte and premature action. In this con- 
nection, I might observe that such information 
as this government has received indicates that, 
prior to the war, the Turkish Petroleum Co., 
to make specific reference, possessed in Meso- 
potamia no rights to petroleum concessions or 
to the exploitation of oil; and in view of your 
assurance that it is not the intention of the 
mandatory power to establish on its own be- 
half any kind of monopoly, I am at some loss 
to understand how to construe the provision 
of the San Remo agreement that any private 
petroleum company which may develop the 
Mesopotamian oil fields ‘‘shall be under per- 
manent British control.’’ 

Your Lordship contrasts the present produc- 
tion of petroleum in the United States with 
that of Great Britain and some allusion is 
made to American supremacy in the petroleum 
industry. I should regret any assumption by 
His Majesty's Jovernment or any other 
friendly power, that the views of this govern- 
ment as to the true character of a mandate 
are dictated in any degree by considerations of 
the domestic need or production of petroleum, 
or any other commodity. 

I may be permitted to say, however, for the 
purpose of correcting a misapprehension which 
your note reflects, that the United States pos- 
sesses only one-twelfth, approximately, of the 
petroleum resources of the world. The oil re- 
sources of no other nation have been so largely 
drawn upon for foreign needs, and your Lord- 
ship’s statement that any prophecies as to the 
oil-bearing resources of unexplored and un- 
developed countries must be accepted with re- 
serve, hardly disposes of the scientific calcula- 
tion upon which, despite their problematical 
elements, the policies of states and the antici- 
pations of world production are apparently 
proceeding. The Government of the United 
States assumes that there is a general recog- 
nition of the fact that the requirements for 
petroleum are in excess of production, and it 
believes that opportunity to explore and de- 
velop the petroleum resources of the world 
wherever found should without discrimination 
be freely extended, as only by the unhampered 
development of such resources can the needs 
of the world be met 

But it is not these aspects of oil production 
and supply, in so far as they are of domestic 
interest to the United States, with which I 
am concerned in this discussion. I have 
alluded to them in order to correct confusing 
inferences. liable to arise from certain depart- 
ures, which I believe I discern in your Lord- 
ship’s communication, from the underlying 
principles of a mandate, as evolved and sought 
to be applied by the Allied and Associated 
Powers to the territories, brvught under their 
temporary dominion’ by their joint struggle 
and common victory. This dominion will be 
wholly misconceived, not, to say abused, if 
there is even the slightest deviation from the 
spirit and the exclusive purpose of a trustee- 
ship as strict as it is comprehensive.

il the present time, the _bottom 
mates have given more trouble in con- 
nection with leakages and fires than any 
other cause. The tank car was originally 
designed to be_a large shipping container 
for liquids. No bottom outlet is neces- 
sary for such use, but the outlet has been 
provided and permitted solely for the 
convenience of the consignee in unload- 
ing the tanks. It is contrary to element- 
ary principles of safety to make a hole 
in the bottom of a tank containing 
thousands of gallons of a dangerous in- 
flammable liquid, and depend upon any 
device to keep it closed. ’ On English 
railroads a bottom valve is not allowed 
in any “tank wagon” carrying inflamma- 


ble liquids of the first class. Further- 
more. such liquids as gasoline are not 
transported in ‘“‘tank wagons of any 
type. 


Cannot Eliminate Valves 


The Bureau of Explosives appreciates 
that the bottom outlet valve cannot be 
eliminated in a short period of time. We 
also realize that until an absolutely re- 
liable tank car is obtained some reme- 
dies may be instituted to relieve the 
existing situation. It would approach 
the ideal if these outlets in the present 
type of tank car could be provided with 
valves which would not permit of leak- 
age of contents of the tanks. No type 
of valve, however, has yet been placed in 
service which successfully accomplishes 
this result. As all outlet valves so far 
have proved inadequate the next best 


thing to do is to use a solid valve cap 
as a second defense against leakage at 
the bottom of the outlet chamber. 

The lack of really tight outlet valves 
is the principal cause of the present diffi- 
If tank car build- 


culties of tank cars. 
























ers and owners had made a serious effort 
years ago to correct the situation, really 
tight outlet valves might have been de- 
veloped. They have, however, made no 
such effort until recently. It is hoped 
that some one of the experimental types 
now under service tests may prove satis- 
factory. 

When extensions in the way of nipples 
and stop cocks are added to the outlet 
chamber the hazards are very greatly 
increased. Extensions with supplement- 
ary valves extending below the bottom 
of the outlet chamber provide additional 
joints each one of which is an additional 
possibility for leakage. These extensions 
are also liable to be struck and knocked 
off or ruptured by flying ballast or ob- 
structions during transit. The only plea 
made by tank car owners for these ex- 
tensions is that they minimize the chance 
of trouble from a leaky outlet valve when 
the consignee starts to make connection 
to unload the car. In supporting this 
plea no consideration is given to the 
fact that the extensions increase the haz- 
ards while the car is in the hands of the 
carrier. 

We agree that if the use of such ex- 
tensions were limited to tank cars while 
standing still, they would furnish a 
great convenience, but it is the danger 
and hazard during movement of the tank 
cars which must be guarded against, and 
the consideration of which, from a safety 
standpoint, is far greater than the con- 
venience accruing from the use of such 
equipment during the unloading process. 


Gasoline Is Dangerous 


The principal losses in the transport- 
ation of inflammable liquids occur from 
shipments of gasoline. What is more 
startling is that gasoline has enforced its 
recognition as the most dangerous com- 
modity transported on American rail- 
roads. The Bureau of Explosives’ rec- 
ords show that from 1910 to the begin- 
ning of the present year, gasoline was re- 
sponsible for 83 per cent. of the deaths, 
63 per cent. of the personal injuries. and 
over 49 per cent. of the property loss and 
damage occurring in the transportation 
of all classes of dangerous articles, ex- 
clusive of explosives. In the majority of 
the gasoline losses the bottom outlets 
started the trouble. 

So long as the railroads put up with 
this situation, paying for the losses of 
contents and standing the incidental losses 
from resulting fires, delayed operations, 
ete., just so long will improvement of the 
bottom outlet arrangements be delayed. 

The action taken at the June 4, 1920 
meeting of the Tank Car Committee, 
American Railway Association. against 
supplementary extensions, is believed to 
be a step in the right direction. It 
amended section 7 of the tank car speci- 
fications by adding sub-paragraph ‘‘c”’ 
reading as follows :— 

“No nipples, valves or other attach- 
ments shall project below the bottom out- 
let cap except while car is being un- 
loaded.” 

Thus the new ruling permits these ex- 
tensions to be used only while the tank 
ear is being unloaded. ; 

This decision of the Tank Car Commit-

Bowling Green Refinery 


Equipment for the refinery of the West- 
ern Kentucky Pipeline, Producing & Re- 
fining Co. is being unloaded at Bowling 
Green, in Western Kentucky. Four boil- 
ers have been unloaded on the site of the 
plant along the L. & N. railroad siding, 
and work is going on on a series of 
switches, numbering three. and work is 
progressing nicely. Much gravel has 
been unloaded at the refinery site for 
building work. Teams have been work- 
ing taking away the debris from the 
ground getting ready to grade for the 
plant. tefinery and equipment has been 
loaded at East St. Louis, Ill, and ship- 
ments have already been made, the en- 
tire plant being due at Bowling Green 
most any time. The refinery is to be 
located on the Eastern side of the city, 
and will be a big thing for Bowling 
Green. It is an ideal place for a refining 
plant owing to the shipping facilities. It 
is along the main branch of the L. & N. 
railroad from Cincinnati to New Orleans 
and the terminus of the branch from 
Memphis, as well as water system to ship 
from. By water oil and its products can 
be shipped from the docks at Bowling 
Green via the Barren River. thence into 
the Green River to the Ohio River, thence 
from there either southwest to New Or- 
leans or intermediate points or as far 
east as Pittsburgh. The new plant will 
have a capacity of 2,000 barrels a day 
when completed.

Gasoline Breaks Record 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24,

that during the month of September 
there was a continued increase in the 
production of gasoline. During this 


month the daily average from the refiner- 
ies was approximately fifteen million gal- 
lons. This is the highest output of gaso- 
line ever recorded. The production of 
this product has increased almost con- 
stantly since February 1920. 

During the first nine months of 1920 
the refineries manufactured approximate- 
ly 3,500 000,000 gallons of gasoline, while 
during the same period of 1919, their 
output was approximately 2,900,000, 
showing that for the first nine months of 
this year the refineries turned out over 
600,000,000 gallons of gasoline more than 
for the corresponding period of 1919. 


The amount of gasoline in storage as 
of September 30 was less at the end of 
August. and was 90 million gallons lower 
than September a year ago. However, 
stocks show 18 million gallons of gasoline 
more than on September 30, 1918. The 
amount of gasoline still remaining in stor- 
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age on September 30 of this year totaled 
approximately 298 million galluns. Ex- 
ports of gasoline for the first nine months 
of this year were almost 200 million gal- 
lons of gasoline more than for the same 
period of 1919.

SEEKS OIL IN JERSEY 


Robert Walker, of This City, Secures 
Drilling Rights in Morris 
County 


TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 20, 1920. 

Two agreements for drilling rights for 
oil on two farms in Roxbury ‘Township, 
Morris County, N. J., have been filed in 
the office of the county clerk of that 
county. The agreements were concluded 
recently They provide that operations 
shall be started within six months from 


the date of the signing of the papers. 


The first agreement is between Robert 
Walker, of 1476 Broadway, New York 
City, and Albert and Bessie Riggs, of 
Roxbury Township, while the other is 
hetween Walker and Charles and Jessie 
Wack, of the same locality. Walker 
spent last summer at Succasunna. While 


ramping around the country in Roxbury 
Township he says that he found evidence 
of oil on the farms. 
The land affected by the agreements 
covers about thirty-five acres—twenty on 
e Riggs farm and fifteen on the Walker 


property. A third agreement, which 
Waker is said to have signed, covers 
about fifteen acres. This has not yet 
been filed. 


The contracts for a nominal considera- 
tion of $1 give Walker exclusive rights 
for two years to prospect for oil and gas 
on the properties. He is to install the 
drilling outfit, and within one year must 
drill one or more wells, not less than six 
inches in diameter, to a depth of at least 
590 feet unless a deposit of oil or gas is 
found before that depth is reached.

Well Supplies to Be 
Available 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23, 1920. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has recently issued a record amendment 
to service order No. 20 concerning the 
use of open top railway cars, as to which 
the American Petroleum Institute says :— 

“This means, in effect, that the ordi- 
nary flat bottomed coal car, regardless 
of height of sides, may be loaded with 
oil well supplies by the mills and supply 
companies without requiring permits as 
heretofore. 

“It does not follow that the mills and 
supply companies will be given a full 
supply of cars immediately as the rail- 
Ways are still obliged to take care of the 
coal loading in preference. There should, 
however, be immediately available car 
supply for oil well supplies in excess of 
that heretofore authorized by permit.”,

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CONSUMPTION OF GASOLINE 
KEEPS WELL UP WITH PRODUCTION 


Over-Production of Gasoline Controlled Automatically by Curtailment—Ex- 
ports of Gasoline—lIncrease in Use of Automobiles—Second of

In a previous article it was shown that the production of gasoline has increased 


at a very rapid rate during the past sixteen years. 


That gasoline consumption has 


been keeping pace with production is evident from the fact that there have not been 
any decided breaks in the production curve which would have been the case had ex- 


cess stocks been allowed to accumulate. 


Over-production 


of gasoline is controlled 


somewhat automatically for as soon as stocks accumulate beyond a certain point, 
a number of small refineries are forced to shut down until they can find an outlet for 


their product.

Exports of Gasoline 


The export of gasoline and naphtha for the 
years 1904 to 1919 inclusive are shown graph- 
ically by Figure 2. Since 1912 the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce has made 
a division of the light petroleum distillates 
that are exported into ‘‘gasoline’’ and ‘‘naph- 
tha and other light products of distillation 
other than gasoline.'’ As naphtha is included 


with gasoline in the refinery statistics col- 
lected by the Bureau of Mines, the export 
figures used represent the sum of both types 
of products The export figures include ship- 
ments to Alaska, Hawaii, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines as well as those consigned to the 
American Expeditionary Force 
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The curve shows that in the sixteen-year 
period, 1904 to 1919 inclusive, there has been 
a marked increase in exports of gasoline and 
naphtha, the increase being particularly no- 
ticeable since 1914, the first year of the war. 
This gives an indication of the large amounts 
of gasoline used for military purposes and is 
the more impressive when account is taken of 
the fact that previous to the war Germany 
was one of the leading importers of American 
gasoline and naphthas, and even before 1917, 
the year the United States entered the war, 
shipments to the Central Powers were prac- 
tically stopped. The extent to which the 
military demands for gasoline were responsi- 
ble for the large exports of gasoline during 
the years of the war is also well illustrated 
by the decided break in the export curve for 
1919. The exports for 1919 amounted to only 
67 per cent. of those for 1918 and were some- 
what less than the exports for 1917. The de- 
preciation of foreign exchange and high cost 
of marine transportation are partly respon- 
sible for the decrease in exports for 1919, but 
the withdrawal! of gasoline used for military 
purposes has been a very important factor. 

The comparatively slight demand for gaso- 
line for export was one of the unexpected 
features of the year 1919 as related to the 
oll industry It was thought that practically 
as soon as hostilities ceased there would be 
a decided demand for gasoline to be used in 
all types of motor vehicles, for during the war 
the use of gasoline was so restricted, partic- 
ularly in England and France, that it was 
practically impossible to make use of auto- 
mobiles except for business of the utmost 
importance. The expected demand for gaso- 
line for export did not materialize. Due to 
high freight rates for ocean transportation 
and depreciation of foreign exchange, Euro- 
pean countries did not buy as liberally as was 
predicted, although there is every reason to 
believe that much larger quantities - would 
have been purchased if the price to the con- 
sumer could have been maintained at a lower 
figure. As an example of the high prices for 
gasoline abroad, recent advances have in- 
creased the retail price of gasoline in London 
to more than one dollar per gallon The 
grade of gasoline used in automobiles in 
England is somewhat more volatile than the 
average grade of motor gasoline used in this 
country, and for that reason commands a 
somewhat higher price. The difference in the 
price of the two grades is, however, only a 
few cents per gallon, for the grade known as 
Export Auto Naphtha, 68-72 gravity, was 
quoted at 36% cents per gallon (f. o. b. tank- 
ers, New York) at the same time that 60 
gravity Pennsylvania gasoline was quoted 
at 27 cents (f. 0, b. refinery). Most of the 
dealers in England require that gasoline be 
furnished in cans, which increases the cost of 
their fuel by approximately 10 cents per gal-

well illustrated by the curve for domestic 
consumption. which shows that in the months 
of July and August the consumption of gaso- 
line is practically twice great as for any 
of the winter months. The general nature of 
the curve wou'd not be changed to any ex- 
tent if figures for total consumption were con- 
sidered, there is no appreciable seasonal 
variation in gasoline exports. 

There are also slight seasonal variations in 
the production of gasoline. ' Refineries are able 
to operate to better advantage during mild 
weather, therefore production reaches the high- 
“st point in the summer months and falls off 
juring cold weather. Another reason for a de 
line in production during the winter months 
is due to a falling off in the demand for gaso 
line and a consequent accumulation of stocks 
thus forcing some of the small refineries to 
shut down or to run at reduced capacity 
fhe variations in production are, however, 
much marked than those in consumption 

The stocks of gasoline held at the refineries 
vary considerably during the different months 
of the year, and naturally in the opposite 
direction from gasoline consumption Stocks 
are built up during the winter months when 
consumption is at a minimum and are 
pleted during the summer when the demand 
gasoline is at its height. Stocks usually 
reach a maximum during the months of early 
spring, from which time they decrease dur- 
ing the summer months, reaching a minimum 
in September or October, In 1919 the amount 
xf gasoline in storage did not fo low the gen- 
‘ral rule, for instead of starting to decrease 
in the early spring, it reached a maximum 
level in May, remained practically constant 
for June, the first decided break occurring in 
July At all times during the summer of 
1919 considerably more gasoline was in_ stor- 
age than during the.summer months of 1917 
and 1918 The decided decrease in exports of 
gasoline and the reatively slight increase in 
domestic consumption as compared with 1918 
were mainly responsible for the comparatively 
large quantities of gasoline held in storage 
throughout the year 1919. 

Particular attention is called to the rapid 
depletion of stocks for the months of July and 
August, 1918 This condition became so 
threatening that the Fuel Administration was 
obliged to request the public to observe ‘‘gas- 
less’’ Sundays This regulation aroused con- 
siderable protest, and although not an order, 
but a request, it was observed by practically 
every automobile user in the territory affected.

Figures in Table 3 show the relation between 
the refinery production of gasoline and naph- 
tha (for the years for which statistics are 
available) and the amount of these products 
that were exported.

1904 These statistics show conclusively that 
the exports of gasoline have not increased out 
of proportion to the production nor have they 
at any time been of such magnitude as to ma- 
terially influence the cost of gasoline in this 
country. 


Domestic Consumption of Gasoline 


the figures have shown that at no 
time have the exports of gasoline exceeded 18 
per cent. of the production, it is evident that 
increasing domestic consumption is responsible 
for the phenomenal growth of the gasoline 
industry. Statistics showing stocks on hand 
at the refineries previous to July, 1917, are 
not available, and for that reason it is not 
possible to calculate the domestic consump- 
tion before that date. The approximate do- 
restic consumption of gasoline, by months, 
since July, 1917, is shown by the curve in 
Figure 3. The domestic consumption for a 
giveft month is calculated by taking into con- 
sideration production, increase or decrease in 
stocks and volume of exports during the 
month in question. This figure represents the 
approximate monthly consumption, as no ac- 
count is taken of the stocks held at distrib- 
uting stations, but is sufficiently accurate for 
purposes of comparison. Figure 3 also gives 
curves showing the monthly production and 
stocks on hand at the refineries for the last 
six months of 1917, for the years 1918 and 
1919 and for the first five months of 1920. 

There is a very noticeable seasonal variation 
in gasoline consumption. In the summer 
months automobiles and trucks are exten- 
sively used, and as a result the consumption 
of gasoline reaches a maximum, but due to 
inclement weather and bad roads during the 
winter months it is not possible to use motor 
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That the observance of ‘‘gasless’’ Sundays 
aided materially in conserving gasoline is 
clearly illustrated by the consumption curve 
in Figure 3. Consumption was less in Sep- 
tember (the only month that the ruling was in 
effect) than in August, which is normal, but 
it was also less in September than in October, 
which is unusual. 


Increase in the Use of Automobiles and 


Trucks 


The increased domestic consumption of gas- 
oline can be almost entirely attributed to the 
phenomenal growth of the automobile indus 
try. This industry was started in the late 
nineties, but was at that time of so little ir 
portance that in the census of manufacturers 
in 1899 it was not classed as a separate in- 
dustry, but was grouped with carriage manu 
facturers. Census reports show that the total 
production of automobiles in the United States 
in 1899 was 3,723. The production increased 
to 21,692 in 1904; 126,593 in 1909; 569,064 in 
1914, and reached a maximum in 1917 when 
almost 2,000,000 cars and trucks were manu- 
factured. 


Due to the fact that practically all plants 
were engaged in the manufacture of war ma- 
terials, the production in 1918 dropped to ap- 
proximately 1,200,000 cars and trucks. That 
the automobile industry was able to get back 
to a peace-time basis in short order is shown 
by the fact that the production of cars and 
trucks in 1919 almost attained the high mark 
of 1917. The effects of the war are shown 
by the decreased production of passenger cars 
for the production of trucks increased, even 
after the United States entered the war. The 
production of trucks for 1918 amounted to 
more than two and a half times that of 1916 
and the production of 1919 to approximately 
three times that of 1916. 


The relation between the production of crude 
oil, production of gasoline, and the number 
of automobiles and trucks in use for the 
eleven year period, 1909 to 1919, inclusive, is 
shown by the curves in Figure 4. These 
curves represent the percentage increase in 
production of crude oil and gasoline compared 
with the amounts turned out in 1909, also the 
percentage increase in registration of auto- 
mobiles and trucks compared with the num- 
ber registered in 1909. This period was 
selected for the reason that during it there 
has been the greatest advance in the use of 
automobiles. 

As shown by the curves the marketed pro- 
duction of crude oll increased 106 per cent., 
the production of gasoline 630 per cent., and 
the number of automobiles and trucks in use 
2200 per cent. The varying order of these in- 
creases illustrates very clearly the necessity 
of increasing the production of motor fuel

Fair Export Business Doing in Gasoline and 
Naphtha—Domestic Buyers Showing More 
Interest in Kerosene—Fuel Oil Prices 
Are Steady—Local Quotations. 


Export demand for gasolines and 
naphthas continues to be a feature in 
the market. Refiners have been in re- 
ceipt of good-sized orders, and cars 
arriving from production places have 
been returned quickly to the producers 
Producers have not been handicapped 
on account of the shortage of cases 
and cans recently; the same cannot be 
said of the small handlers of goods in 
cans. The open weather has brought a 
steady run of business to filling sta- 
tions. There has been no change in 
the tankwagon prices of gasoline since 
the decline of 1c. made by the Standard 
people in the New Jersey and Louis- 
iana territory. The tankwagon, bulk— 
or steel barrel price, as it is better 
known here—is unchanged at 3lc. per 
gallon; it was not included in the de- 
clines made some days ago. 

Kerosenes are in good demand, do- 
mestic buyers showing interest. The 
demand for oil for heating is expected 
to be heavier in the impending weeks. 

Fuel oil prices are steady, and de- 
mand is of a routine sort. The mar- 
keters of this product are concentrat- 
ing on increasing stocks so that the 
owners of office and factory buildings 
can have long-term contracts. Some 
of the building people have long-term 
contracts here, but there are others 
who need assurance that stocks will 
be available. The few users of oil of 
this type are able to get their oil with- 
out delay; one of them says he has 
never been delayed in deliveries. On 
the other hand, there have been own- 
ers of buildings who are not willing 
to install fuel-oil equipment until they 
are sure of contracts that will cover 
aterm of years. The oil received here 
comes from Mexico, and production 
figures from that place have been en- 
couraging, latest advices show. 

Gas oil is strong, and stocks are in 
routine demand, and strongly held. 
Buyers having contracts are in better 
position to get supplies than those who 
come into the market now. 

Lubricating oils are soft in spots, 
for weak holders are disposed to meet 
buyers’ views. The concessions in the 
local market do not seem to involve 
the manufacturers, who are in the 
main holding to values asked some 
weeks ago. Stocks for export have 
been accumulating here, but marketers 
are expecting to ship them shortly, 
when they expect exchange conditions 
will improve. Western, mid-continent 
and some other refiners were first to 
make concessions in this group. 

Cylinder oils are quiet, and there has 
been no recovery since the declines of 
a few weeks ago. In this group, the 
Western and mid-continent stocks also 
were the leaders in the _ reactions. 
Large factors in waxes and petrola- 
tums are holding at prices that have 
prevailed for a number of days. The 
wax market presents a condition of 
softness in spots; supplies of some 
grades liberal. Petrolatums are hold- 
ing to about the declines made a few 
weeks ago. The white grades are diffi- 
cult to obtain; dark qualities are in 
fair supply. 

A review of the local market fol- 
lows:— 


GASOLINE AND KEROSENE 


Gasolines and the naphtha grades 
are enjoying a good export demand, 
and the tone of the market is steady. 
Refiners in various localities are ship- 
ping stocks into this city for export in 
a steady stream, and the cars are be- 
ing returned to them as fast as they 
can be unloaded. 

It was quite a few weeks ago that 
changes were made in the local job- 
bing quotations, and the tankwagon 
prices that were subjected to change 
in at least forty of the larger cities of 
the country did not embrace the local 
field. The tankwagon or steel barrel 
price is 31c. per gallon. 

There is a good volume of business 
being done by the domestic trade in 
gasoline. 

Kerosene export and domestic busi- 
ness is fair, with better prospects for 
home trade in the approaching weeks. 
The weather has been against the mar- 
ket here. 

Quotations on oil were as follows:— 

Gasoline in steel barrels, 68@70 de- 
grees, 38c.; 73@76 degree stocks, 4lc.; 
70@72 degrees, 39c. 

Standard water white kerosene was 
quoted at 29c. per gallon for the 130 
fire test; water white, 150 fire test, 29c., 
also. 


FUEL AND GAS OILS 


Fuel oil demand has been brisk, and 
the market somewhat steady. The 
stocks that appear to be available are 
diverted to the oceangoing vessels, and 
most of the oil sold in the past has 
been to this business. The owners of 


skyscraper buildings, dwelling houses 
and factories have been urged to con- 
sume oi: instead of coal, and progress 
is continuing to be made in this branch 
of selling. However, the need of the 
consumer has been for contracts which 
will cover a longer period, as the ex- 
pense of installing oil-burning equip- 
ment is a substantial one for people 
who have large buildings. The city 
authorities are helping in a number of 
ways those who desire fuel oil equip- 
ment, interpreting liberally the ordi- 
nances of the city. Some of the plans 
of buildings, and some of the buildings 
erected, must be subjected to ordi- 
nances that require that changes be 
made in boiler and furnace rooms. 

A number of the people who have 
been directed to change building plans, 
or to make alterations in buildings now 
completed, have not been heard from; 
the supposition is that they have 
abandoned the idea of using fuel oil. 
That view may be wrong, however. 
The equipment people accomplished 
good results here, and succeeded in 
making a good beginning in their ef- 
forts to convert skyscraper owners 
and other building people to the use 
of fuel oiL ° 

Gas oil is displaying good strength, 
and demand from large users contin- 
ues to be active. The price has been 
well maintained, as the stocks are in 
strong hands. The users are confront- 
ed with the fact that producers of oil 
have costs that cannot be circumvent- 
ed, and that relief can be only obtained 
from the user of gas. Gas oil, 32 to.34 
degrees, is quoted at 12c. per gallon, 
bulk, f. o. b. refinery. Fuel oil in bar- 
rels is quoted at 24%c. per gallon, f. 
o. b. New York; Mexican product. 


OTHER REFINED PRODUCTS 


Bearish sentiment is prevalent in a 
number of refined products, especially 
in pale oils and refined waxes. Light 
grades of cylinder oils are in a better 
way than the dark grades, and there 
is no doubt that stocks of some are 
large. Export stocks have not been 
moving in much volume, and shippers 
have in some instances been forced to 
liquidate. The marketers here state 
that they will not sell at the views ex- 
pressed by buyers in general; they 
prefer to wait. They reason that there 
has been little cause for complaint as 
advances have been of the most con- 
servative sort. 

Pale and red paraffine oils in round 
lots are quoted as follows:—903 grav- 
ity, 46@47c.; 885, 31@32c.; 875, 30@ 
3lc. Red, 42@50c. Pale spindle oils, 
200, 50c.; 180, 45@46c. Red spindle, 
200. 42@43c. Mineral seal burning oil 
is held by first hands at 32c., and in- 
dications that prices would be shaded 
were apparent in several’ sources. 
Specialty oils are in routine demand 
as usual, and while it is true that con- 
cessions are being made by weak hold- 
ers, and some of the larger factors, 
they are displaying a better tone than 
that of most of the group. Among the 
products holding steady are transform- 
er and ice machine oils; also cordage 
and railroad oils. 

There is a wide divergence of views 
expressed by sellers and buyers in 
cylinder oils. Light stocks are in a 
stronger position than dark grades, as 
the latter are more plentiful and ef- 
fected by keen competition. There is 
pressure on Western and mid-conti- 
nent stocks, and Pennsylvanias have 
not escaped the trend toward lower 
prices. Quotations of large markets 
stand at what they were a few days 
ago, and while they are the offering 
prices it is possible to do better on a 
firm bid made to small factors. D 
stock, filtered, 85c.; E, filtered, 75c. 
Unfiltered, as follows:—650, 65c.; 630, 
60c.; 600, 50c. Quotations are for fair- 
sized lots. 

Lower gravities of fully refined 
waxes are weaker than high gravities. 
Fully refined American melting point 
waxes are quoted as follows:—118-120, 
814c.; 123-125, 9c.; 128-130, 10c.; 130- 
132, 10%c.; 1383-135, 12@12%c.; 135-

Some Accumulations of Fuel Oil and Other

finery Products in Consumers’ Tanks Reported 
—Continuance of Dull Business With 
Low Prices 


CHICAGO, Nov. 24, 1920. 

Reports from local consumers and from 
the nearby manufacturing cities indicate 
that there are some iccumulations of fuel 
oil and other refinery products in consum- 
ers’ tanks. Salesmen who are in the city 
Say that at Detroit and Cleveland the con- 
sumers are supplied with stocks that will 
under the prevailing rate of consumption 
last for at least a month, and probably 
longer. The market at Pittsburgh is re- 
ported soft, with prices at 81% cents for 
fuel oil, and at Cincinnati the same re- 
port is made as to stocks, with a quotation 
of & cents Incidentally, these prices 
mean that the mid-continent refiner ship 
ping from Group 3 would have to make a 
price of $1.70 per barrel for fuel oil to 
compete with the Pittsburgh price since 
the new freight rates went into effect. An- 
other indication of stocks in this locality 
is that a large Ohio oil company had sev- 
eral of the local buyers on the long dis- 
stance ‘phone seeking for an order for 
fuel oil or other products. The concern 
in question has been very indifferent to 
the buyers in this market during the pe- 
riod of good business, and it did not meet 
with success in its efforts to market some 
of its product in this case. 

The continuance of the dul] business 
with low prices for their products, coupled 
with the high costs for crude, has resulted 
in the closing down of a number of the 
refineries during the week. The list of 
inactive refineries in the Western fields is 
growing to be quite a long one and in- 
cludes several plants of considerable pro- 
ductive capacity, as well as some that are 
not merely skimming plants. On the other 
hand, quite a number of good concerns 
are refusing to sell their product at pres- 
ent prices, and say that they will hold 
their gasoline or fuel oil until they get 
their price for it. This under ordinary 
circumstances would be good policy, but 
the readjustment to a new price level that 
will finally embrace all of the things that 
are offered for sale, including even labor, 
may bring about prices for gasoline next 
spring which will be somewhat lower than 
is anticipated now. Our present views as 
to prices are based on war costs to pro- 
duce and war profits. Both of these will 
be lowered. 


One thing that is engaging the atten- 
tion of the oil refiners and marketers is 
the question of transportation. It is real- 
ized that any change in the present 
freight rates on petroleum, be they fair or 
unfair, will be difficult to secure. Any 
change will require time as well as effort. 
In the meantime, the refiners in the West 
of the class known as tank-car refiners 
find their markets much restricted. At 
the recent meeting at St. Louis between 
the refiners and some of the rai! officials 
it was stated for the refiners that the 
amount of business coming to the West- 
ern tank-car refiner from the Eastern buy- 
ers had been reduced from 30 per cent. of 
the total sales to 2 per cent. of the sales. 
In the discussion the statement was fur- 
ther made that the business to other parts 
of the country to which they had been 
shipping previous to August 26, when the 
new freight rates went into effect, had 
been reduced but a small percentage, if 
at all. Another result of changes in 
transportation is the reported intention 
of the Standard Oil Co., (Cal.) to send 
tankers through the Panama Canal and 
carry the Texs gasoline to California, 
where it will be stored for the coming de- 
mand. The trouble with the plan is that 
it will make the cost of the gasoline laid 
down in California very high The pres- 
ent rate for gasoline at both the service 
stations and the tank wagons is 27 cents 
in Los Anegeles and San Francisco, and 
28 cents at Seattle. There is a freight rate 
of 33 cents a hundred from the field to 
the exporting points in Texas, but this ap- 
plies only to the exports to foreign coun- 
tries and the insular possessions. If the 
railroads would make this rate on ship- 
ments to California it would make a cost 
of two cents a gallon to tidewater. It is 
not at present believable, with crude at its 
present cost, the refiners would sell any 
large qnantity of gasoline equal to the 
California specifications at less than 18 
cents. Here again it looks as if the price 
of crude would have to be declined or the 
tank wagon rate be advanced. 

Another project that has been consid- 
ered by the Western tank-car refiners in 
the past and is again being discussed is 
the building of a pipeline from the Tulsa 
district through to Chicago for the trans- 
portation of refined products. At one time 
during the great freight congestion it was 
seriously discussed, but some great diffi- 
culties were discovered in the path of 
any realization of the idea. There is also 
a movement to make more use of the nat- 
ural and artificial waterways by barge 
transportation. The Standard of Indiana 
did, and as far as the writer knows, still 
supplies its distributing stations on the 
Misissippi by barges from the refinery at 
Wood River, near Alton. 


Fuel and Gas Oil 


The market for fuel oil continues dull 
and heavy, but prices are better main- 
tained than they were at the first of the 
month. Perhaps this is because now is 
not the first of the month. 

The industrial situation is largely re- 
sponsible for this condition. The man- 
ufacturing plants are few of them work- 
ing full time with regular output and 
many are closed down wholly or in part. 
Quite a number of the smaller steel plants 
are down and some of these use quite 
large amounts of fuel oil in their special 
work. The large steel plants are operat- 
ing, but on a reduced time scale, and 
these again are large users of fuel oll. 
Few are using the amount called for in 
their contracts.

Nine gas wells were the completed record 
of the high-grade fields east of the Mississippi 
River during the week, with a combined vol- 
ume of 21,000,000 cubic feet. There is heavy 
development work in the various fields where 
gas is being found, but the week in review 
happened to be one of those weeks when not 
so many reached the proper depth to bring in 
the wells. In West Virginia there are quite a 
number of wells in the gas area that are due 
for completion, and the same applies to the 
Southeastern-Central Ohio fields, and the next 
week or so should see quite a number of gas 
wells added to the list of producers. In the 
Southeastern-Central Ohio fields many dry 
hgles are encountered by the drill in the de- 
‘opment for gas, and they are costly to the 
companies that are making every effort 

to increase their volume for the many trunk 
lines leading from the gas producing areas 
to the distributing points in many cities, 
large and small. The people of these places 
have been using natural gas for heating and 
cooking purposes for many years, and when 
they lose the gas the housewives say ‘‘they 
lose their best friend,’’ and they are about 
right, as it is the greatest known fuel for 
that purpose. The supply of the natural fuél 
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is depreciating rapidly in all the high-grade 
fields and has been for some years, but there 
is still enough to make a good showing if 
used exclusively for cooking purposes, a thing 
that will come about within a very few 
years.

_NORTH CENTRAL TEXAS _ 


Increased Activity in This Field—Sloan Well of 
Johnson Co. North of Breckenridge Brought 
in with Flow of 4,500 Barrels 


FORT WORTH, Tex., Nov. 22, 1920. 

The past week brought increased ac- 
tivity in the North Central Texas fields. 
Breckenridge in the southern territory as 
well as the Kemp-Munger-Allen, the 
Electra and the Texhoma pools in the 
northern part of the field seems to have 
overcome the stagnation brought on last 
week by bad weather and each of these 
fields reported good completions for the 
week. 

Of course Breckenridge with 
completions and _ constantly increasing 
production outdistanced all the other 
fields. The best well of the week in the 
Breckenridge territory was the Sloan well 
of the Johnson Oil Co., which was 
brought in just north of Breckenridge 
with an initial flow of 4,500 barrels. The 
well was making. this flow when only 12 
feet in the pay and with the tools in the 
hole. When drilled deeper and allowed 
to produce the maximum this well gives 
promise of ranking with some of the 
larger gushers to the south of the Breck- 
enridge townsite.

Several other completions 
ranged in initial flow from 500 to 1,500 barrels 

The rest of Stephens county, except for the 
territory surrounding the town of Leeray, in 
the extreme southern part of the county, was 
very quiet in comparison with the activity 
around Breckenridge 


Some ot the larger companies and old-time 
operators are giving considerable attention to 
a field of prospective good production and 
considerable size lying about half way between 
the old Caddo field and the new Breckenridge 
pool. It is the pool opened up six months 
ago by the Pierce Oil Corporation when it 
brought in its W. S. Glenn well. Later the 
same company brought in its W. W. Glenn 
No, 1 with an initial production of 500 barrels, 
and recently the Atlantic Oil Producing Co. 
brought in a 700-barrel well on the Dunlap 
tract, in the same district. 


Long Life Formation 


These wells are preducing from a horizon at 
about 3,260 feet, and the formation is a soft 
gray lime, practically the same as that found 
at Breckenridge. The producing formation is 
very different from the formations in the 
Necessity territory and the Ranger district, 
which is classed as a very hard black lime. 
Long life is the principal feature of the gray 
lime as compared with the black lime. 

The W. S. Glenn well of the Pierce Oil Cor- 
poration, which came in about June 1 with a 
flow of 600 barrels daily, is still flowing 320 
barrels. and to date has made 60,000 barrels 
of oil. The W. W. Glenn well, of the same 
company and in the same district, is making 
420 barrels now at the end of one month. The 
well had an initial flow of 500 barrels. 

The Pierce Oil Corporation and the Atlantic 
Oil Producing Co. are the principal leasehold- 
ers in this new territory, but there are other 
companies that have recently made efforts to 
secure acreage in the new territory. The ter- 
ritory lies about three and a half miles north- 
west of the Swensondale Oil Co.’s property, 
but is said by geologists to be separated from 
the Swensondale pool by what is probably dry 
territory. The same condition is said to exist 
between the new Glenn pool and the Brecken- 
ridge field. 

The unusually good completions were reported 
in Wichita county, one in the Kemp-Munger- 
Allen field, and one in the Electra field. The 
K.-M.-A. completion is the Art-Haynes and 
Cranfill No. 5 Munger, which is on the east 
side of block 30. The well flowed 400 barrels 
the first twenty-four hours, making it the 
largest completion so far in that block. The 
big Electra well is the No. 9 Burnett & Lloyd, 
of the Gladiolus Oil Co., southeast of the town 
of Electra. There were a few other comple- 
tions in the K.-M.-A. field, ranging from 100 
to 150 barrels each. 

There were no completions of unusual] inter- 
est in the Burkburnett or Texhoma pools, 
though both those fields showed a fair in- 
crease in production for the week. Each re- 
ports the usual number of wells brought in 
with ordinary production for the respective dis- 
tricts. 

Considerable interest is manifest in Young 
county, due to activity in the South Bend and 
Eliasville districts. The South Bend district 
reports one fairly good completion. It is known 
as the O., P. & G. well, which is producing 
around 150 barrels from sand at 2,108 feet 

It is reported that work is to begin at once 
on the Kell Railroad line from Newcastle via 
Graham to Eliasville, and taking in tne South 
Bend territory. Talk of this road has taken 
considerable activity in Young county, and it 
is reported that a large tool manufacturing 
concern is to be located at Graham at once. 


Inspecting Field

K.-M.-A. Field Extended 


Operations in the Kemp-Munger-Allen dis- 
trict during the week have several points of 
interest, 

In the South pool the Texhoma Oil & Refin- 
ing Co. has completed its No. 1 in block 16 
for a 100-barrel well, thereby extending pro- 
duction westward into this block from 17, 
where there are several producers. The Tex- 
homa has just completed their first test in 
block 17, this well making 100 barrels also. 
The Texhoma’s No. 1 in block 9 has had 
casing trouble which has delayed completion. 

The 1,500-foot sand discovered in the Uni- 
versal test in block 20, just north of block 19, 
as the casing was being shet, to be pulled and 


abandoned, is coming in for a good share of 
the attention and interest in operations in this 
district. The showing at this unusual depth 
for this district has led to discontinuing the 
preparations to abandon and a standard rig is 
now being placed on the hole to complete at 
this sand depth In the meantime the hole is 
standing in oil, according to reports from the 
field, and the oil is continually bubbling up 
over the top of the casing, indicating some 
gas, but not enough to make a flowing well. 


The 1.500-foot sand is considered by operators 
in this district to be the same sand as that 
encountered slightly below 1,600 feet in the 
W. T. Willis No. 1, in the southeast corner 
of the same block. There was about six feet 
of oil sand here, of apparent richne but the 
water sand was drilled into bef a_ test 
could be made and the water was not cut off. 


Sand on Other Tests 


The same sand is encountered a 
tance east of the Willis well at 1,630 feet, 
according to reports from the tests of Dr 
Wallace, Nixon, et al., and Porter & Barnard, 
in block 21. In the block 21 tests sand is found 
at about the same level as in the W. T. Willis 
The Dr. Wallace test has produced at the rate 
of 200 barrels in twenty-four hours, there be- 
ing a large proportion of water with the oil, 
however, according to reports. Efforts are re- 
ported still under way to shut off the water in 
this test. 

The No. 2 of Nixon et al., in block 21, 
tested out the 1,630-foot sand, and this failing 
to prove productive, is now drilling below 1,700 
feet, for the regular Kemp-Munger-Allen sand. 
The No. 1 is reported as now testing out this 
shallower sand. The Porter & Barnard test is 
also reported on this shallower sand, and test- 
ing. 

W. T. Willis et al. are

Texhoma Pool Operations 


The Texhoma Oi! & Refining Co. has the only 
new completion reported for the Texhoma pool 
the past week, their No. 7 Willis making 
about 50 barrels from the 1,300-foot Texhoma 
sand, This same company is on the gas sand, 
with their first two tests to be drilled to that 
depth. Their No. 25 Cropper offsets the Jones 
Light Oil gasser on the Rexford, and their 
No. 28 Daniel offsets the Camp & Johnson 
Syndicate, the biggest gasser yet brought in in 
the field, completed a short time ago with a 
flow of 35,000,000 cubic feet.

No. 61, cleaning out at 
1,440 feet; No. 67 set casing at 1,550 feet, and 
No. 68, drilling around 1,100 feet

drilling around 1,100 feet, and the No. 2y is 
drilling around 1,300 feet. On the W. F 
Ramming tract the No. 28 is reported drilling 
around 1,780 feet, and the No. 29, drilling 
around 1,300 feet; No. 31, drilling around 1,000 
feet; No. 22, drilling around 709 feet.

Gonzales Well Drilled Deeper 


The Gonzales well No. 2 was drilled in 
deeper less than a foot and increased its flow 
from 2,000 barrels to 4,000 barrels per day.

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Has Good Week in Matter of Production and Sev- 
eral New Wells—Pipeline Runs Show a 
Daily Average of 96,800 Barrels 


WICHITA, Kan., Nov. 22, 1920. 


Kansas has enjoyed a good week, both 
in the matter of production and new 
wells. The pipeline runs show a daily 
average of 96,800 barrels, which is near- 
ing the record of two years ago when the 
larger wells were coming in in the old 
El Dorado field. El Dorado, Peabody and 
Florence, the largest producing areas in 
the state, run 67,000 barrels of oil through 
the lines daily. which are the _ biggest 
runs this territory has ever made. The 
new wells brought in and put on the pump 
during the week will add materially to 
the runs as soon as they are connected 
up. 
The feature of the week which has attracted 
attention all over the Mid-Continent field, 
is the well of Robinson & Loreaux’s on the 
Seibel, in the northeast corner of the north- 
west quarter of 2U-21-5, which hit the sand 
last week and started flowing natural. The 
big well went on the swab Tuesday and 
started off at the rate of 1,000 barrels daily. 
This proved a disappointment to the operat- 
ors, and it was soon discovered that the swab 
rubbers were worn and not working. New 
rubbers were put on the swab in the after- 
noon, and the flow increased to around 2,000 
barrels daily. The swab was then lost in 
the hole, and later fished out. A new swab 
was ordered and arrived Thursday night, and 
Friday morning at three o’clock the well 
started swabbing again. It started off at the 
rate of 107 barrels an hour, and kept it up 
at that rate on an eighteen hour test. 


Biggest Thing in Field 


The Robinson well is the biggest thing yet 
found in the field, according to scouts who 
have been watching the field. It has not 
been drilled into the sand, and the 107 barrels 
an hour test was made with the swab only 
run 150 feet in the hole. Scouts claim that 
when the well is drilled into the sand and the 
swab run to the center of the hole it will 
make between 3,000 and 4,000 barrels daily. 
It will be kept on the swab hooked up to the 
pump. The Prairie Pipeline has been con- 
nected up and is taking the oil. The company 
will start another test within the next week 
or ten days and two more tests as soon as 
arrangements can be made for tools and 


drillers. Doyle Well Is Good 


The first well on the Doyle 80, in the 
northwest quarter of 20-21-5, for which It 
was reported the Ramsey Brothers paid the 
Doyle sisters $160,000 for the lease, has bee. 
drilled in and put on the swab, and is re- 
ported making around 800 barrels daily. Sand 
was found the first of the week at 2,344 feet, 
which showed for a good well. In drilling 
deeper in the sand a break occurred at 2,349 
feet, and at 2,352 feet the big pay was found. 
It is an entirely new sand, according to scouts, 
and has led to the belief that even the big 
pay has not yet been brought to light in the 
Florence district. Reports are also to the 
effect that the well will be swabbed as it now 


stands for several days, when it will be 
drilled deeper in the sand and put on the 
pump. The eompany has five other tests drill- 


ing on the 80, two which should reach the 
sand depth by the last of the week. It is 
said that the Ramsey Brothers will drill out 
the entire 80 acres as rapidly as possible, as 
the Robinson well, together with other wells 
recently brought in, proves the entire 80 
acres. 

The third sensational well in the district is 
that of Jim Davis and associates on the Sei- 
bel in 20-21-5, which is running the tubing 
and getting ready to go on the pump. While 
it has not been tested out, scouts are esti- 
mating it good for around 500 to 700 barrels 
when it goes on the pump, ‘ 

In the Covert district the Phillips Petroleum 
Co. has brought in an important well on the 






Frawley lease, along the eastern edge of 
production, in the southwest corner of the 
northwest of the northeast quarter of 21-21-4.

FUEL OILS NAPHTHA 
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Districts Continue to Show Increasing Activity 
but There Were No Unusual Features jin Past 
Week—Hull Completes a 6,000-Barre] Wel] 


HOUSTON, Tex., Nov. 22, 1920. 

While all fields continue to show in- 
creasing activity in the Gulf coast of 
Texas, there were no unusual features 
during the past week. Hull completed a 
fine well of 6000 barrels pipeline oil, the 
only large well for the week. Other 
completions in the same district gave it 
a total of 6,700 barrels’ production out 
of a total of 7,390 barrels for all districts. 
There were no new wells at West Colum- 
bia and Humble counties to draw blanks. 
There is not as much work going on at 
Humble as there was awhile ago although 
it still has about 20 tests actually under 
way. The Texas Co. and Galena-Signal 
Oil Co. are working over some old, deep 
wells. Goose Creek had but two small 
wells, Damon Mound, Blue Ridge, Mark- 
ham, Barber's Hill none at all. 


Hull Field Shows Up Well 


There has been so much excitement at West 
Columbia and Hull the last month or two that 
the Hull field has been somewhat lost sight 
of. This has not deterred it from forging 
Steadily ahead with a larger number of com- 
pletions for the month than any other field 
except Saratoga, where the wells are smaller. 
A few months ago the Hull field had a daily 
production around 9,000 barrels. Today it is 
more than 25,000 barrels. This increase has 
not been through any sensational wells, but 
rather by many small ones and a few big ones 
But they hold up well and, except in a few 
instances, produce pipeline oil of several de 
grees gravity. On the Dolbear there are wells 
producing several different grades from below 
18 degrees Baume to as high as 39 degrees. 
This is true of other leases. Quite a number 
of good wells have been completed lately on 
the Dolbear and Phoenix leases, in the center 
of the field by the Republic and Gulf Produc- 
tion companies. Last week the former com- 
pleted No. 44 Dolbear, and the first week in 
November completed No. 41 Dolbear, both 3,- 
00U-barrel wells. Besides two or three others 
not quite so large but all having better than 
1,000 barrels initial production. Wells in the 
south end of the field are also showing results, 
as the formation is better understood, and 
trouble from blowouts and heaving shale is 
overcome 

‘lhe Humble Oil & Refining Co. completed 
No. 1 Hooks-Spell during the week just passed, 
flowing 6,000 barrels pipeline oil at a depth of 
3,250 feet. The Empire Gas & Fuel Co, com 
pleted No. 7 Barngrover, south end of the 
field, around 3,000 feet, flowing 500 barrels 
pipeline oil, which is the best producer so far 
on this land. Several wells have had all the 
earmarks of big producers in this section of 
the field, but the hole was invariably in bad 
condition by the time it was possible to com- 
plete through blowouts or heaving shale, so 
that only indifferent producers have been the 
rule. The Higgins Oil & Fuel Co. is testing 
No. 2 Republic, in the same part of the field, 
but north of the Barngrover, at 2,050 feet, and 
the Monarch Oil & Refining Co. is testing No 
1 Harrison at 2,700 feet with No. 3 Harrison 
drilling below 2,400 feet. The Empire Gas & 
Fuel Co, is drilling No. 6 Barngrover around 
3,000 feet and will test goon. On the Doibear 
the Republic Production Co. is deepening No. 
42 from 2,650 feet, where it made an unsuc- 
cessful test last week. South of the Dolbear 
the Gulf Production Co. is building standard 
rig for No. 20 Phoenix, and is testing No. 21 
Phoenix around 2,400 feet. It is also testing 
No. 24 Phoenix at 2,100 feet, and is deepening 
No. 1 Thorhas from 2,800 feet. North of Doi- 
bear the Gulf and Texas companies are drill 
ing No. 10 Morris-Phillips at 3,365 feet. and 
No. 12 Morris-Phillips at 2,800 feet. To the 
west of these the Gulf is deepening No. 2 
Scarborough and is down below 3,100 feet 
Farther west and north the Yount-Lee Oil Co., 
drilling on the Ambrose Merchant-—a new test, 
drilled to cap rock and tested around 1,7 
feet, but got salt water and is drilling deeper. 


Salt Water in Big Wells at West 
Columbia 


Late in the week it was said that salt water 
had begun to appear in the big wells of the 
Texas Co.'s No. 1 Abrams and No. 4% Hogg 
Both began to decline in production earlier in 
the week. No. 1 Abrams is now making about 
3,000 barrels of oil a day; it held up at 7,000 
and 8,000 barrels until a week ago. No. 4% 
Hogg, which made 26,000 barrels two weeks 
ago, declined slowly until it is now flowing 
15,000 barrels a day, which is quite a _ bit, 
after all, but only half of what it produced 
some days soon after completion. It is but 150 
feet south of No. 1 Abrams, which was com 
pleted on July 22 and has flowed ever 
making more than $4,000,000 
far for the Texas Co A decline was to b 
expected, for no coastal pool can ho'd up in

Busy at Paintsville, Ky. 
CHARLESTON, W. Va., Nov. 24, 1920. 

Oil operations are booming in Johnson 
and McGoffin counties, Kentucky, accord- 
ing to David Browning, president of the 
Venus Oil Co., who has just returned from 
2aintsville. Railroad yards at that point 
he reports are congested and the country 
roads within a radius of many miles are 
filled with oxen and mule teams hauling 
the material out to the locations. 

There are 70 producing wells around 
Paintsville, said Mr. Browning, some of 
which have not yet been connected up to 
the pipelines. In spite of this, however, 
about 15,000 barrels of oil are pumped 
through the Oil Springs station on the 


Cumberland Pipeline this month. This 
quantity will be increased daily as the 
new wells now being completed are 


drilled in and connected up with the pipe- 
lines. 

Two good wells were recently drilled in 
on the Alfred Williams lease north of the 
Irwin-Falk line, on the edge of Morgan 
county, and these indicate a continuation 
of the field from the Mine Fork Uplift to 
the Keaton field in North Johnson county, 
and on the head of Big Blain in Lawrence 


county. Over 100 drilling machines are 
now operating in the Mine Fork field, 
Johnson county, Mr. Browning says, and 


two large machine shops have been erect- 
ed in Paintsville to care far the work. 


WEST VA. COMPLETIONS 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Nov. 25 





At the close of October the West Virginia 
oil fields had more completions to their credit 
than for the same period in September, with 


a greater amount of new production and an 
increase in the number of rigs up-and wells 
drilling, according to the statisiics which have 
just been compiled, showing conditions in the 
field at that time 

During October there was a total of 159 
wells completed in the various counties and 
districts of the state, of which there were 34 
dry holes and 30 gas wells, leaving a total of 
95 wells producing oil, the production running 


from one barrel a day to 350 for 24 hour 
periods. The new production for the month 
was 2,124 barrels, several hundred more than 


for September, and 
22%5 barrels a day. 

In September there were 158 wells completed 
in the West Virginia fields, of which 57 were 
either dry holes or gas wells, which would 
leave 101 producing wells, with a total of new 
production amounting to 1,994 barrels or an 
average of a little less than 20 barrels a day. 
This was a little better than the average for

DENY MEXICAN TREATY 


Spurious Article Is Declared to Be a 


Piece of German Propaganda 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26, 1920. 

State Department officials deny the 
existence of an alleged secret treaty of 
1917 between the United States. Great 
Britain and France dealing with their 
rights in Mexico, which was published in 
Mexico City. According to reports from 
there, the spurious treaty coveted the 
continuation of the flow of oil from Mex!i- 
ean wells owned by nationals of the 
alleged contracting power, and defense 
against Japanese activities in Mexico or 
elsewhere. 

It is specifically denied that there was 


anything to the alleged Japanese fea- 
ture of the so-called treaty. It is inti- 
mated that there might have been some 


sort of informal understanding between 
the chief allied powers touching the pro- 
duction of Mexican oil during the war 
period, which was so essential to the 
anti-German cause, but it is emphatically 
denied officially that any such under- 
standing was ever reduced to writing. 
The spurious treaty is denounced as a 
piece of German propaganda. Hilario 


Medina, head of the Foreign Affairs De- 
partment under Carranza, is reported to 
have issued a statement referring to the 








alleged allied secret treaty. Cuthberto 
Hidalgo, Medina’s secretary, is under- 
stood to have denied the existence of 
such a pact and denounced Medina for 
seeking to cause trouble between Mexico 


and America.

The directors of the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey at a special meet- 
ing Wednesday recommended a reduc- 
tion in the par value of the common 
stock from $100 a share to $25 and 
also an increase in the common capi- 
talization from $100,000,000 to $110,- 
000,000. Of the present authorized 
capital, $98,338,300, or practically the 
entire amount, is outstanding. 

The increased capital is to be used 
as a means of allowing employes to 
acquire an investment interest in the 
company.

common stock from $100 a share to $25 
a share. There will be no change in 
the $200,000,000 of 7 per cent. preferred 
stock. 

“The proposed increase in the 
authorized issue of common stock and 
the reduction in the par value thereof 
are for the purpose of making effective 
a plan long under consideration to en- 
able employes, with assistance from 
the company, to acquire an investment 
interest therein. The plan includes all 
employes who have been for one year 
actively engaged in the conduct of the 
company’s business. 

“A special meeting of stockholders 
has been called for December 20, 1920, 
to be held at Bayonne, N. J., notice of 
which will be sent to stockholders as 
soon as prepared.” 


The announcement was made by the 
Standard Oil Co. of Louisiana recent- 
ly of an increase in capital stock from 
$10,000,000 to $30,000,000 to provide 
capital for the expansion of the com- 
pany’s business, it was stated by offi- 
cials. The increase of $20,000,000 in the 
capital stock represents new money 
put into the Louisiana company and 
is not taken out of the surplus or the 
earnings of the company in this State. 
All the stock is held by the parent 
company, the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey. 


The Deutsch Amerikanische ' Pe- 
troleum Gesellschaft, the German 
agency of the Standard Oil Co. of 
America, announces an increase in its 
dividend of 31% to 9% per cent. 


Imperial Oil, Ltd., has declared an 
extra dividend of $1.50 per share, pay- 
able in Canadian Victory bonds, in ad- 
dition to the regular quarterly dividend 
of 75c. a share. The bonus will be 
paid out of the Dominion of Canada 
1934 Victory bond issue, fractional 
amounts to be adjusted in cash, on 
December 18 to shareholders of record 
December 15. The regular dividend of 
75c. a share will be payable Novem- 
ber 30 to shareholders of record No- 
vember 25. The par value of Imperial 
shares is now $25, and the total dis- 
bursements to share holders this year, 
amounting to $4.50, represent 18 per 
cent. on the par value. As Imperial 
Oil makes few announcements and 
gives out no financial statements, there 
is little indication as to the reason for 
the bonus, but it is understood that 
the successful operations of its sub- 
sidiary, the International Petroleum 
Co., have a bearing on the extra 
dividend.

This big production came from 40 wells, 
belonging to 33 operators, which re- 
mained in charge of the receiver after he 
had returned, upon the court’s orders, 115 
wells to thrifty operators. This order 
was issued June 7, 1920. 

In some respects this receivership is the 
most remarkable ever created in the 
United States. It came as the result of a 
dispute between Texas and Oklahoma as 
to the true boundary line between the 
two States. Both Texas and Oklahoma is- 
sued oil permits on land in the Red River 
bottoms, where the producing wells are 
situated.

TO BASE ACTION 
ON LEASING LAW 


Interior Department Asks De- 
partment of State for Infor- 


mation on Subject 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26, 1920. 
In connection with the administration 
of the leasing law the Interior Depart- 
asked the State Department for 


ment has 
information upon which to base action 
under section 1 of the law, the concluding 


proviso of which is “that citizens of an- 
the laws, customs, or reg- 


other country, 
ulations of which deny similar or like 
privileges to citizens or corporations of 
this country, shall not by stock owner- 
ship, stock holding, or stock control, own 
any interest in any lease acquired under 
the provisions of this act.”’ 


It is the task of the State Department 


to ascertain the provisions of law and 


regulation of foreign countries relating 
to the rights of aliens, and especially 
Americans, with reference to mineral 
leases. The State Department is now 
making inquiries along this line and has 
already turned over some data to the In- 
terior Dx partment. 


Upon the information reported by the 
State Department will depend tne rights 


of the nationals of any foreign country 
under the leasing law of this country. 
The Interior Department is holding up 
action on applications of a number of cor- 
porations for leases on oil lands. These 
corporations, in order to qualify as lessees, 
are obliged to furnish the department 
with a list of their stockholders. 

It is understood that the department is 
interested more particularly in the possi- 
bility of foreign interests acquiring con- 
trol over American corporations desiring 
oil leases. The official policy is stated to 
be not to exclude from the leasing priv- 
llege a concern having only one foreign 
stockholder hailing from a country which 
does not grant reciprocal leasing rights to 
American citizens, or having a small alien 


reciprocal minority stock interest in 


non 
such corporation. The department recog- 
nizes the impossibility of preventing a 
foreigner from buying a shore of stock 


in an American oil] company on the mar- 
ket. 





Gas Co. Seeks Increase 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Nov. 26, 1920. 


In the hearing before the West Vir- 
ginia Public Service Commission here tes- 
timony was adduced in the case of the 
gas department of the Monongahela Val- 
ley Traction Co., which has applied for 
an increase in rates, to the effect that a 
deficit of $32,220 existed in the operating 
of the department for the fiscal year 
period which ended July 31, 1920, and 
that the net income for the same period 
had reached the sum of $102,742. 

Frank B. Pryor, of Fairmont, man- 
ager of the gas department of the trac- 
tion company, introduced these figures 
during the hearing, which is designed for 
the purpose of having an increase in gas 
rates granted for the city of Fairmont and 
other places in that vicinity where the 
traction company’s gas lines furnish fuel. 
At the conclusion of the evraence here ad- 
journment in this case was taken until 
Nov. 26, when it will again be started at 
Fairmont.

Drilling at Arbuckle, Cal. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 20, 1920. 


No. 1 well of the Blue Ridge Petro- 
leum Co. at Arbuckle in Colusa county. 
down 975 feet, was held up last Tuesday 
and Wednesday by broken drill jars. A 
new set was obtained and drilling re- 
sumed. There is so much gas in the 
well that it is blowing water over the top 
< oe easing to the floor of the drill 
shed. 

General Manager W. J. B. Lee declares 
the well has commercial gas now. After 
having penetrated 464 feet of blue shale 
the bit is in a hard sandstone formation 
and Lee believes this is capping for oil 
sand and will run through 50 to 100 feet. 
It is expected to penetrate this capping 
by Thursday. 

This well, if brought in, will be one 
of the most important in California, be- 
cause it will have disproved the formerly 
accepted geological theory that no oil 
exists in California north of Coalinga. If 
this well is brought in it will add more 
than 500 miles to the oil territory of 
California. 

The Blue Ridge Petroleum Co. is to 
be incorporated next week. 

The Bear Valley Oil Co., which has 
been tunneling a very rich seepage of oil 
twenty miles from Arbuckle, has sus- 
pended operations until the end of the 
rainy season, Floods have made the 
road leading to the company’s property, 
which is through the floor of a canyon 
for ten miles, impassable.

Because of the scarcity of natural 
gas there during the winter time, 
manufacturers and other large users 
in Morgantown, W. Va., are planning 
the installation of artificial gas pro- 
ducers. 


The Liberty Gas Plant at Northview, 
a suburb of Clarksburg, W. Va., has 
resumed operations, but all the other 
plants are idle because of the gas 
shortage due to the cold wave. Several 
are figuring on contracts for installing 
artificial gas producers. 


There are twenty-five applications 
from gas companies before the West 
Virginia Public Service Commission for 
increases in rates to domestic and in- 
dustrial consumers. Most of the hear- 
ings have been held and decisions are 
expected before January 1. 


The annual meeting of the board of 
directors of the Columbia Gas & Blec- 
tric Co. and the United Fuel Gas Co. 
will be held in New York the middle of 
January. Harry Wallace, general man- 
ager of the United Fuel at Charles- 
ton, W. Va., is said to be slated for 
vice-president and general manager of 
the two corporations. 


Information was received in Balti- 
more last Tuesday that a new well had 
been brought in on the Devore tract of 
the Houston Oil Co., in Texas with a 
daily production of 1,500 barrels. This 
is the third well reported by the com- 
pany within four days, increasing pro- 
duction by 7,500 barrels a day. Drill- 
ing operations on the property are 
gradually being extended by the Re- 
public Production Co., which is carry- 
ing on the development on all the 
Houston company properties. This 
corporation is controlled by J. S. Cul- 
linan and his associates. 


According to a report from Ripley. 
W. Va., the Union Oil Co. of Delaware 
has acquired 3,705 acres additional of 
promising oil-bearing lands in that 
State, increasing its holdings there to 
31,715 acres. The new acreages include 
2,631 acres in Jackson county in the 
vicinity of which the United Fuel and 
Gas Co. recently brought in a well 
producing 3,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
daily; 440 acres in Mason county, and 
633 acres in the Clover field in Roane 


county. The new holdings will be op- 
erated by the Eddystone Oil Corpora- 
tion as part of the Union company. 


The sequestration of oil reservoirs 
has been proclaimed by an order of 
the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce in Poland, ‘says the Polish 
Economic Bulletin. By virtue of this 
Order the sequestration has been pro- 
claimed of all oil reservoirs and ap- 
purtenances thereof belonging to the

The sequestrator 
of the requisitioned reservoirs will be 
appointed by the State Oil Department. 


The report from the Elk Basin field 
of Wyoming only proves that this is 
one of the most remarkable oil fields in 
the world. The quality of the oil is of 
the highest known grade and the wells 
have proven stable so far and ap- 
parently longlived. The report which 
was sent to the Chicago office was to 
the effect that in drilling for a lower 
sand than the second sand the Midwest 
Co., of Casper which shares the field 
with the Elk Basin Consolidated Oil 
Co., had struck a gas well that was 
flowing 50,000,000 cubic feet a day of 
gas strong in gasoline. Even if the 
well does not come in as an oil well 
there would be a big production of 
gasoline by either the absorbtion or 
compression method.

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DENY TEXAS OIL 
FIELDS DOOMED 


Reports Apparently Originated 
in City of Mexico Thence 
Came to U. S. 


TAMPICO, Mexico, Nov. 22, 1920. 

Reports that the petroleum production 
of the Gulf Coast region is beginning to 
show a rapid decline, and that the life of 
the different fields is doomed, due to the 
alleged intrusion of salt water, are denied 
and discredited by representatives of the 
different companies that are engaged in 
the industry. These reports apparently 
had their origin in the City of Mexico and 
were widely published in the United 
States, as is evidenced by the inquiries 
that have reached here during the last 
few days as to their authenticity. 

It is pointed out that the production 
figures month by month are in themselves 
sufficient proof of the incorrectness of 
the reports that there is a falling off in 
the yield. It is admitted that salt water 
has appeared in some wells and that these 
have had to be abandoned, but it is as- 
serted that this does not portend any gen- 


eral calamity of that nature. Another 
thing which shows the faith which the 
different companies have in the perma- 


nency of production is that they are going 
ahead with their plans for the investment 
of milliéns of dollars additional capital in 
the construction of refineries, pipelines, 
terminals, steel storage tanks and other 
adjuncts of the industry Only a com- 
paratively small area of the possible pro- 
ducing territory has as yet been exploited 


It is stated that there are hundreds of 
thousands of acres now under lease or 
owned in fee which should, according to 
geological reports, be prolific in paying oil 


pools. 
It is regarded as significant that not 
only are the older companies here adding 


to their lease holding when the opportu- 
nity is offered, but new concerns are en- 
tering the different fields and outlying ter- 
ritory. One of the latest of these is the 


Marland Oil Co. of Mexico, subsidiary of 
the Marland Oil Co. of Ponea City, Okla. 
This company recently acquired a lease on 
300,000 acres of land, situated in the dis- 
trict lying between Panuco and Ebano. It 
was at Ebano that the Mexican Petro- 
leum Co. did its pioneer oil exploration 
work some years ago. The Marland Oil 
Co. of Mexico has opened offices in Tam- 
pico with a large staff of employes. It 
has had a field force of geologists going 
over its new property for the last several 
weeks. Locations for wells are being 
made and a campaign of drilling will be 
started soon, it is announced. This com- 
pany also has acquired extensive oil 
leases on the Pacific Coast of Mexico. It 
plans to do a large amount of wildcatting 
in that region. According to information 
received here a Spanish company of large 
working capital plans to enter the pro- 
ducing, refining and marketing ends of the 
industry in the Tampico region soon. It 
is stated that representatives of this com- 
pany have already obtained leases on 
large tracts of land and that application 
for a Mexican charter is pending. 

It is explained here that if the reports 
of the alleged decline of production of the 
Gulf Coast had their origin in Mexican 
Government sources, the purpose may 
have been to discourage the inrush of 
American speculators to this country and 
the organizing of companies that have for 
their object the sale of worthless stock to 
credulous investors. Already a number of 
such wildcat companies have been formed 
and are advertising extensively for the 
sale of their stocks in the United States.

MEXICAN AGUILA 
OCCASIONS TALK 


Much Significance Seen in Its 
Applying for Permit for 
Isthmus Pipeline 


SALINA CRUZ, Mexico, Nov. 22, 

Much significance is attached to the 
action of the Mexican Aguila (KEagie) 
il Co. in applying to the Mexican gov- 
ernment for a concession to iny an oul 
pipeline across the isthmus of ‘‘ehuante- 
pec, from the Atlantic terminal of Puerto 
Mexico to the Pacific terminal of Satina 
Cruz. The distance is 190 miles via the 
route of the National Tehuantepec Rail- 
road, which right of way would be prob- 
abiy followed should the application be 
granted by the government. It was not 
until after the United States Shipping 
Board, through a company formed for 
that purpose, applied recently for tnis 
privilege that the Mexican Aguila 
(Eagle) Oil Co. sought a similar rignt 
to pipe cil across the isthmus The tat- 
ter company was formerly controlled by 
British interests, headed by Lord Cow- 
dray. Its stock is now largely held by 
the Royal Dutch-Shell, which also oper- 
ates in the Tampico oil fields under the 
name of the Corona Oil Co. 

Lord Cowdray and associates were the 
pioneer developers of oil in Mexico, their 
initial operations being in the State of 
Tabasco, close to the line of the National 
Tehuantepec Railroad. They drilled a 
number of shallow wells and built a re- 
finery at Minatitlan, near Puerto Mexico, 
which plant is in regular operation. Oil 
in small quantities is still being obtained 
in the Tabasco fields, but most of the 
crude product for the refinery comes from 
the wells of the Mexican Aguila (Eagle) 
Oil Co. in the Tampico region. It has 
been reported from time to time that the 
company planned to start a big campaign 
of deep well drilling upon its landed hold- 
ings upon the isthmus of Tehuantepec in 
the hope of obtaining oil in larger quan- 
tities than is now had. 

Intimation has been received here that 
the Mexican Government will refuse to 
grant any application of foreign inter- 
ests for the construction of a_ pipeline 
across the isthmus. It is stated that if 
this is done the larger companies will 
build large storage tanks at Puero Mex- 
ico and Salina Cruz for the purpose of 
providing stocks of fuel oil for steam- 
ships. At present comparatively little 
oil is transported across the isthmus over 
the National Tehuantepec Railroad. Be- 
fore much of a service of this kind can be 
performed it will be necessary that much 
new equipment be provided the railroad. 
The roadbed and track of the entire line 
are also in bad shape and it is estimated 
by engineers that it will require not less 
than ten million dollars to repair and 
place the road in first class condition.

SEES GAS DEPLETION 


West Virginia and Pittsburgh Com- 
panies’ Officials Ask Higher 


Rates of Pay. 
CHARLESTON, W. Va., Nov. 24, 1920. 
Rapid depletion of the available supply 

of natural gas in West Virginia, Penn- 
Sylvania and elsewhere in the United 
States is the most potent factor affect- 
ing rates charged and increases in rates 
asked for by natural gas companies, ac- 
cording to testimony given here before 
members of the Public Service Commis 
sion of West Virginia by officials of the 
Equitable Gas Co. and the Pittsburgh & 
West Virginia Gas Co., both Pittsburgh 
concerns 

The hearing here on the application of 
the Pittsburgh & West Virginia Gas Co., 
the supplying company to the Equitable 
Gas Co., for an increase in rates both to 
domestic and industrial consumers and 
for permission to make a service charge 
to consumers is regarded as the most 
important rate hearing held in West Vir 
ginia in years and directly affects the 
more than 100,000 consumers of the 
Equitable Gas Co. in Pittsburgh. So im- 
portant is the hearing and of such far- 
reaching effect will be the decision of 
the West Virginia commission, it was 
decided to continue the hearing in Pitts- 
burgh on December 9, when members of 
the West Virginia commission and attor- 
neys for consumers and industries of the 
Grafton, W. Va., district will go to Pitts- 
burgh to take further testimony there. 

Of particular interest to natural 
consumers in Pittsburgh was the testi- 
mony that because of the greatly in- 
creased cost of production and transporta- 
tion of natural gas and because of the 
greatly reduced amount of natural gas 
available, the charge for natural gas made 
to the Equitable Gas Co. of Pittsburgh 
will have to be increased 40 per cent. It 
was stated that if the Equitable Gas Co. 
has to pay this increased price for gas 
which it supplies Pittsburgh consumers, 
the price to these consumers will have to 
be raised above the increased price now 
charged. 

A step-up schedule of rates with a net 
charge of 55 cents a thousand cubic feet 
above 25,000 cubic feet is asked for in 
West Virginia. It was testified the step- 
up plan will have a tendency to conserve 
gas during winter months, making avail- 
able for uce more gas.
